All persons are respectfully requested to examine the following 
reports of births, marriages and deaths and report to the Town Clerk 
any errors or omissions that may be discerned therein, so that the records 
may be corrected. An error in the record, other than a mistake in copying 
a certificate or return, can be corrected only in accordance with a deposi- 
tion under oath made by one who is required by law to furnish the infor- 
mation for the original record or by one or more creditable persons having 
knowledge of the case. (See General Laws, Chapter 46, Section 13, as 
amended.) 


Births occurring late in the year are sometimes returned without the 
Christian name. In such cases parents should return the name to the 
Town Clerk as soon as selected, as incompleteness of the record may 
occasion trouble in the future. 


Attention is particularly called to the following extracts from the 
General Laws: 


GENERAL LAWS, CHAPTER 46 


Section 1. Each city and town clerk shall receive or obtain and 
record ... facts relative to the births... in his city or town. 


Section 3. Every physician or medical officer registered shall keep 
a record of the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge 
and... shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail or deliver to 
the clerk or registrar of the town where such birth occurred, a report 
...1f the child is illegitimate, the name and other facts relating to the 
father shall not be stated except at the request in writing of both father 
and mother filed ... A physician or any such officer violating any pro- 
vision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty-five dollars. 


Section 4. Any member or servant of a family in which a child is 
born, having knowledge of the facts required ... shall furnish the same 
upon request of the clerk of the town... or of any person authorized by 
him. (Penalty for refusing, not more than ten dollars.) 


Section 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a child, and 
every householder within forty days after a birth in his house shall 


cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of the town where such a 
child is born. 


GENERAL LAWS, CHAPTER 207 


Section 36. If a marriage is solemnized in another state between 
parties living in this Commonwealth, who return to dwell here, they shall 
within seven days after their return, file with the clerk or registrar of 
the town where either of them lived at the time of their marriage, a 
certificate or declaration of their marriage including the facts required 
in a notice of intention of marriage. 
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Sec. 55. Whoever violates Section 36 shall forfeit ten dollars. 


The Town Clerk hereby gives notice that he is prepared to furnish 
parents, householders, physicians and registered medical officers applying 
therefor, with blanks for return of birth as required by law.

The attention of owners and keepers of dogs is called to the follow- 
ing extracts from Chapter 140 of the General Laws as amended: 


Definition: “Licensed period,” the time between April first and the 
following March thirty-first, both dates inclusive. 


Section 137. A person who at the commencement of a license period 
is, or who during any license period becomes the owner or keeper of a 
dog when it becomes three months old during a license period, shall 
cause it to be registered, numbered, described and licensed until the end of 
such license period, and the owner or keeper of a dog so registered, 
numbered, described and licensed during any license period, in order to 
own or keep such dog after the beginning of the succeeding license period, 
shall, before the beginning thereof, cause it to be registered, numbered, 
described and licensed for such period. 


The license shall be in a form prescribed by the director, upon a 
blank to be furnished — by the county in which the town is located, 
and shall be subject to the conditions expressed therein that the dog 
which is the subject of the license shall be controlled and restrained from 
killing, chasing or harrassing live stock or fowls. The owner or keeper 
of a licensed dog shall cause it to wear around its neck or body a collar 
or harness of leather or other suitable material, to which shall be 
securely attached a tag in a form prescribed by the director, and upon 
which shall appear the license number, the name of the town issuing 
such license and the year of issue. Such tags shall be furnished in the 
same manner as the license blanks, and if such tag be lost the owner 
or keeper of such dog shall forthwith secure a substitute tag from the 
town clerk. 


Section 139. Fees for licenses. The fee for every license shall, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided, be two dollars for a male dog and five dollars 
for a female dog, unless a certificate of a registered veterinarian who per- 
formed the operation that said female dog has been spayed and has 
thereby been deprived of the power of propagation has been filed with 
the town clerk, in which case the fee shall be two dollars. A certified 
copy of such certificate on file in the office of any town clerk within the 
Commonwealth may be accepted as evidence that the said operation has 
been performed.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 
To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


We hereby submit our report for the year ending Dec. 31, 1965. 


The year 1965 has been a year of continued growth for our town, as 
evidenced by the number of new homes built and other construction 
throughout the town. The Board held meetings every Monday evening 
at 7:30 P.M. except in the case of holidays; also it was necessary to meet 
additional evenings and make inspections on week-ends, to keep up with 
the heavy workload, . 


The year 1965 brought to a close the five year observance by our 
Town of the 100th Anniversary of the Civil War. The East Bridgewater 
Civil War Centennial Committee was appointed in 1960 and under the 
leadership of Mr. Frank M, Adams, sponsored programs each year. At 
this time, we publicly wish to express our approciation to Mr. Adams 
and members of his Committee, on behalf of the townspeople, for their 
faithful service over the past five years, and are sure many of their pro- 
grams will long be remembered, especially the parade held on April 19, 
1965. 


There have been several changes in Town Officials during the past 
year, viz: Our Chief of Police, Walter A. Benoit, retired on March 2, 
1965 after twenty five years of service to the citizens of East Bridgewater, 
the last ten years of which he served as Chief of Police; Mr. George S. 
Barney who served as Sealer of Weights and Measures for fourteen 
years, passed away on July 5, 1965, and Mrs, Marjorie L. Eaton, Town 
Treasurer, resigned on December 1, 1965 after serving the town for six 
years in that capacity. All of the above gave willingly of their time and 
performed their duties faithfully. 


As required by the Massachusetts statutes, the boundary lines of 
the town must be perambulated every five years for an examination of 
the lines and corner stones. This was done in 1965 with the Selectmen 
of the Towns of Bridgewater, Halifax, Hanson, West Bridgewater, Whit- 
man and the City of Brockton. 


As voted by the townspeople at the Annual Town Meeting, the Board 
of Selectmen appointed the following to serve on the Christmas Decora- 
tions Committee, viz: Mr. Arthur Goldman, Mr. Aldo P. Negri, Mr. Ellis 
Fanning, Jr., Mr. E. Charles Martin, Jr., and Mr. Alexander J. Santilli. 
This Committee held several meetings and it is to their credit we had 
a most attractive Christmas display on the World War I Memorial lot 
in the center of the town.

As statistics show 1965 has been a most active year. Due to the in- 
crease in police activities our present two room police station is very in- 
adequate and the proposed plan to remodel and equip the present fire 
station on Maple Avenue into a police station will enable us to serve the 
public more effectively. The police station is manned twenty four hours 
a day which has proven valuable in many instances and there is at least 
one cruiser constantly on patrol. 


This twenty four hour patrolling has been a contributing factor to 
the decrease in personal injuries resulting from automobile accidents and 
we had no fatalities in 1965. 


The definite increase in population, the increase in crime and the in- 
crease in vehicles on our highways along with the added requirements 
from the Registry of Motor Vehicles and Courts indicate a need of addit- 
ional officers, 


Mrs. Barbara Wile and Mrs. Ruth Ann O’Neil are doing a fine job 
as school patrol women. Prior to the addition of these women in Novem- 
ber, two day men and two cruisers were tied up a total of five hours a 
day on school crossings. 


Four men attended recognized police schools and eight men attended 
riot and mob control classes. This specialized training has benefited all 
and the program of training in all phases of police work will be con- 
tinued in the coming year. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the members of the 
Police Department for their teamwork and cooperation this past year. 


In closing I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen, the other departments in town and all the townspeople for 
their assistance and cooperation throughout the year of 1965,

Herewith is my report for the year ending December 31, 1965. Dur- 
ing the year the department responded to 268 calls, of which 105 were 
still alarms, 5 false, 7 aid, 16 auto, 28 dwellings, 103 grass and wood, 49 
to the dump, 1 bomb scare, 1 rescue, and 1 resuscitator. 


Eight hundred and thirty permits issued for outdoor fires. 


Practice drills were held twice a month throughout the year, these 
drills consisted of instruction on the operation and use of all firefighting 
equipment, laying of hose lines, different types of hydrant hook-ups and 
all phases of fighting fires.

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Report of the Water Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Dear Sirs: 


During the year 1965 70 new services and 13 renewals were installed. 

Approximately 4 miles of 12 inch absestos-cement pipe was laid for 
our new water system and 25 new hydrants were installed. In the Spring 
there is to be about 70 services to be reconnected under contract to the 
main transmission line. 


The final test at the pumping station on Pond Street was made on 
January 4, 1966 and the result was very gratifying. It is expected that 
we will be using our own water the week of January 12, 1966. 


The standpipe on Highland Street, now on order, will be put in oper- 
ation on June 1, 1966, thus completing the establishment of our own water 


supply. 


The Board of Water Commissioners have inserted an Article in the 
Warrant for the March Town Meeting asking for an appropriation of 
$10,000.00 to continue our Test Well Investigation. 


We feel that the Town of East Bridgewater should establish prob- 
able long-range water needs and set forth definite conclusions specifying 
where future water supplies are to be obtained. 


Once these areas have been pin-pointed, necessary action should be 
taken at once to preserve them for future water supply development. This 
preservation should supercede all town, city and regional plans including 
state and interstate highway construction. Unfortunately many a good 
water supply reservoir site has been rendered quite useless because of 
highway encroachment. 


The present deficiencies in water supply, at least in this section of 
New England, are primarily due not to a water shortage but to a lack 
of appropriate action by the various political bodies. Let us here in East 
Bridgewater be the instigators of the necessary action so that future 
generations may enjoy one of our great replenishable resources—water.

Board of Water Commissioners. 
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Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project 


The following is a resume of your Project’s activities during the past 
year. 


The extremely dry weather enabled us to put more time to our per- 
manent control measures with our power equipment. We are in hopes of 
acquiring another trencher this year which should allow us to double our 
efforts in this most important phase of our program. A control measure 
such as trenching eliminates contaminated breeding areas. Work of this 
type of control will also aid in decreasing the mosquito population in sur- 
rounding townships that may be subjected to wind-borne mosquitoes. 


Our limited aerial applications are to supplement permanent phases 
of control. Consideration of damage to our environment, farmlands, and 
to the public, limits us to areas treated and to insecticides which we use. 
We will continue to work closely with recommendations and suggestions 
of the State Pesticide Board, Department of Public Health, and the De- 
partment of Natural Resources. 


Requests for backyard spraying for nuisance mosquitoes is both ex- 
pensive and time consuming. A program of this type prevents us from 
allotting our time to permanent control measures in the breeding sites. 
We maintain a weekly inspection of filter systems, dumps, playgrounds, 
parks and camping sites. These are treated, if necessary. Catch basins 
require constant inspection and treatment. Calls from property owners 
for individual spray applications are increasing yearly, and seriously 
hampering our permanent control measures for which our Project was 
organized. Many towns cooperate with us in this adult control phase, 
thus allowing this Project to conduct the permanent phases of mosquito 
control. 


We are continually troubled by sewage in both fresh and salt water 
areas. This proves to be one of the primary sources of mosquito breeding 
during the summer season. Inspections of private properties have shown 
that a large percent of homeowners are encouraging the reproduction of 
the culex mosquito. Wading pools, birdbaths, toys, boats, gutters, dis- 
posal areas, abandoned tires, and auto bodies are a few breeding sites of 
this specie. The waters in these containers should be eliminated or 
changed every two days or so.

Report of the Board of Health 


Each year, as the population of East Bridgewater increases and many 
new homes are being built, the duties of the members of the Board of 
Health Agent become more numerous. 


After considerable delay, the Brockton Sewerage Commission al- 
lowed the use of the new sewerage plant for the disposal of sewage as of 
April 1, for the East Bridgewater tank trucks, 


April 5, at a regular meeting the Board adopted the following regu- 
lation for the development of lots which are not served by the town water 
supply: 


“Where wells are to be used for residential water supply they shall 
be installed and the water tested for potability for human consumption, 
by a state approved laboratory, before a permit will be issued under Reg. 
8, Art. X of the Sanitary Code, “Water Supply” and Reg. 4, Art. 2 of 
the Department of Public Health Sanitary Code. Where private water 
supply has already been provided in any area, occupancy permits will 
not be granted until the water has been tested for potability for human 
consumption by a state approved laboratory.” 
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At a meeting with the Board of Selectmen and Mr. Resnick, the Board 
agreed to change the hours of the Disposal Area to 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. week- 
days and 12 noon to 5 p.m. Sundays, and to close the area on Thuksgiving 
day and Christmas day. 


The Board advertised for bids for the Garbage Contract, which ex- 
‘pires April 1, 1966, for three years. Three bids were received and low 
bidder to whom the contract was awarded was Wilfred L. Prouty of 
Bridgewater. Early in December the present contractor defaulted on his 
contract, and the balance of the contract, after an “emergency” was de- 
clared by the Board, was given to Prouty. 


During the year Board members met with the Rubbish Disposal Com- 
mittee. The Committee, Henry Belcher, chairman, recommended to the 
Selectmen the purchase of the Lillian Resnick property consisting of 
67 acres on Bridge St., be purchased for a Sanitary Land-fill operation. 
As a result of this recommendation the Board of Health prepared four 
articles for the operation of this Sanitary Land-fill. 1, for the purchase 
of equipment, 2, the building of a garage with attendants quarters at- 
tached, 3, installation of water from Bridge St., and 4, money to pay for 
the hiring of help and supplies. These articles were presented to the 
Selectmen and Finance Committee for the Annual Town Meeting in March 
1966. 


An appropriation in the Budget, which is new this year, asks for 
$100.00 for a Glaucoma Clinic. The Visiting Nurse Association feels there 
is a dire need for this service and is willing to secure additional funds for 
this use. 


As there has been a recent incident of Rabies in an adjoining State 
the Department of Public Health through the Division of Communicable 
Diseases recommends that each community in the Commonwealth through 
the Boards of Health sponsor a Rabies Clinic where all dogs may be in- 
oculated at a minimum charge. The Board has also inserted the amount 
of $100.00 in the budget for this purpose. 


New Sewage Permit forms produced by the Board after careful study 
of those in other towns were put into use January 1, 1966. These forms 
give more detail as to the requirements for each sub-surface disposal 
system lay-out and must be returned to the Board of Health by the con- 
tractor when the work is completed, giving the distance of the man-hole 
on the septic tank from the corners of the house, so that future owners 
of the property may find the approximate location in order to keep the 
tank properly pumped. 


The Board appreciates the co-operation it has received from the 
different Boards and Committees in the Town.

AGENTS ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1965 


Percolation test and 7 ft. deep soil observation trench was made on 
proposed building lots and permits issued for sewage disposal systems if 
soil conditions were suitable for subsurface sewage dispostl. Design of re- 
quired system and specifications furnished to builder. Inspection before 
backfill is made to determine construction of system. This program has 
been in force several years and is self supporting by permit fees charged. 
Result of this program has been most satisfactory, however it is most 
important that home owners have septic tanks pumped on annual basis 
to maintain satisfactory service and prevent expensive repairs, 


Complaints were answered and investigated promptly. Steps were 
taken to satisfactorily resolve conditions found to be adverse to public 
health. 


Inspection of food service establishments were made on quarterly 
basis routinely, seasonal establishments and unsatisfactory conditions 
were investigated frequently. 


Laboratory analysis of milk and cream was made on quarterly basis 
and inspection of dairies on local basis. Milk and cream standards found 
were of very high standard, 


Bacteriological water analysis was made of swimming areas in sea- 
son, also drainage water as found necessary. Standard analysis of town 
water supply made occasionally. Dye tests as well as bacteriological tests 
were made to determine pollution of streams and drains.

Board of Appeals 


Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The following report is hereby submitted for the first full year of 
the Conservation Commission’s existence, 


During the early part of the year, several visits were made to a 
twenty acre section of the Beaver Brook known locally as Captain’s and 
Jones’ Ponds. We were desirous of developing it for summer and winter 
recreation and also to increase its potential as a wildlife area. Negotia- 
tions with the Brockton Edison Company, the then owner, seemed to be 
progressing favorably when we were notified that the company had 
deeded the property to the Brockton Y.M.C.A. 


Much consideration has been given to securing access to our pond 
and river resources. Search for available places thus far has been unsuc- 
cessful. Still the Commission feels that the townspeople should own a 
boat launching site and a limited parking area at its only large body of 
water, Robbins Pond, as well as a bridle path that could be used for 
many other purposes along the course of the Satucket River. In some 
towns public spirited citizens have donated land or granted easements for 
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the benefit of their fellow townsmen. This commission would welcome 
such grants. 


With the gracious co-operation of Town Librarian, Mrs. Grace East- 
man, Commission Member Mrs. Frank Van Ummersen set up an exhibi- 
tion stressing the importance of water conservation in the Herrick Room 
at the Public Library. The Commission hopes to stage another exhibit 
this spring devoted to the conservation of wildlife. 


The Commission urged that the town procure an authentic soil map 
that would supply basic information for decisions as to the town’s best 
interest for all departments of town government. The Selectmen and 
the Planning Board jointly sponsored our request and the town voted the 
funds. 


The town also acceded to our request in Article three at the special 
town meeting held October 18, by adding two members to the Commis- 
sion. This should increase the effectiveness by widening our sources of 
information. Seven is the number recommended by the State. 


Discussions have taken place regarding the utilization of the town 
forest as a picnic area, providing suitable markers for some of the town’s 
historical landmarks, and unobstructed passage for anadromous fish. At 
present these must be reported as unfinished business. 


The Commission has enjoyed excellent co-operation from town 
officials, boards and departments as well as from many private citizens. 
The Commission has on its part tried to be practical in its requests and 
its decisions. At the same time it is the agency that has the responsibility 
of seeing that present and future generations can enjoy and cherish the 
fields, woods and waters of a beautiful East Bridgewater.

Report of the Librarian 


The 81st annual report of the East Bridgewater Public Library for 
the year ending December 31, 1965 is herewith presented: 


Archibald MacLeish has stated that world understanding is the 
only possible means of lasting peace. We all recognize that understand- 
ing can be obtained only through communication. The principal concern 
of libraries is that of Freedom of Communication, the unobstructed re- 
ceiving and offering of thought and irformation. This is the philosophy of 
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today’s libraries. To be of value in the life and time of the community it 
serves is the motivation of library service at its best. It is toward this 
end that all our activities here at the library are bent. The library is not 
only a place for people who want to be entertained. It always has been and 
will continue to be a source for the energetic pursuit of knowledge. 


The increase in circulation, reaching for the first time over the 
100,000 mark, shows the energy behind this pursuit. From the desk at the 
main library, Circulation Librarian Leia Canelli says that the public is 
vocal in requesting collections more extensive in range and higher in 
quality. Adult readers are concerned about Civil Rights, education, the 
space programs, juvenile delinquency, government and United States 
History in that order. Reading in periodicals and practical arts continues 
to be heavy. Circulation figures take no note of the hundreds of refer- 
ence questions answered without the borrowing of materials. Many of 
these are telephone requests which statistically leave no record. Although 
it is the established policy to circulate all replaceable items on at least an 
overnight basis, patrons are encouraged to use the study carrels avail- 
able on the balcony. Two major additions to the reference shelves over 
the past year are a set of Massachusetts General Laws Annotated and 14 
volumes of Massachusetts Practice and the service to keep both sets up to 
date. Students at all levels on the educational ladder have been assisted 
by the reference department in supplying their book needs. 


In the Children’s Room we are at our greatest disadvantage. The 
room is too small for the demands made of it. To accommodate the 7th 
and 8th grade school children additional table space had to be furnished 
at the expense of our periodical shelves. We also have to house clothing 
racks within the main reading room area. One hopes that the building of 
a new junior high school will allow for a library room in the Interme- 
diate School and thus restore the Children’s Room to the use it can 
readily handle. The major activities contributed from the children’s room 
to the public library program have been the pre-school story hours 
and the annual Books on Parade. Mrs. Elaine Broman in addition to her 
processing assignments is the regular substitute in the Children’s Room. 


In addition to classifying and cataloging the more than 2,182 books 
added to the system during the year, Cataloguer Margaret Mason com- 
pleted the inventory of the entire collection of books now housed on the 
balcony. This has been a monumental task, and its completion affords 
library patrons an accurate key to the entire adult collection. 


Friends of the library and members of the staff have been in- 
strumental in securing many worthwhile exhibits. The ambitious pro- 
grams for Children’s Book Week and National Library Week have had 
the enthusiastic support of the townspeople and staff. These activities 
are the showcases for the library phase each one emphasizes. The Brock- 
ton Enterprise, through its local correspondent, continues to furnish us 
the field for much of our public relations program. 


The school library pregram has developed to the extent that it now 
consumes one half the total number of hours worked by the staff. We 
have two librarians stationed full time in school libraries. Our children’s

librarian works twenty hours weekly as a school librarian and the need 
to increase part time assistance to the school librarian is a pressing one. 
The building needs of the school libraries, were met by installing addit- 
ional book stacks, building new storage and work cabinets and improv- 
ing the ventilation in the work room at high school. At the Central 
School three much needed bulletin boards were hung. The Central 
School needs only filing cabinet to be completely furnished. Neither 
school library has yet reached the standard of 10 books per pupil 
nor does the book budget allotment reach the minimum $4.00 per 
pupil, both figures recommended by the American Library Associa- 
tion. In case this figure seems high, the average cost of a child’s book for 
the year 1964 as cited in the Bowker Annual 1965 was $3.06 while that 
for a high school volume was given at $6.93. The library is most fortunate 
to have as its school library personnel such inspiring and devoted li- 
brarians as Mrs. Anne Hynes, High School Librarian, Mrs. Helen Cur- 
ley, Central School Librarian, Mrs. Allene Hamilton, Intermediate School 
Librarian and Mrs. Betty Cooper, Assistant. 


In considering future needs we find they continue to be qualified 
personnel, housing, and materials organization. The staff problem is one 
of number. Unfortunately we cannot always maintain two persons on the 
main floor. Yet it is disconcerting to the patron to enter the library and 
find no one in attendance. This generally means that the librarian on 
duty is working on a periodical reference or an art reference in the 
basement or some historical research in the historical room. The time 
appears not far distant when we shall require at least a sub-professionel 
staff assistant at the main library. When the proposed junior high school 
is built, we shall need a full time professional librarian for that po- 
sition. The care given the Washburn Building by the trustees over the 
years continues to stand us in good stead. The painting of the exterior 
trim, repairs to the floor covering in the Children’s Room, and re-pointing 
of some brick work are items for the immediate future. The librarian and 
staff, alert to making the collection more useful to the patrons, are study- 
ing the feasability of dividing the catalog into author-title index and 
subject index and of establishing a union catalog of all the systems 
holdings. 


The East Bridgewater Public Library could not be what it now is 
without the action of the townspeople responsive to its needs, the 
progressive ideas and continuous efforts of the trustees, the staunch 
support and cooperation of the school department, and the efficiency and 
loyalty of each member of the personnel. For all these the librarian is 
truly appreciative.

Report of the Study Committee For Refuse 
Disposal Problem 


In response to the appointment of the Refuse Disposal Committee, 
following are the findings of the extensive studies conducted by this 
group.

THREE METHODS OF REFUSE COLLECTION 
COMPOSTING 


oS Be ee 


Composting is the process of grinding up refuse and garbage, 
accumulating the combination into a mass and allowing it to ferment, 
with agitation, for various periods of time. The heat generated is said 
to be sufficient to kill pathogens, weed seeds and vermin. The end 
product is stable and humuslike with some value as a soil conditioner. 
Composting relies on the aerobic decomposition of organic matter. 
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Various pilot plants have been installed in this country and it has 
the advantage of single or combined collections which could reduce 
present garbage and rubbish collection costs. 


Besides a building which would have to be erected, a sanitary 
landfill would have to be operated to accommodate all refuse not 
conductive to composting, such as tires, metals, tree stumps, chemicals, 
plastics, etc. 


CONCLUSIONS 


While the theory of composting for future operations may some- 
day materialize to be a panacea of refuse disposal problems through- 
out the country, we feel that presently the technology and methods of 
operation are not adequate for the needs of East Bridgewater. This 
community presently has an acute disposal problem. We cannot afford 
to experiment or to pioneer. 


INCINERATION METHOD 


Description of process 


Incineration is the process of subjecting mixtures of waste ma- 
terial to the laws of combustion in a practictl manner. The adoption of 
incineration in high temperature fast burning furnaces has become 
recognized as the cleanest, quickest, and most sanitary method of rub- 
bish disposal. With properly designed furnaces and an efficient col- 
lection schedule, no smoke, odor, fly ash or other nuisances will result 
from this method of disposal. Complete separation of combustible from 
non-combusible material makes for more efficient incineration. Modern 
incinerators are designed to burn a mixture of garbage and rubbish. 


Reduced to its basic elements, an incinerator consists of a furnace, 
combustion chamber, chimney and charging apparatus. The furnace is 
the chamber in which the actual burning of the material occurs and 
may include a drying hearth. The combustion chamber is located 
between the furnace and the stack. It permits mixing of burning and 
non-burning gases and allows time for combustion, to operate at a tem- 
perature of not less than 1250 degrees F. Incinerators may be designed 
with features such as wood-hogs, air pre-heaters, steam generating 
apparatus and other appurtenances. Dumping and storage of wastes 
are cared for inside the incinerator buildings, and the incinerator can 
be located in thickly settled areas without creation of nuisances. 


Costs 


A. Construction 


The cost of constructing an incineration equipped to burn garbage 
and refuse is high. The final cost will depend on several factors; size 
is one and equipment could be a big factor. The buildings to house the 
complete unit would vary with the final choice of what would be needed 
to service East Bridgewater, not as it is today, but for years to come. 
This choice could only be made after a complete study had been made 
by an engineering firm. It is probably safe to say that the initial cost of 
construction would be in excess of $1,000,000.00. This estimate is based 
on a 200 ton plant and a figure of $5,000.00 per ton. 
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B. Operations 


Six men — one supervisor and five workmen. A cost factor of ap- 
proximately $5.00 per ton. Thus a 200 ton plant would cost $1,000.00 
per week or $52,000.00 per year, to operate. The operations costs would 
be over and above all costs of picking up. 


The reason for this, being that where refuse is incinerated, pro- 
visions must be made for disposal of the non-combustible wastes. These 
wastes of the non-combustible material should not be dumped on land 
because of the probability of creating nuisances referred to in con- 
junction with the open face dumps. They could be disposed of satis- 
factorily by the SANITARY LAND FILL METHOD. 


What are some of the non-combustible items that would require a 
separate area to accommodate their disposal? The first is the ashes 
taken from the furnaces. The experience of others indicate that the 
furnaces must be dumped every hour and the ashes are wet and all 
metal dump trucks must be available to handle them. In addition there 
is a tree stump, building rubble, refrigerators, metals, tin cans, road 
building materials and a number of other items to consider. 


Conclusion ' 


Incineration is not all inclusive— 20 to 25 percent of all refuse 
is non-combustible —a sanitary land fill operation cannot be entirely 
eliminated. In short, what is being provided is a very costly method of 
burning paper and its by-products. 


We certainly cannot recommend this method of refuse disposal. 


Sanitary Land Fill 


Sanitary land fill is a scientifically planned and controlled method 
of disposing of refuse with the reclamation of land for useful purposes. 
A sanitary land fill is an engineering project and should be conducted as 
such. The site for the project should be located as close to the commun- 
ity as possible to eliminate long hauls and yet should be situated in an 
area where it is desired to reclaim low lying or swamp land. The 
operation consists in dumping the refuse, compacting it thoroughly and 
covering it promptly with a layer of earth to exclude rats and vermin 
and to prevent the escape of odors or the outbreak of fire. Garbage and 
rubbish may be combined in a properly operated sanitary land fill. 


This method of disposal of combined refuse has the approval of 
State and Federal public health officials. Sanitary land fills have been 
in operation for sufficient time to prove that method is economical and is 
definitely of value for land reclamation. 


In the area method of sanitary land fill, refuse is dumped into low 
lying areas, the cover material being obtained from adjoining slopes or 
hauling in and placed directly on the fill. Regardless of which method 
is used, the type of soil used for cover material is very important, since 
it must provide a sealing cover for the refuse. Rocky soil consisting 
chiefly of clay is not suitable for cover material; the former because of 
the difficulty of sealing the refuse cells, and the latter because of shrink- 
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age cracks. Sandy soil is the most desirable for cover material. The 
surface of the filled area should be sloped 1% to provide adequate drain- 
age. 


The usual sanitary land fill is 6 to 8 foot deep. The dumped refuse is 
compactly covered by a bull dozer with the cover material, and the 
cover material is then compacted. Thorough compaction of refuse in 
shallow layers by a bulldozer or other suitable heavy equipment is an 
important feature of the sanitary landfill method and will reduce the 
volume of refuse by at least 50%. The working face of the fill should 
be kept as narrow as is consistant with the proper operation of trucks 
and equipment so that the area of exposed waste material will be kept 
at a minimum. All faces of the fill must be covered daily, using a 
minimum of 6” of cover material. Final cover when fill is completed 
should be 2’. Where the refuse is placed in a layer having a compacted 
depth of 6’, an area of 0.75 to 1.5 acres per year will be required for 
a population of 10,000 people. Cost of operation of sanitary land fill 
varies from 0.75 to $2.00 per ton. 


Also, dumping should be controlled to keep the working area as 
small as possible for the size of the operation. The working face should 
be no larger than is necessary to accommodate the collection equipment 
without delay, at the site. This helps to control blowing of papers 
and other light materials and provides a better appearing fill site. 
Type of building 


The only type of building required for sanitary landfill is is an 
adequate shelter for equipment. 
Places using this type operation 


Hingham and Randolph are currently using this type of system 
and are successful in its operation. 


Recommendations 


The Refuse Disposal Committee unanimously submits the following 
recommendations: 


1. After an intensive study of all of the possible methods of refuse 
disposal, the committee feels that the sanitary landfill is by far the 
best suited for the Town of East Bridgewater. 


2. The committee strongly feels that the town should provide the 
necessary funds to purchase the present dump site and institute a sani- 
tary landfill procedure.

(Plymouth County Extension Service)

The primary responsibility of the Extension Service is as the law 
states “to aid in diffusing among the people of the United States useful 
and practical information on the subjects relating to Agriculture and 
Home Economics and to encourage the application of same.”

States Department of Agriculture are available to the Staff of the 
Plymouth County Extension Service because of a mutual assistance 
agreement. Members of the staff provide educational information per- 
taining to Agriculture, Home Economics and 4-H Club Work, through 
correspondence — newspapers and radio — meetings — office and tele- 
phone calls — and farm and home visits. 
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To make this service available to you, funds are provided by the 
Federal, State and County Governments. Thus the name — Cooperative 
Extension Service. 


In March 1965, the Southeast Extension Region was organized for 
the purpose of primarily servicing the commercial farmers in the 
Counties of Barnstable, Bristol, Norfolk and Plymouth. 


Briefly this means that the Agricultural Agent formerly servicing 
Agriculture in one county now services the Southeast Extension Region. 
He is responsible for one or two commodity programs only, i.e. Dairy 
and Livestock; Poultry and Turkeys; Fruit and Vegetables; Floricul- 
ture; Nurseries; Misc. Horticulture. 


By concentrating on his particular program(s) the agent can 
keep up-to-date on the latest research; receive advanced training at the 
University of Massachusetts and offer the farmer a more effective 
service. 


Make full use of the Extension Service, but remember that although 
the Extension Service furnishes the information, it is you who makes 
the decision as to how the information may be used to best advantage.

Report of the Moth Superintendent 


January 15, 1966 
To the Board of Selectmen and the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The Moth Department uses pesticides in one form or another in the 
performance of all its usual duties. Pesticides must be used with know- 
ledge, caution, and respect, and as little as possible; however, they may 
be used as our greatest assets, at this time, in the fight against insects 
and diseases. A constant effort is made to use the latest methods and 
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materials whenever they have been proven safe, effective, and economical. 
The department has always kept the safety and well being of the towns- 
people and the town in mind in the use of these pesticides and will 
continue to do so in the future. 


Some time ago there was a law passed by the Massachusetts legisla- 
ture requiring the examination and licensing of all persons using and/or 
spraying pesticides of any kind on the land of another person. In keeping 
with this law your Moth Superintendent passed this required examina- 
tion in late 1964 and received a license in early 1965 to be a qualified 
supervisor in all kinds of spraying operations. 


Poison ivy spraying was done as usual during the summer months. 
The spraying was done along the streets and on private property, where 
requested, and it was eliminated from those areas sprayed. The depart- 
ment will continue this operation in the coming year in an effort to 
control this public nuisance. 


Tree spraying was done in several parts of town upon request or, in 
other instances, where it was deemed necessary. Proven methods and 
materials were used during these operations in keeping with the law and 
the department’s policy on this matter. In the coming year tree spraying 
will be carried out in a continuing detailed manner. 


The Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project performed its 
usual duties within the town of aerial and truck spraying, cleaning 
ditches and brooks, and dusting swamps. All mosquito problems reported 
to the department were referred or forwarded to this project. The de- 
partment has had fine co-operation from the Mosquito Control Project 
during the year as in the past. 


Many thanks are again due to my workmen, town officials, town 
departments and the townspeople for their understanding and co- 
operation in my work.

Report of the Tree Warden 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The drought of the past year coupled with two previous dry years 
has begun to show adverse effects to many of our town shade trees. 
Maples of all sizes and varieties, in particular, have been damaged due 
to the drought conditions. Many large maples have had limbs die 
throughout the tree and some smaller maples have died completely be- 
cause of the lack of water. Many of the larger maples have been pruned, 


. 
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removing the dead limbs, and this work will continue in the coming year 
when necessary. In instances where smaller maples have died, some of 
these have been replaced and the remainder will be replanted in the 
coming year. It is hoped that the year ahead will not be a drought year 
for this area. However, if this should be evident the Tree Department will 
adopt facilities to water all the smaller trees planted under its juris- 
diction, over the past several years. 


There has been an effort each year by the department to replant 
more trees than has been removed. There were 116 trees planted along 
the town streets during the spring and fall of 1965. These trees were 
planted in desirable areas, open spaces, in front of new homes, and when 
feasable, to replace trees that had been removed. The largest percentage 
of trees planted were Norway Maple, while a smaller amount of Sugar 
Maple, Red Maple, Littlelead Linden, and Mountain Ash were planted. 
Approximately 33% of the trees planted were taken from the Town 
Nursery while the remainder were quality stock purchased from repu- 
table nurseries. 


A total of 39 trees were removed during the year because of danger to 
persons and/or property and for various other necessary reasons. Several 
species were removed. However, the major percentage of trees removed 
were Elms that had succumbed to the Dutch Elm Disease. The Dutch 
Elm Disease is still evident, but it is decreasing each year. Much of this 
lessening of the disease is due to the decrease in our Elm population along 
the town streets. To offset the 39 trees removed there has been, as before 
mentioned, 116 trees planted, showing that three times as many trees 
have been planted as have been removed. 


Along with the above mentioned activities of the department, prun- 
ing, cabling, bolting, surgery, and tree feeding; maintaining the Town 
Nursery during the summer months; cutting brush along the road- 
sides; repairing and maintaining much of our own equipment; and 
other miscellaneous duties, keep the Tree Department on an active 
schedule throughout the year. 


It is with sincerity that I wish to thank my employees, other town 
officials and departments, and the townspeople for their understanding, 
co-operation, and support in my work during the past year.

Meaney was elected to replace Thomas J. O’Brien. Mr. O’Neill and Mr. 
O’Brien had resigned. 


At an organizational meeting held on March 8, 1965, the following 
officers were elected: Chairman, John Clark Wheatley; Vice Chairman, 
John Grant; Clerk, John H, Alexander. 


A three-man committee composed of John H, Alexander, Chairman, 
John Clark Wheatley and John A. Boni made a survey of the Rules and 
Regulations of the Planning Board and the Board adopted an amended 
revision. 


Subdivision plans submitted to the Board were: 1. Village Green, 
land of Leslie W. and Louise G. Holbrook, off North Central Street. This 
plan was disapproved by the Board and the Superior Court ordered that 
the Planning Board endorse approval thereon. 2. A thirteen lot sub- 
division of Edith Hashem of land off North Central Street was approved. 
An appeal of the Planning Board’s action was taken to the Superior 
Court by an abutter, Cappy Homes, Inc., and the Court upheld the Board’s 
decision, 3. Land of Frank Solari on McCordick Avenue Plan approved. 
4. Forest Trail, land of Leslie W. and Louise G. Holbrook, 48 lots off 
Crescent Street was disapproved by the Board. 


The Planning Board is pleased to have helped, and been aided by the 
other departments in the Town and many of the Town’s people. We look 
forward to another successful year in 1966.

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Report of the Industrial Development Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of East Bridgewater 


The year 1965 has been a relatively fruitful one for the industrial 
growth of the town of East Bridgewater. The committee, in conjunction 
with others, has been successful in locating the Beauty Form Plastic 
Corp. on a portion of the old Brick Yard property off the westerly side of 
Spring St. The company has purchased 75 acres on which they intend 
to erect 50,000 sq. ft. of assembly and warehousing area. They propose 
to layout the remainder of the area as an industrial park and will erect 
and lease facilities to any good industry which might be induced to locate 
here. This venture alone should give the committee a tremendous incen- 
tive for the ensuing year. 


A metals fabricating firm has, at this writing, taken option on sev- 
eral acres on the easterly side of Spring St. and it is hoped that this 
company will locate here shortly, The committee was disappointed in not 
being able to locate another business with a potentially large tax return 
to the town, when land with enough acreage, already suitably zoned could 
not be found within the town. 


It is with this in mind that the committee strongly suggests that the 
Planning Board and the townspeople give consideration to rezoning areas 
which are not now heavily populated and available to industry, At the 
present time we have only three tracts which are unused and properly 
zoned. Many of the larger companies which are relocating require a mini- 
mum of 50 acres and presently we have nothing to offer. 


With the rapidly expanding housing within the town our schools and 
municipal facilities become less adequate and the tax dollar derived from 
industry is the only foreseeable item available to prevent an associated 
rise in taxes. 


The committee wishes to thank the Board of Selectmen for their 
cooperation and stress the ever increasing need for the full cooperation 
of the other Boards and departments in this vitally important source of 
revenue to the town.

Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 
I hereby submit my report for the year 1965: 


GENERAL MAINTENANCE 


The usual maintenance work has been done which consisted of re- 
pairing fences and guard rails and painting of same, cutting brush, 
mowing the road sides and traffic islands, sweeping the roads and all 
intersections. All signs purchased by the Board of Selectmen, such as 
street signs and traffic signs, were put up as requested. All catch basins 
were cleaned periodically and all culverts and drains have been checked 
and cleaned. 


SIDEWALKS 


All sidewalks were swept and cleaned of sand and other abrasives. 
Many were patched where badly damaged. Approximately 1,000 ft. was 
resurfaced on Elm Street. Due to building changes on West Union Street, 
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sidewalk curbing had to be removed and relocated, also some areas were 
resurfaced. 


The Spring Street sidewalk project which was held over from last 
year, has been completed and part of the old sidewalk has been resurfaced 
as well as the driveway approaches. 


STREET OILING 


Shoulders were cut back where necessary and roads were patched 
before sealing. The following are the roads done:

Manhole, catch basin and 100 ft. of pipe to connect culvert on 
Plymouth Street. 

Cut brush on Old Plymouth Street and at intersection of Routes 
#104 and #106, Plymouth Street. 


Work has been completed on the Articles voted at the Annual Town 
Meeting on March 1, 1965 as follows: 


Article 15 — An International Truck was purchased and delivered 
June 15, 1965. 


Article 16 — Central Street from Walnut Street to Washington 
Street, was resurfaced with Dense Type I Mix. 


Article 17— Plymouth Street from junction of Central Street to 
corner of Whitman and Plymouth Streets, was resurfaced with Dense 
Type I Mix. 
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Article 18 — On Bridge Street mix-in-place was laid from Chestnut 
Street to within 300’ of the bridge; mix was also laid on Bridge St. from 
Plymouth Street to within 300’ of the bridge. As this coming year a 
new bridge will be built under Chapter 90 Construction, I am holding the 
balance of the appropriation to build approaches after the bridge has 
been completed. 


Article 19 — Mix-in-place was laid on Summer Street from the in- 
tersection of Elm Street to Winter Street. 


Article 20 — Laurel Street was resurfaced with mix-in-place. 


Article 21— Resurface Summit Drive — Due to complications of 
easements for drainage, I was unable to start the project. I have turned 
the legal matter of easements over to Town Counsel hoping this matter 
will be taken care of so work can be started in the spring. 


Article 24—-New Barn— The Highway Department men have 
completed construction of the new storage barn, to take the place of the 
old wooden structure. This new building is 80 x 40 ft. and now affords us 
ample room to house all equipment, which before had to be left out- 
side; also part of this new building has been made into a storage bin for 
sand and salt for winter use. 


Article 27 — Balance of $884.25 on funds allocated under Chapter 
782, Acts of 1962, was spent by applying 1% inches of regular Type I 
Mix, approximately 1,000 ft. on Sherwood Circle. 


Article 35 — The old shrubbery was removed from the islands at 
Morse Avenue and Central Street, Morse Avenue and Plymouth Street, 
Whitman and Bedford Streets, and Vinton’s corner, and new shrubbery 
planted. With the remaining funds and the Selectmen’s approval, we 
hope to complete other islands this coming year. 


The metal culvert on Summer Street has been completed, guard rails 
installed and painted. Due to the new water system being laid this year, 
Chapter 90 Construction work was held up until water pipes were in- 
stalled, and will be completed this coming spring. 


I wish to extend my thanks to all Departments for their cooperation 
during the past year; also I want to thank the men of my Department 
for their loyal service and fine work.

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Report of Park Department 


To the townspeople of East Bridgewater: 
The Park Department’s work administration has progressed as usual. 


The Little League Field was maintained by Mr. John Kingman with 
his zeal and enthusiasm. Keeping a decent playing surface at either this 
field or Strong Field was impossible due to the drought conditions. The 
fields and Memorial Park were adequately fertilized, but still we must 
have the rain to feed and break down the fertilizer. 


Now that the town has its own water system, the Park Commission 
wishes to inaugurate an adequate watering system at these three lo- 
cations, to hold same in first class shape. 


The playground project for the children 6-18 years was operated 
under the supervision of Mr. William J. Browne, a school teacher in the 
local system. Mr. Browne wrote of his activities this summer, quote, 
“The East Bridgewater Playground had a total of 254 children registered 
for the summer. The program, in part, consisted of baseball, volleyball, 
badminton and many relay races. The successful swimming trip to Mid- 
dleboro was attended by 112 children. Our thanks to the Middleboro Park 
Department for their supervision and use of the swimming pool. Over 
100 children enjoyed the final cook out and prizes and ribbons were dis- 
tributed to the winner in all age classes and types of games. Another 
popular event was the bicycle decorating contest with 25 entries. The 
average daily attendance was about 50 children. It is our hope to in- 
corporate some type of swimming program for next season.” 


The Park Commissioners also wish to thank the Department Heads 
and employees of the Tree Department for their work and co-operation 
in clearing some of the trees from Strong Field. Fill from the Fox- 
boro Company and the Water Stand Pipe location up on Highland Street 
is being dumped in the southwest corner of Strong Field to enlarge the 
available playing surface for a third Little League Field which is des- 
perately needed for the summer baseball schedule. 


A thank you always to the Water Department who contribute labor 
and sometimes material for the bubblers at the various fields. They also 
arranged the disposal of this fill we mention above. 


The Highway Department has always come through with graders or 
trucks whenever asked as well as grading know how for some of these 
field projects. 


Finally, and unbeknown to this gentleman, there are two of the 
Commissioners who feel Mr. Ralph Connors, Commissioner, should be 
lauded for his sincere interest and devotion to this department. He gives 
unselfishly of his daylight hours, watching, supervising and pitching in 
his own labor to keep things running smoothly. It is his ever watchful 
eye, and silver tongue that has routed hundreds of yards of fill from 
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various projects around the Town to Strongs, at no cost to the Depart- 
ment whatsoever. We think it about time thanks be given in his direction.

Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


We herewith submit the following report of the activities of the 
Board of Public Assistance and Bureau of Old Age Assistance as they 
pertain to the five categories of assistance administered by the Board 
of Public Assistance. 


AID TO FAMILIES WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


During the past year, in this category of assistance, we had 17 new 
applications of which 12 were approved for assistance and 5 denied. On 
January 1, 1965, we had 4 active cases to which we added 12, making a 
total of 16 active cases, 7 of these cases were closed during the year 
and on December 31, 1965, we had 9 active cases. The 16 cases that were 
aided during the year were made up of 11 adults and 37 children. These 
families received cash grants of $11,694.00 and in addition $827.95 was 
paid out as vendor medical payments for these families. The department 
received from the Federal grants $3,999.00 and $3,161.93 was received 
from the Commonwealth. 


DISABILITY ASSISTANCE 


There was no great change in the Disability Assistance program 
during the year. We had 8 cases on the rolls as of the first of January 
1965 and during the year we added 1 case and closed 2, so that we carried 
in 1965, 7 active cases. The total assistance granted the 9 cases was 
$9,323.74, $3,798.55 was in cash grants and $5,525.19 was vendor medi- 
cal payments. We received from the Federal, grants of $3,782.50 and 
from the Commonwealth $4,251.52. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


The Old Age Assistance program was the only budget change dur- 
ing the year. All budgets for Old Age Assistance were increased $5.50 a 
month effective October 1, 1965, this was an increase in Leisure Time 
Activities and it was increased from $6.00 to $11.50 per month. We had 
6 new applications for assistance during the year, 5 of these were added 
to our rolls, and 1 application was withdrawn. We began the year with 39 
cases and with 5 new cases added, we had a total of 44. 9 cases were 
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closed during the year making 35 active cases on our rolls December 31, 
1965. Under the Old Age Assistance program, $42,633.44 was expended 
in behalf of these 44 cases. $32,259.30 was in cash grants and in ad- 
dition $9,374.14 was expended as vendor medical payments. $23,477.33 
was received from the federal government and $12,182.11 from the Com- 
monwealth. $1,750.00 was also received on a lien account. 


MEDICAL ASSISTANCE FOR THE AGED 

During the year, we received 32 applications for this category of as- 
sistance, 26 of these applications were approved and 6 cases were denied 
as ineligible. We began the year with 46 cases and added 26 making a 
total of 72 cases aided during the year. 13 cases were closed leaving 
59 active cases on our rolls December 31, 1965. A total of $61,499.24 was 
expended under this category of assistance during the year. There were 
$1,404.40 in cash grants and for vendor medical expenses $60,094.84 was 
expended. We received $29,300.10 from the Federal Government and 
$19,267.85 from the Commonwealth. 


GENERAL RELIEF 

Under the General Relief program which is primarily for short term 
assistance, 11 cases were aided. There were 4 family cases made up of 16 
persons, 1 person case that received maintenance assistance. We also 
aided 6 persons who were hospitalized. Under the General Relief program 
we spent $1,523.65 of which $273.15 was for maintenance and $1,250.50 
was for hospitalization. We will receive from the Commonwealth a re- 
imbursement of $1,500.80.

This is the report of the public health nurse for 1965.

The largest number of visits was made to people over 65 years old 
— 1,168; 585 visits were made to babies and children under five years old. 


Part time nursing service is available to everyone in East Bridge- 
water, on request. 
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A fee of $3.00 per visit is made for this service whenever possible. 
This fee is paid many times through various forms of medical insurance. 
Service is rendered on a part fee or free basis when needed. 647 visits 
this year were paid in this manner. 2,559 visits were credited to our 
appropriation from taxes. These covered nursing service, communicable 
disease control and health education visits for the Board of Health. 


Clinics — 16. 


Well Baby Clinics —10 in all — were held on the first Thursday of 
every month from 1-3 p.m. 92 babies and children under 6 years old 
were given 137 physical examinations and guidance on health problems. 


Immunization Clinics — 6. Infants and pre-school children were given 
143 D.P.T. immunizations and 164 doses of Trivalent Oral Polio Vaccine 
as needed. 


The nurses assisted at School immunization clinics. 


We continue to provide field training in public health for nursing 
students from Boston College. Four students spent eight weeks each 
with us this year. 


The nursing staff attended over 30 meetings, lectures and confer- 
ences. These kept us up to date on newest changes in medicine and 
furnished the information needed to plan for the future. 


We wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and the Townspeople for 
their generous support of our service.

To The Honorable Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Due to the changes and the additional laws passed by the Congress 
of the United States that effect veterans and their dependents in 1965, 
your Department of Veterans Services was called upon to service the 
largest number of veterans and their dependents since the end of World 
War II. There were over one thousand six hundred and eighty-five con- 
tacts with our department for various types of services. 


We have been able to stay within our 1965 budget for veterans and 
their dependents by taking advantage of all Federal benefits through the 
Veterans Administration, Social Security Agency and other related pro- 
grams. More than forty-nine thousand dollars in Federal benefits were 
received in 1965 by our veterans and their dependents. All those who 
applied for Veterans Benefits under chapter 115 of the General Laws of 
Mass. and found to be eligible received benefits as prescribed by the law. 


The following expenditures were paid for veterans and their depen- 
dents during 1965: subsistance allowances $10,820.31, Nursing Homes 
$4,979.19, Hospitals $1,832.38, Rest Homes $1,390.25, medications $1,277.50, 
doctors $521.50, medical equipment $203.30, ambulance fees $168.00, 
burial allowances $115.00 for a total expenditure of $21,381.26—leaving 
a balance of over $1,000.00 unexpended. Further savings were made by 
reimbursements made in individual cases where legal assignments were 
called for under the law. Hospital costs were kept down by the use of the 
Veterans Administration Hospital whenever possible. 


During 1965 new laws passed by Congress effecting veterans and 
their dependents paid increased benefits under the War Orphans Act for 
education benefits to those children attending Schools approved by the 
Veterans Administration from $110 per month to $130 per month. These 
benefits were extended and payable to children of veterans rated as 
service connected permanently and totally disabled by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. 


On May 1, 1965 WWII and Korean veterans with service connected 
disabilities became eligible for G.I. Insurance up to $10,000.00. This law 
to be in effect for one year only. Those veterans eligible for this benefit 
must apply within one year from May 1, 1965. Also those veterans with 
none-service connected disabilities and uninsurable by commercial insur- 
ance companies—provided they submit evidence that they have been 
turned down by commercial insurance due to their disabilities. 


Applications for these and other Federal Benefits may be obtained 
through our office. 


We wish to express our sincere thanks to Town Clerk George J. 
Frahar for cooperation in supplying official records during the year. 
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Police Chief Robert Doherty and his men for their cooperation dur- 
ing the year for ambulance services when called upon. By their help we 
were able to keep our ambulance cost to the Town at a minimum. 


Veterans and their dependents may receive information or help when 
needed by calling at our office during the day from 9:00 a.m. to 4:30 p.m.

Southeastern Regional School District 


Report of the Interim Committee 


To The Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


As the appointed member of the Interim Committee of the South- 
eastern Regional School District, I am submitting for your information 
the following report. 


The Southeastern Regional Vocational Technical High School is 
located on Foundry St. in North Easton on a 50 acre tract of land pur- 
chased in May, 1965, for the sum of $35,000. This school site is approxi- 
mately 7 miles from East Bridgewater center. 


After the architectural plans were approved, the Committee adver- 
tised for bids. Edward R. Marden Corp. of Boston was the successful 
bidder. It is interesting to note that this bid was $21,000.00 less than the 
committee’s estimate for constructing the building. The construction con- 
tract was signed on June 26, 1965 with the actual ground breaking cere- 
mony taking place on July 7, 1965. 


When applying for use of Federal and State funds it is necessary to 
meet certain requirements by a definite deadline. All dead lines were met, 
which means the town is eligible for all State and Federal funds to which 
it is entitled. 


The Bond Issue Sale took place on Aug. 17, 1965 and a syndicate 
headed by the First Boston Corporation received the award. 
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Construction of the School is on schedule and the Committee is satis- 
fied with the progress that is being made. Plans call for the school to be 
opened in Sept. 1967. 


The 1966 budget has been approved and forwarded to each munici- 
pality in the district. East Bridgewater’s share of the 1966 budget is 
$10,707.00—but we can expect to receive from the State in 1966—$12,- 
432.21. We all appreciate receiving more than we “put in” but this will 
not happen every year. Especially as operation costs rise. 


As additional State and Federal Funds become available the Com- 
mittee makes every effort to obtain its proper share. 


As construction progresses and Sept. 1967 comes nearer, the Com- 
mittee will be establishing Advisory Committees for each Department in 
the School. Working with these Committees will be the Supt.-Director 
and Dept. Heads.

Report of the Committee for a New Police 


and Fire Station 


The committee for the new Police and Fire Stations has met weekly 
since its reorganization. Several visits were made to Police and Fire 
departments of other towns in an effort to determine the best course 
of action for the Town of East Bridgewater. 


After viewing the sites and quarters and discussing conditions with 
men at all levels on both departments of the various towns, it was unani- 
mous vote of the committee to recommend that separate facilities be 
established. 


With town-owned land available in an excellent area for a new fire 
station and the fine structural condition of the existing overcrowded fire 
station the committee engaged an architect to study the feasibility of 
fire station renovation and present preliminary plans for a new fire 
station. 


The architect confirmed our ideas as the police station and presented 
plans for conversion which were extremely satisfactory to the committee. 

Upon completion of this study plans were drawn for a fire station. 

This facility will consist of 6 equipment bays, office, storage and 
sanitary areas on the first floor, and open areas on the second floor which 
eventually could be used for a dormitory. We have been advised by the 
Board of Underwriters that these areas will be a must with the con- 
tinuous expansion of the town. This building will also result in the re- 
lease of the present Elmwood station to the town for other uses. 

The Police station renovation will provide conference areas, offices, 
desk areas, interogation and booking areas, detention areas for male, 
female, and juvenile, locker room and garaging. 
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An article was prepared for a special town meeting on December 
27, 1965 which requested funding and creation of a building committee. 
With passage of this article the Planning Committee has completed its 
task and will continue in 1966 as the Building Committee.

Report of the By-Laws Committee 


In accordance with the wishes of the people of East Bridgewater 
who voted to have a study made and recommendations brought before 
them of the By-Laws of East Bridgewater, the By-Law Committee com- 
prising of Mr. S. Edward Tarentino, Mr. John C. Wheatley, Mr. William 
A. Luddy, Mr. Ralph Davidson and Mr. Angelo Mattie, has held regular 
meetings twice a month, with the exception of the summer months, dur- 
ing 1965. 

Due to the fact that he was moving from East Bridgewater, Mr. 
Edward O’Neill found it necessary to resign from the committee in 
August. Mr. Angelo Mattie was appointed as the new member. 


The committee has spent considerable time and effort in reading 
the old By-Laws of East Bridgewater, discarding those which have been 
out-dated or become unnecessary, and revising and updating the rest of 
them. This is the first time since 1924 that the By-Laws of East Bridge- 
water have been reviewed in their entirety. 

In addition to the study of East Bridgewater’s By-Laws, a great deal 
of time has been consumed in the study of By-Laws from many other 
communities. The committee members found a great many additions 
that would be in the best interests of the town that should be incorpo- 
rated into East Bridgewater’s By-Laws. 

Every effort is being made to complete the work of the committee 
sometime in the early spring so that some of the results can be brought 
before a town meeting for the citizens’ approval. 

Further study is recommended by the current committee in order to 
complete the By-Laws and also it is mandatory that a complete study 
of the traffic rules and regulations be made.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


It is with a sincere feeling of deep responsibility for the education of 
the children in the East Bridgewater schools that we submit our report 
for the calendar year 1965. 


The problems involved in setting policy for the administration of 
our educational program are manifold and increase annually proportion- 
ately with increased enrollments. 


In January, the High School was evaluated by a visiting committee 
representing the Commission on Public Secondary Schools. This evalua- 
tion followed an extensive self-evaluation by the High School staff over 
a period of approximately one and one-half years. 


At its annual meeting in December, the New England Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools, Inc., acting on the recommendation 
of the Commission voted the continued membership of our High School 
‘as being fully accredited. 


The School Committee has spent long hours studying the recom- 
mendations of the visiting committee and has established a program for 
action relative to those recommendations. 


During the summer, the Committee sponsored an Intensive Reading 
Course which was attended by more than thirty of our faculty. It is 
hoped that this and subsequent courses will help to enrich our educational 
program. 


For the first time in many years, we were able to offer Spanish on 
the High School level and it is hoped that the scope of this course will 
be expanded in years to come. 


In compliance with a law enacted by the State Legislature, each 
student and faculty member is now provided with safety goggles to be 
worn at all times when there is any danger of potential eye injury dur- 
ing laboratory experiments and shop instructions. 


Each year the committee adds to the list of items which are adver- 
tised for competitive bidding. This practice has proved to be economic- 
ally beneficial; particularly in the purchase of: school supplies, oil, cus- 
todial supplies, athletic equipment and certain cafeteria supplies. 


A specified time is set aside during one meeting each month to meet 
with each of the principals for discussion concerning his individual school 
program, 


In accordance with the School Committee Policy the Committee has 
initiated a program to establish Department Chairmen on the High School 
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level. Mr. Robert Magner has been appointed Department Chairman for 
the Mathematics Department. 


With the number of students in each successive graduating class 
increasing, the problem of location for graduation exercises has become 
critical and it is expected that by 1968 these exercises cannot be accom- 
modated in the Michael J. McCarthy Auditorium, due to space limita- 
tions for the graduating class. 


Summer courses were sponsored by the committee and included: 
Elementary Reading, Junior High Reading and English, Secondary 
Mathematics and Typing. 


A routine maintenance program has been carried on in each of the 
buildings during the year and through the co-operative efforts of the 
custodial staff, large savings have been realized. The committee has 
allocated money from Public Law 874 funds for several projects con- 
cerning the maintenance of our physical plant including: new doors and 
windows, new lights, painting, floor tiling, additional lockers and paving. 


The Central and Intermediate Schools were filled to capacity in Sep- 
tember of 1965 and room had to be provided in the High School for two 
fifth grade classes. As the larger classes move into the High School, these 
rooms will no longer be available and it is imperative that more class- 
room facilities be provided as soon as possible to relieve the crowded 
conditions which exist in the lower eight grades. 


An effective educational system in East Bridgewater can only result 
from the cooperative effort of all persons directly concerned with the 
administration, teaching, cafeteria, and maintenance programs necessary 
to provide the facilities for learning in our schools. 


Many civic and parental organizations contribute immeasurably to 
the successful learning by our children during their twelve years in the 
public schools of East Bridgewater.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the members of the School Committee and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater : 


It is with pleasure that I submit the 1965 report for your considera- 
tion. 


The Superintendent of Schools wishes to acknowledge the consistently 
fine work and progress that have been accomplished by our School Com- 
mittee, our school administrators, supervisors, teachers, secretaries, and 
all other personnel of the School Department. All have contributed 
much to make our educational program an incentive for our children to 
progress in a better understanding of society and to pursue higher edu- 
cation, or to seek a vocation. In a rapidly changing world difficult and 
challenging problems confront us constantly. 


It is with these ideas in mind that your School Committee and School 
Department continue to give their most sincere thought and effort. 


The Superintendent wishes again to bring to your attention the 
constant building of new homes in East Bridgewater which has increased 
to such proportions that there is a critical need for new school facilities 
at the junior high level. 


The Junior High School Planning and Building Committee has pro- 
gressed with its assignment. Present indications are that preliminary 
building plans will be presented to a special Town Meeting during the 
winter of 1966. The support of the townspeople for this project is neces- 
sary if we are to maintain our high standard of education. 


In a staff of 78 teachers there are 14 new to the East Bridgewater 
schools. This represents an 18 per cent turn over, and compares favor- 
ably with the state average of approximately 25%.

Four teachers were added due to increased enrollment and expanded 
course offerings at the high school level. 
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In my judgment we are fortunate to have on our professional staff 
53 teachers and administrators who have had five (5) years or more of 
experience. In addition seventeen (17) have a master’s degree or better. 
Our greatest strength as an educational agency lies in those personnel 
with the greatest experience. 


MENTAL HEALTH SERVICES 


The School Department makes use of a state certified psychologist 
in the matter of mental health services. For those pupils who are in need 
of mental health clinic services the Superintendent of Schools with the 
full cooperation of the School Committee has established a working agree- 
ment with the State Department of Mental Health for the services of 
a psychiatrist at no direct cost to the Town of East Bridgewater. 


EVENING PRACTICAL ARTS PROGRAM 


The offering of courses was broadened in the second year of the 
evening practical arts program to include crewel embroidery and chair 
caning. Other courses continued were knitting, rug braiding, cake deco- 
rating and party refreshments, sewing, flower arrangement, millinery, 
and decorated ware. It is essential to the future of the program that the 
adult community give serious thought to the areas in which the school 
can best serve their needs. This is the prime purpose for the existence 
of the evening school. 


The administrators and supervisors reports will give a more de- 
tailed account of what has been done during the past year in our school 
system. It is urged that all read them so that they may be aware of what 
is being done to provide the necessary means for a sound education for 
the children of our town.

REPORT OF THE 
PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 
To Stanley B. Goldman, Superintendent of Schools: 


There are 118 seniors at East Bridgewater High School this year. 
One hundred and forty-six incoming freshmen are expected to enter this 
fall. This is an increase of 28 students. 


Last year two additional teachers were added to the staff. This re- 
duced the number of large classes to some extent. New classes were 
offered this year in Spanish, second year Biology and Bio-Chemistry. I 
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hope that next year we may offer college chemistry to those sophomore 
students who have completed Biology as freshmen. 


This year, two fifth grade classes were assigned to the high school. 
As a result, one large classroom had to be divided into two smaller units. 
The visual-aids room, enjoyed for one year, was given over to classroom 
use again. 


One department head in mathematics was appointed during the year. 
This has been a big help. I hope that others will be appointed soon in 
other departments to help plan and coordinate instruction, supervise 
teachers, and help the principal evaluate and plan curriculum needs. 


During the past year, a Northeastern University ‘Coop’ student has 
been assisting in the guidance area. This has been a help, however, I 
look forward to additional help of qualified guidance personnel for an- 
other year. 


From my experience, I have learned that competent reading is basic 
to all education. At the high school level, I believe that we should insti- 
gate, as soon as possible, a remedial reading program to help the many 
students needing this kind of help. I believe that we should also instigate 
a development reading program to help good readers become better read- 
ers. One reading specialist should be competent enough to handle both 
of these areas of reading at the high school. 


It is my hope that in the near future, we may set up a special class 
within the high school which will operate concurrently with the high 
school classes. This special class would operate both independently and 
with some high school classes and activities for those students who would 
normally drop out of school because present high school offerings do not 
meet their needs. 


In each class, a small group of very talented students, who often 
because of class size, are not challenged to the limit of their abilities. A 
necessary consideration, I believe, should be to separate these students 
into Honors programs in the areas of their strongest interests for a more 
challenging program for them. 


I would like to see a sum of money appropriated each year for the 
next few years for adequate development of the land in back of the high 
school. Outdoor athletics and physical education facilities need to be ex- 
panded for spring, fall, and winter use. 


The shop department has continued to be very cooperative in provid- 
ing various facilities and repairs which could be worked into its program 
resulting in substantial savings to the town. 


In the shop department also, a new wood storage area was construc- 
ted and the wall adjacent to the previous storage area was removed, thus 
allowing for some vitally needed space for metal shop expansion. 
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Risers, capable of holding up to 120 students, were constructed and 
used at graduation time. These are portable and may be used inside or 
outside and can be added to in small units as necessary. 


Many faculty members have continued to improve their educational 
background by attending summer school, extension courses, night school 
or workshops. They have also attended various conventions and profes- 
sional meetings for self-improvement. 


Assembly programs of various nature including literary, safety, 
musical, occupational, and awards and honors were presented to the stu- 
dents during the year. 


East Bridgewater High School was reaccredited with the New Eng- 
land Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools (NEACSS) as a 
result of a visiting committee appraisal last January. The evaluation 
consisted of a study of the curriculum, facilities, guidance program—all 
of the activities of the school. Many commendations and recommenda- 
tions were made. The recommendations have been considered very care- 
fully and some have already been adopted and others, I hope, will be 
adopted during the coming year or in the near future. 


Colleges are being more and more selective with each new year. East 
Bridgewater High School hopes to continue to meet college educational 
requirements and needs. College entrance examination scores continue 
to be a vital factor as an indication of a student’s potential in college, and 
all major colleges require their applicants to take these tests prior to their 
acceptance into college. 


It should be noted that the high school record and the student’s rank 
in class are also vital indicators of college potential and that it is very 
difficult to obtain favorable college recommendation from high school 
unless a student has a (B) average. Since this is a minimum, favorable 
recommendation to major four-year colleges requires a much better aca- 
demic average. 


I wish to extend my thanks and those of the faculty to the East 
Bridgewater Library Association for providing the high school with such 
fine library services during the year. 


On behalf of the graduates, I wish to extend thanks to the many 
organizations and individuals who continue to favor education with 
awards and scholarships. 


I also wish to extend my thanks to the high school teachers for their 
excellent cooperation and help. 


To the Superintendent of Schools, the School Committee, and Custo- 
dial Staff and the Cafeteria Staff, and to all personnel who have helped 
in so many ways to develop our educational program, I am very grateful. 
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To each parent, I extend a hearty invitation to visit school at any 
time, to stop in at the Principal’s office and discuss any problem or situa- 
tion which may be of concern to you.

REPORT OF THE 


PRINCIPAL OF THE INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 
Dear Mr. Goldman: 


On January 1, 1965, the enrollment of Intermediate School was as 
follows:

Due to increasing pupil enrollment and the strengthening and expan- 
sion of the curriculum, we suggested the employment of an additional 
English and Literature teacher for school year 1965-1966. Upon our 
recommendation the School Committee hired Mr. Robert L. Tully of 
Plympton. Mr. Tully holds both the Bachelors and Masters degrees, has 
taught in Bridgewater and Plymouth Schools, and is a former Commander 
in the United States Navy. 


Shortly after the opening of the current school year one of our 
Junior High teachers resigned to accept a better-paying position in a 
nearby city. We were fortunately able to employ Miss Judith E. Clay 
of Middletown to fill this vacancy. Miss Clay teaches science and history, 
and now lives in Brockton, where she was engaged this past Summer in 
“Operation Headstart.” 


One of our 6th Grade Teachers resigned during the Summer to 
spend this school year in pursuit of his Masters degree. We were able to 
secure as his replacement Mr. William J. Browne of East Bridgewater, 
who had been teaching for the past 6 years in the intermediate grades at 
Middleboro. Mr. Browne is a Navy veteran and has also earned both his 
bachelors and masters degrees. 


We are pleased to have lost only 2 members of our excellent teaching 
staff this past year. 


Physical plant improvements include the installation of new fluores- 
cent lighting fixtures, the replacement of worn out windows in the oldest 
part of the building, the repainting of hallways and several rooms, the 
purchase of new pupil desks, and the tiling of the clinic floor and first 
floor hallways. 


On May 16th Mrs. Barbara A. Benson replaced Mrs. Rosemary 
Baggia as our school secretary. Mrs. Baggia continues to work for the 
School Department on a part-time basis and helps us on Thursday morn- 
ings. This year Mrs. Virginia Perkins became our new cafeteria man- 
ager. 


Once again we wish to thank the East Bridgewater Commercial 
Club and the Parent Teachers Association for making our annual 6th 
and 8th grade trips possible, the Massachusetts Junior High School Prin- 
cipals Association for sponsoring our participation in “Massachusetts 
Heritage Day” at Plymouth, the East Bridgewater Grange for the annual 
7th Grade Essay Contest, and the East Bridgewater Savings Bank for 
the 8th Grade Essay Contest. 
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We also publicly thank Mrs. Grace Eastman and Mrs. Raymond 
Hamilton for their excellent cooperation in providing us with fine library 
services. Their work is certainly outstanding. 


This year we entered our first inter-scholastic athletic competition 
by fielding a cross country team. We are extremely proud to report that 
we won every meet of the season. Special thanks to Coach Norman Mit- 
chell for developing our team. 


We are all looking forward with eager anticipation to better facili- 
ties in a new junior high school so that we can further expand and im- 
prove our already fine curriculum by the addition of home economics, 
shop, etc., and end our present overcrowding here. 


Included in our assembly programs this past year were presentations 
by the state and local police on “Safety” under Chief Doherty and Officer

REPORT OF THE 
PRINCIPAL OF THE CENTRAL SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


I am pleased to submit the following report of activities of the Cen- 
tral School for the year 1965: 


Enrollment figures have varied only about 20 pupils from January 
through December. This is a normal variance and does not indicate any 
drastic population growth. The total enrollment figures are fairly high, 
however. In January the total number of pupils in the Central School 
building was 880. By the end of December, the total was 900 pupils. In 
order to keep a reasonably low pupil-teacher ratio two fifth grade classes 
were housed at the High School beginning in September. This shift al- 
lowed us to form two needed third grade classes in the Central School 
building. In September our enrollment was distributed as follows: Grade 
One, seven classes; Grade Two, seven classes; Grade Three, seven classes; 
Grade Four, five classes; Grade Five, five classes. 


There have been several changes in our teaching staff during the 
year. In September Mrs. Nicolas was engaged to teach in Grade Two 
and Miss Vaslet and Miss Gibson were placed in Grade Three. Miss Bush- 
nell was elected to teach in Grade Five. At the end of December, in Grade 
Five, Mrs. Kirshkaln replaced Mrs. Bruce who resigned. 


Curriculum study and development has been time consuming during 
the year but at the same time has been rewarding through the resulting 
accomplishments. A full program of modern mathematics has been de- 
veloped in all grades and is continually being evaluated. Science concepts 
with proven activities to present them are being incorporated into our 
growing science course of study. New and improved reading materials 
have been introduced into Grades One, Two, and Three and will be ex- 
panded to Grades Four and Five. Teacher committees have been planned 
for reviewing subject areas early in 1966. 


With the availability of the Auditorium as an indoor play area, it 
is hoped that a formal program of physical education under the super- 
vision of a physical education instructor can be initiated in September 
of 1966. 


7. ee 
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A study is being made of the speech correction needs of some of the 
pupils. Some of the severe speech problems are presently receiving help 
through their own clinic associations. In addition to these pupils there 
are pupils who would benefit from a daily contact with a speech specialist. 


Several consultants from publishing houses have been of service to 
the teachers during the year. 


A course in reading was held in the cafeteria for a week following 
the closing of school in June. Most of the Central School teachers at- 
tended and were given valuable suggestions for improving reading in- 
struction by Mrs. Bernice Clark, Reading Supervisor from Buffalo, New 
York. We are grateful to the School Committee for undertaking this 
project and making this valuable course available to the faculty. 


Registration Day for incoming first graders was held on May 5 
with 170 children registering on that day. Since first grade enrollment 
determines to such a large degree our teacher and classroom needs for 
September, parents are encouraged to inform the school early in Janu- 
ary, and certainly by Registration Day, if they have children who will 
be entering Grade One the following September. Children must be six 
years of age on or before October 1 to enter Grade One. 


A new school year started on September 8. The enrollment on that 
day was as follows: 


Grade 1 180 
Grade 2 192 
Grade 3 198 
Grade 4 153 
Grade 5 166 
Special 9 


A smoother and happier adjustment by pupils to first grade was 
made possible by the dismissal of Grade One pupils at noon through the 
month of September. 


Much time is needed for guidance and counseling of parents, teach- 
ers, and pupils during the year. Numerous conferences are held to for- 
mulate ways to better serve the needs of our pupils. 


With the increase in enrollment come the many additional clerical 
and student accounting requirements. We have been greatly assisted by 
the part-time help given by Mrs. Baggia. 


Although we expect pupils to have individual personalities and dif- 
ferences which must be handled skillfully, we should expect children to 
come to school ready for teachers to work with them. Good habits rela- 
tive to care of clothing, toilet training, eating, cleanliness, and reason- 
able conduct are basic requirements for pupils to have when they are 
ready to begin school experiences. These are responsibilities which the 
home must assume in order to properly prepare the child for normal edu- 
cational growth. Problems arising during pre-school years that concern 
a child’s speech or physical or mental progress should have been treated 
before the child reaches school age. Reports of such treatment should 
be sent to the school when the child is registered. 
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In cooperation with the training programs of the State College at 
Bridgewater students were given opportunities to do student teaching 
at the Central School. Mr. Eric Wormstead was assigned to work in 
Grade Five with Mrs. Armer beginning on November 15. Mrs. Diane 
Jenkins also began her student teaching at that time and taught under 
the direction of Miss Querzoli in Grade Three. Home-school cooperation 
has been encouraged at all times. Midterm letters to parents of pupils 
doing failing work in their classrooms as well as the regular report card 
have helped to keep parents informed of the progress of their child. To 
further develop a closer contact with parents, Conference Day was 
held on November 22. Teachers were busy the entire day with closely 
scheduled meetings with parents. An opportunity for working parents 
to discuss problems with teachers was given on the evening of November 
23. These conferences were highly regarded by both parents and teachers 
as an excellent approach to a clearer understanding of the roles of par- 
ents and teachers in guiding the pupil. 


Attendance during the months of November and December was 
poor due to many virus infections. Poor attendance due to sickness and 
other excusable reasons cannot be avoided. It is apparent that more 
pupils are absent from classes on Mondays and Fridays than is necessary 
in many instances. It is important for good achievement to have good 
attendance each week. Although we send much work home to children 
at the request of parents, we must remind parents that the completion 
of certain papers at home is not the equivalent of classroom attendance. 


The Central School teachers attended the Plymouth County Teachers 
Convention in Plymouth on October 29. 


Assembly programs have been presented by pupils under the guid- 
ance of committees of teachers. It is planned to give pupils numerous 
opportunities to participate in audience situations to develop good list- 
eners in addition to providing active participation as performers. We 
hope to develop worthwhile attitudes and skills through these assemblies. 


One of the welcome improvements to the building has been the re- 
placement of the original wooden doors with attractive and smooth oper- 
ating aluminum doors. These lighter weight doors can be easily opened 
by the small children. 


Parents are always welcome to visit classrooms to observe pupils 
at work and they may meet with teachers for conferences after school 
hours to discuss specific pupil problems. These conferences can be easily 
arranged through the school office if parents telephone the school or 
send a note requesting a time to talk with the teachers. 


I wish to express my appreciation to our teachers for their splendid 
cooperation and to all school personnel, parents, and other persons and 
organizations who have helped in many ways to develop a good educa- 
tional program.

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REPORT OF THE MUSIC SUPERVISOR 
Dear Mr. Goldman: 


It is my pleasure to submit the following report of Music Depart- 
ment activities for 1965. 


- Once again we are able to report the growth of music activities in 
the East Bridgewater Schools. 


The high school band has added an Exchange Concert to its activi- 
ties. Last April high school band members went on an overnight trip 
to Greenfield, Mass.—an excellent musical and social experience. This 
is a fine opportunity to increase performance experience and to broaden 
the student’s point of view by seeing the operation of other school pro- 
grams. The band is looking forward to more trips of this type. Discipline 
and morale have improved significantly. There is more energy directed 
toward a fine performance than ever before. 


Mr. James Goodwin has returned to assisting the vocal music pro- 
gram in the high school. Since September we have returned to two vocal 
groups, general chorus and Choraleers. 


East Bridgewater musicians were represented in the District, All- 
State and S.E.M.S.B.A. musical organizations and in the New England 
Solo Ensemble Festival. In January at Weymouth High School there 
were three students in district chorus, four in band and two in the or- 
chestra. S.E.M.S.B.A. at Holbrook in March included nine singers and 
seven bandsmen in the concert. All-State at Amherst in April saw two 
students participating. The Solo Ensemble Festival in December at 
Boston University had eleven participants who won four I Ratings with 
blue ribbons and three II Ratings with red ribbons. These activities will 
continue in the coming year. 


At the Junior High level we now have all general music classes as 
homogeneous groupings. Mrs. LaPierre has three out of the four groups 
of girls and I have four of the five groups of boys. There has been hope 
of finding time for a chorus group but this has not materialized as yet. 


Junior band has had ten new recruits or students who have expressed 
a desire to switch instruments since September. This will be a boon to 
this group and, eventually, the high school band. The band meets four 
times a week now, twice at 7:30 a.m. 


The elementary vocal program is under the direction of Mrs. Doreen 
LaPierre who visits thirty-five of the thirty-seven rooms of grades 1 
through 6. The supervisor meets the two overflow fifth grades who are 
housed in the high school building. 


The fifth and sixth grade bands meet separately once a week each. 
Last spring these groups marched publicly for the first time in the 
Library Book Parade and the Little League Parade. Thirty-two students 
performed in these events. Band Beginners combined in the spring to 
participate in the Junior Spring Concert. 
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The Saturday Classes for Beginners saw seventy students enroll 
for beginners and advanced lessons. This almost doubles previous enroll- 
ments. 


String classes are in their second year with eight students enrolled. 
This program will have to expand to Intermediate School next year. We 
will add cellos next, on a selective basis, then basses and violas later, 
so that in the next three years a complete orchestra experience will be 
provided for students. 


The music department is now responsible for 73 classes. We do not 
yet provide adequate opportunities in beginners band, junior high chorus, 
and high school music electives. It is unfortunate that students inter- 
ested in starting an instrument in the schools must pay for elementary 
lessons and have to operate on Saturday. A number of students cannot 
participate due to transportation problems. 


The junior high is a potent area requiring considerably more at- 
tention than we are able to give it now. Someone is needed there to give 
that program a boost. Individual assistance to non-singers, most of 
whom can be helped and made to feel more comfortable in the general 
music class, chorus and musical shows could be done. This takes time 
and we must be concerned about the individual. 


The recent high school evaluation cited the lack of opportunity for 
high school musicians. Choruses should meet three days a week, there 
should be a general music elective course, music teachers should have 
more time for planning programs and assisting slow learners, band and 
choral students should have time for ensemble and sectional rehearsals. 
The facts point to the conclusion that the present program cannot be 
further developed without additional personnel. 


The music department would like to express appreciation for the 
extra work and equipment moving done by the custodians in all the 
buildings, the assistance provided by teachers outside the music pro- 
gram who served in many capacities at concert programs, and the school 
principals who make every effort to stretch their programs so the two 
music staff members may reach as many students as possible.

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REPORT OF THE ART SUPERVISOR 


It is again a pleasure to report to you, Mr. Goldman, on our Art 
Department and its achievements and requirements. 


We feel that at all levels, Elementary, Junior High School, and 
High School Art Education have gone as far as physical properties, per- 
sonnel, and present scheduling will permit. Our curriculum has received 
a most favorable commendation from the Committee of Evaluation, not 
only for its excellence but for its comprehensive coverage, grades one 
through twelve. We are, however, quite aware of certain problems, and 
report to you by level as follows: 


On the Elementary level Art Education gives sequential learning 
in art appreciation and in the fundamentals in grades one through six. 
While the physical properties of the Art Room are not what they should 
be, the greatest need in this Elementary area is the scheduling of classes 
in such a way that each class may have a longer period of learning than 
the present thirty minutes per class per week and in some cases thirty 
minutes per class every other week! This is far from satisfactory. 


Junior High School Art, grades seven and eight are handicapped by 
lack of facilities and proper scheduling. Conditions in this area cannot 
be improved materially until we move into our new Junior High School 
—and this happy event is most eagerly awaited as a major solution to 
most problems of Art in this area. 


High School Art still suffers from lack of an Art Room of proper 
size so that classes may be scheduled to meet the ever growing demands. 
It is with disappointment that we see students who should enroll in Art 
turned away for this and other reasons. The pressure of population on 
higher education produces increasing pressure on secondary education. 
And this pressure makes evident the urgent necessity for enrolling stu- 
dents of art interest in classes by the first year of High School as a 
minimal requirement. At present it is not adequately handled. 


In summarization, Mr. Goldman, the Art Department feels that it 
has extended itself to its utmost capacity and wishes to thank you, Mr. 
Goldman, our assistant Mr. Bettencourt, and all others who have so 
valiantly aided us up to this point. However, better facilities, better 
scheduling and additional teaching personnel are now our most urgent 
requirements.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF GUIDANCE — 1965 
Dear Mr. Goldman: 


I would like to submit to you the Guidance Report covering the 
period of September 1965 to December 1965: 


At the start of this school year all Seniors were interviewed in 
order to ascertain their plans and goals upon graduation. All Freshmen 
were assigned a conference period to discuss their selection of courses 
and progress. 


Since the beginning of the school year 1,027 counseling sessions have 
been held with the students. 


The Iowa Test of Educational Development was administered to 
144 Freshmen. The Lorge-Thorndike Intelligence Test was administered 
to 1832 Sophomores and 116 Seniors. The Preliminary Scholastic Apti- 
tude Test was given to 67 Juniors. 101 Seniors took the Guidance Apti- 
tude Test Battery, as well as 57 Senior girls who were administered 
the Betty Crocker Scholarship Test. 


Mock job interviews were held with all students intending to apply 
for a job upon graduation. This was done to allow the student to gain 
the experience of a job interview and not be penalized for any errors. 


Ninety-seven transcripts and letters of recommendation have been 
sent to 82 colleges and universities for our present Senior class. 


We are hopeful that more trained guidance personnel to aid all 
levels in the school are added to the staff in the near future as well 
as a remedial and development reading teacher. 


I wish to thank our administration, teachers and staff for their 
cooperation in our effort to provide guidance for the East Bridgewater 
School System.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF ATHLETICS 
AND PHYSICAL EDUCATION 
Dear Mr. Goldman: 
I hereby submit my report for the year 1965. 


“Swifter, Higher, Stronger’ is a literal translation of the Olympic 
motto, “Citius, Altius, Portius.” It also is an apt description of American 
youth today. Fleeter of foot, more agile and possessed of greater stamina 
than the boys and girls of a few years ago. 
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Youth has been the pace setter for physical fitness gains, but older 
Americans also are beginning to flex their muscles. The boom in sports, 
the increased recreational programs within private business, and the 
strengthened physical fitness programs in the Armed Forces, indicate 
a sharp rise in adult activity. 


There is a new awareness of the important part played by physical 
fitness in personal performance and health. This is a good beginning, 
but it should not be mistaken for more than that, because the nation’s 
fitness program still reveals glaring gaps and weaknesses. 


The East Bridgewater Physical Education program is attempting 
to meet this and other objectives. One of our most important aims is 
the all-out pursuit of physical excellence by all students. Another goal 
is the appropriate recognition of the attainment of this excellence through 
the use of a unique color patch system. In keeping with this idea, this 
year’s program for the Sophomores and Freshmen has been extended 
to three periods a week. 


A coordinated program from grades one to twelve, under the direc- 
tion of a single person, is necessary for our aims to be achieved. Addi- 
tional teachers in physical education would enhance the success of such 
a program. 


Thought should be given concerning the improvement of our out- 
door facilities for the physical education, athletics, and community recre- 
ational programs. A community planning committee should be formed 
to investigate such a project. 


ATHLETICS 


The “highlight” of 1965 in the Athletic Department was the achieve- 
ment by the baseball team who became the South Shore League Co- 
Champions and were eligible to compete in the State Tournament. 


Organization of a Junior High School cross country team proved 
successful as this squad ended with a perfect season by winning all of 
its meets. 


The belief that our interscholastic activities should be accompanied 
by a strong intramural program has led to the formation of our Saturday 
basketball program. Such a program has proven a great success, under 
the supervision of Mr. Robert Holden. 


The new coaching appointments were as follows: Paul Urban, coach 
of football and freshmen basketball; Paul Doherty, assistant coach of 
football and Norman Mitchell, coach of Junior High School cross country. 


An increase in the coaching staff members is needed to meet the 
interest and the increased student population. In many sports this would 
allow us to expand our Junior Varsity, Freshmen, and Junior High inter- 
scholastic schedules, 


We wish again to thank our administrators and staff for their co- 
operation.

Dear Mr. Goldman: 


The mathematics department has been involved in writing a new 
course of study in mathematics for all classes from grades seven through 
twelve. To date, this project has been completed for grades nine and 
ten. We plan to have all classes set up by the end of the 1966-1967 school 
year. 


This year has seen the adoption of modern mathematics at all levels 
in the courses of algebra and geometry. A new text has been purchased 
for classes in General and Business mathematics updating this course 
to present times. We are also investigating all levels of learning 
to insure our students a better and more practical education in mathe- 
matics. 


The department has been previewing some standardized tests in 
areas of mathematics offered here at East Bridgewater. By using tests 
of this nature, we can determine how the students at East Bridgewater 
compare with the national average. These tests are comprehensive in 
nature, therefore, should indicate to teachers the areas in which they 
should concentrate to better prepare our students for adult and college 
life. 


The department is also studying the recommendations given to us 
last year by the evaluation committee that studies East Bridgewater 
High School. In fulfilling these recommendations, we hope to make East 
Bridgewater a better school system.

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REPORT OF THE DENTAL HYGIENIST 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


I herewith submit the following annual report of the School Dental 
Department. 


The pre-school dental examinations conducted by Dr. Fraser in 
June, 1965 were as follows: 


43 examinations 

17 showed no defects 

26 needed dental work 

8 had dental work started 


In September, 1965, 1919 pupils in Grades 1-12 were examined by 
Dr. Fraser using Type Four Method (dental mirror, explorer and ade- 
quate illumination). 


These dental findings were sent home for parents information 
and signature. They were returned to the dental office and recorded in 
the dental health department records. 


The results of these dental examinations were as follows: 

Mouths in good condition, Grades 1 - 12—645 

939 Prophylaxis were done in Grades 1 - 6 and 8th 

3881 Sodium Fluoride with Phosphate Treatments given in Grades 
2-5-8. 


Chairside and classroom instructions were given in dental health 
and diet also daily care of teeth and equipment by the child himself. 
Dental health education material was provided by the dental department 
for classroom study. 


Requested dental work by Dr. Fraser was completed in grade one. 
Dental work completed in grade two as time allowed. 


The fee for dental clinic work by Dr. Fraser was paid in the Central 
School Office and transferred to Mr. Stanley B. Goldman, Superintendent 
of Schools.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERVISOR OF CAFETERIAS 
Dear Mr. Goldman: 


The past year we have had several changes in personnel. Mrs. Grace 
Carl, Manager at the Intermediate School resigned in August to go to 
the Whitman School Lunch Program. Mrs. Virginia Perkins, a tempor- 
ary manager at the High School was appointed to serve in Mrs. Carl’s 
place. Mrs. Florence Tarantino was appointed manager at the High 
School in November, filling a position that has had temporary managers 
for two years. Mrs. Eleanor Ellis is manager at the Central School. 


The pay scale will change as of January 1, 1966. Workers have had 
a maximum of $1.40 per hour, it will be $1.50 per hour. The minimum 
is still $1.15 per hour, and raises of 5c per hour per year of service are 
made on January list of each year. The managers received an increase 
in their wages also. 


This year we have a total daily rate of 38% hours at the Central 
School. The personnel here are, Manager — Mrs. Ellis, Mrs. Pauline 
Wood, Mrs. Lucille Cruz, Mrs. Jennie Mayer, Mrs. Eileen Dodge, Mrs. 
Virginia Bergquist, Mrs. Marjorie Mondeau and a 2% hour worker who 
is not appointed as yet. 


At the Intermediate School we have a total of 23% hours. The 
Manager, Mrs. Perkins has as her personnel, Mrs. Helen Bouldry, Mrs. 
Mary Davidson, Mrs. Margaret Meyerowitz and a 2 hour worker. 


At the High School we have a total of 30 hours. The Manager, Mrs. 
Tarantino has as her personnel, Mrs. Priscilla Williams, Mrs. Florence 
Lanoue, Mrs. Carolina Costello, Mrs. Helen Bruni and a 2 hour worker. 


The two hour workers have given us extra hands when we were the 
busiest. If we find that our plate counts hold up, I will ask for the 
appointment of these workers at each school. I have a few so-called 
substitutes taken from the list of applicants for work. By coming in and 
working with the others the applicant learns what is required and the 
Managers find out if these applicants will work into the program. 


Miss Ruth Tabor, Field Nutritionist from the State Office of School 
Lunch, inspected our system recently. She calculated our participation 
at 67% in the Type “A” program. She recommended we eliminate the a 
la carte at the High School to bring us a higher participation. 


Our average plate count is 1200 per day. 580 at the Central School, 
275 at the Intermediate and 345 at the High School, plus an average 
a la carte of 100 sandwiches here. 


Our year was successful financially due to the extra supply of pro- 
tein, mostly in beef, received in commodities. By November this supply 
dropped considerably, even cheese was a scarce item — this we depend on 
to bring our protein servings up to the required 2 ounces per plate.

We observed School Lunch Week in October by inviting guests to 
participate in the School Lunch. Poster contests were conducted at The 
Intermediate School and by the Fifth Grade at the High School. The 
students in the Home Economics Department helped in the selection of 
menus, 


In April, Mrs. Carl, Manager at Intermediate and Mrs. Perkins, 
temporary Manager at the High School attended the Annual Spring 
Workshop with me. This was held at the Boston Gas Company. The 
theme was “Expanding the School Lunch Program.” 


I was fortunate in receiving a scholarship from the Massachusetts 
State Foods Service Association, to which I belong, to attend the Annual 
School Lunch Summer Conference held at the School of Business Ad- 
ministration at the University of Massachusetts. 


In September I attended the M.S.F.S.A. Convention at the New 
Ocean House in Swampscott. The two days were filled with classes, 
speeches and exhibits of both food and equipment. 


I have met with Managers of the three schools in my office several 
times during the year. All Personnel were guests of the Intermediate 
Staff at which, County Treasurer, Frank A. Randall spoke on the Ply- 
mouth County Retirement Plan. 


A special “thank you” goes to the Custodial Staff of each school — 
we certainly appreciate their cooperation—also to you, Mr. Goldman, 
the Principals and the School Committee.

The Act imposes a temporary tax upon all retail sales of tangible 
personal property at the rate of three per cent of the selling price. Sales 
of certain items are exempted from the tax, including but not limited to 
sales of food products for human use, articles of clothing, prescription 
medicines, agricultural machinery and certain publications. The sta- 
tute contains specific provisions relating to the registration of vendors, 
the filing of returns and the payment of the amounts collected by such 
vendors. Vendors may apply to the State Tax Commission for abate- 
ments of the amounts owed where they believe such amounts to be ex- 
cessive, and decisions of the Commission on such applications may be 
reviewed by the Appellate Tax Board. The Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions and Taxation shall have the usual powers and remedies provided 
for taxcollection for the collection of the taxes imposed by this section.

The Act further imposes a temporary excise upon the storage, use or 
other consumptionin Massachusetts of tangible personal property at the 
rate of three per cent of the sales price of such property. Sales upon 
which the retail sales tax described above has been imposed, or which 
exempt from the retail sales tax, shall be exempt from the use ta™. 
Sales upon which a tax has been paid in another jurisdiction shall also be 
exempt. Assessment, abatement and collection of the use tax shall be 
governed by the provisions which relate to the tax upon retail sales. The 
taxupon retail sales and the excise upon storage, use or other consump- 
tion shall be effective during the period from April 1, 1966, to December 
ah, 1967. 

Each qualified taxpayer shall be entitled to a credit of four dollars 
forhimself, four dollarsforhis spouse and eight dollars for each quali- 
fieddependent, but suchcredit shall not be allowed if the taxable income 
of such individual and his spouse exceeds five thousand dollars for the 
year. Inaddition tothe taxes described above, the Act provides for new 
excises upon certain banks; new taxes upon the income of certain corpo- 
rations; new taxes upon cigarettes; a room occupancy excise upon rent 
paid for the use of hotel rooms and other lodging places; and excises 
upon sales of certain alcoholic beverages. 

The Act creates the Local Aid Fund for the purpose of providing edu- 
cational assistance, and authorizes the periodic distribution of amounts 
from such Fund to the cities and towns. In addition, the Act contains a 
variety of provisions relating to the program of State aid to public schools, 
and to its administration.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, Ihave made anaudit of the books 
and accounts of the town of East Bridgewater for the period from June 
9, 1963, the date of the previous audit, to October 19, 1965, and, due 
to the resignation of the town treasurer, the audit of the treasurer's 
accounts was extended to November 30, 1965, the following report being 
submitted thereon: 


The records of financial transaction of the several departments re- 
ceiving or disbursing money for the town or committing bills for collec- 
tion were examined and checked. 


The books and accounts in the town auditor's office were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were compared with the 
records of the several departments collecting money for the town and 
with the treasurer's cash book, while the recorded disbursements were 
checked with the selectmen's warrants and with the treasurer's records. 
The appropriations and transfers, as entered, were checked with the 
town clerk's records of financial votes passed by town meetings and with 
the finance committee's authorizations of transfers from the reserve 
fund. 
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The ledger accounts were analyzed, a trial balance was taken off. the 
necessary adjustments resulting from the audit were made, and a bal- 
ance sheet, showing the financial condition of the town on October 19, 
1965, was prepared and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed and compared with the 
auditor's records, withthe records in the several departments collect- 
ing money for the town, and with other sources from which money was 
paid into the town treasury, while the payments were compared with the 
selectmen's warrants and with the auditor's records. 


Considerable difficulty was experienced in effecting a reconciliation 
of the treasurer's cash, and it was found necessary to make a detailed 
comparison of the receipts with the available deposit records and of the 
checks drawn with the approved selectmen's warrants for the entire audit 
period. 


In checking the receipts with the deposits. as recorded on the bank 
statements, it was noted that a deposit on August 8, 1965 in the amount 
of $21,395.08 was not credited by the bank of deposit. The bank was 
notified of this error and the correction was made on the January 1966 
bank statement. 


The active bank account was reconciled at the close of each month of 
the audit period with the bank statement, and a proper check register 
was complied for the period under audit. 


The adjusted cash balance on October 19, 1965 was proved by re- 
conciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished by the banks 
of deposit, by examination of the savings deposits, and by actual count 
of the cash in the office. 


The detailed checking required to reconcile the treasurer's cash 
added materially to the time consumed in making the audit. Accord- 
ingly, it is recommended that the treasurer prove the balances in the 
banks and the cashin the office with the cash book balance at least week- 
ly, that the bank accounts be promptly reconciled with the bank state- 
ments upon receipt, and that a permanent record be kept of these re- 
conciliations. It is also recommended that the treasurer compare the 
cash book balance with the town auditor's ledger control at least monthly. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were verified 
by comparison with the amounts falling due and checked with the can- 
celled securites and coupons on file. The amount of interest due and 
unpaid was listed and reconciled with a statement furnished by the bank 
of deposit. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the investment 
of the trust and investment funds in the custody of the town treasurer and 
the trustees were examined and listed. The income was proved and the 
withdrawals were verified. 


The records of tax titles heldby the town were examined and checked. 
The taxes, water liens, interest, and costs transferred to the tax title 
account were compared with the tax collector's records. The recorded 
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redemptions were checked with the treasurer's cash book, and the tax 
titles on hand were listed, reconciled with the auditor's ledger, and 
compared with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The records of payroll deductions for Federal and State taxes, the 
county retirement system, and group insurance were examined, checked, 
and reconciled with the town auditor's ledger controls. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The tax, excise, departmental, and water accounts 
outstanding at the time of the previous examination, as well as all sub- 
sequent commitments, were audited and proved. The cash books were 
analyzed, the payments to the treasurer were verified, the abatements 
were checked with the assessors' and other departmental records of 
abatements granted, the amounts transferred to the tax title account were 
compared with the records of tax titles held by the town, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and reconciled with the town auditor's 
ledger accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by mailing notices 
to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that the ac- 
counts, as listed, are correct. 


The town clerk's records of dog and sporting licenses issued were 
examined. The payments to the State were verified by comparison with 
the receipts on file, the payments to the town treasurer were com- 
pared with the treasurer's cash book, and the cash on hand was proved 
by actual count. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials required by law to file 
them for the faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the selectmen, the sealer of weights and 
measures, and the wire and plumbing inspectors, as well as of the po- 
lice, school, and library departments, and of all other departments col- 
lecting money for the town or committing bills for collection, were ex- 
amined and checked, the reported payments to the treasurer being veri- 
fied by comparison with the treasurer's recorded receipts. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer's cash, summaries of 
the tax, excise, tax title. tax possession. and departmental accounts, 
as well as schedules showing the transactions and conditions ofthe trust 
and investment funds. 


Forthe cooperation extended by the several town officials during the 
progress of the audit, Iwish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, 
to express appreciation.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 
_ Wehereby submit our report for the year ending December 31, 1966. 


The year 1966 has been an unusually busy one, which necessitated 
many hearings and committee meetings which the Board attended in ad- 
ditiontotheir regular meetings, which were held every Monday evening 
at 7:30 P.M. 


New construction has slowed down to some degree with only 43 per- 
mits for new houses being issued this year. We are pleased to report 
our new Fire Station will soon be ready for occupancy, and the Central 
Fire Station will be remodeled for use by our Police Department. The 
contract for our new Junior High School was awarded in 1966 and ccn- 
structionis nowunderway; we also note several new Industrial Buiidings 
were constructed in 1966 and hope we will attract more business in 1967. 


Due to circumstances beyond our control, the Chapter 90 Construc- 
tion project for 1966, which was to construct a new bridge on Bridge 
Street, was not started, however, it is hoped this work will commence 
in 1967. The $3,000.00 allotted for Chapter 90 Maintenance was spent 
under the supervision of Mr. Richard M. Hennessey, Highway Surveyor. 
These funds can only be used onroads which were constructed with Chap- 
ter 90 Funds. 


This year we have spent considerable money on improving the Town 
Office Building, viz: the exterior was painted one coat and the entire 
building now has combination aluminum storm windows. During the 
coming year, we anticipate having the necessary repairs made to the 
Water Department Barn, and then have it painted one coat. We take 
pride in keeping our Town Office Building in good regair. 


As voted at our Annual Town Meeting on March 7, 1966, the Board 
appointed the following to serve on the Housing Authority for the Aged, 
viz: Rev. Robert F. Hardina, Mr. Robert H. Jones, Mr. Thomas M. 
Long and Mr. William A. Riddell. Mr. Bertyl V. Johnson was appoint- 
edasthe State Member on the Committee. This Committee has worked 
very diligently in compiling information and has reported their progress 
to the Selectmen. We were saddened recently by the death of Mr. Wil- 
liam A. Riddell, and the vacancy was filled by the appointment of Mr. 
Sidney H. Goldman. We are very grateful for the splendid work of this 
Committee and feel we will all be looking forward to seeing our hopes 
realized in the near future. 


Mr. Salvatore Napolitan, Chairman, East BridgewaterCommon Re- 
storation Committee, metwiththe Board of Sclectmen and outlined their 
plans for beautifying this spot. There is a Soldier's Monument Fund 
whichis under the jurisdiction of the Selectmen, and in keeping with their 
plans, we approved payment for new shrubbery to be planted at the base 
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of the Civil War Monument onthe Common. This Committee is tobe com- 
mended for their public interest, which makes our Town one to be proud 
of.

Again this year, I am happy to say that even though we have had an 
increase in accidents I am pleased to say that there have been no fatali- 
ties inEast Bridgewater. Weare the only town in this area that has had 
a fatality-free record for the past two years. 


Four men went to Northeastern University School of Law Enforce- 
ment for a 16 week criminal law course. One man attended Brockton 
Police Academy for 5 weeks of training. Their specialized training has 
benefited all andthe educational program will be continued in the coming 
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year. 


Our new Police Station (when remodeled) will be a great asset and 
will enable us to function in a more efficient manner. When we move 
into the new station, we will have increased telephone lines instead of 
the one line that we now have for incoming calls. 


I wishto express my sincere appreciation to the members of the Po- 
lice Department for their teamwork and cooperation this past year. 


In closing, Iwishto take this opportunity to thank the Board of Select- 
men, the Finance Committee, the other departments in town and all the 
townspeople for their assistance and cooperation throughout the year.

Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 
I hereby submit my report for the year 1966: 


GENERAL MAINTENANCE 


Additional street signs, Slow Children, Speed Limit and Parking 
Signs, which were purchased by the Selectmen, were put up this year. 
A surveyis now being made for more signs for the coming year. Many 
of the existing signs had to be replaced due to accidents and also in many 
instances vandalism. 


Catch Basins of which there are now 323, were cleaned and in some 
cases new grates and covers were installed and raised to proper grade; 
all culverts were also cleaned. Guard Rails where needed were re- 
paired and painted. Traffic Islands were mowed and new shrubbery 
planted. All roadsides were mowed andmany hours of work by two crews 
and two trucks were needed to pick up refuse of all kinds which had been 
thrown from cars in all areas of the town. Additional Litter Baskets 
have been put up and are being used to some extent. 


In early July 1966 considerable damage was done to the Flume Gate 
located atthe rear of the Highway Yard which resulted in draining Forge: 
Pond to a very low level. This matter was brought to the attention of 
Mr. Glen Churchill of the Board of Health, the Board of Selectmen and 
Town Counsel, Mr. John C. Wheatley. After consulting with the Brock- 
ton Edison Company as to control of water rights, it was decided to have 
the Flume Gate closedasthereis another gate controlling the main dam. 
On recommendation of the Board of Selectmen, the control of water 
rights and maintenance of the dam is under the jurisdiction of the High- 
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way Surveyor. Necessary repairs to planking and painting of the dam 
has been completed and the water level at Forge Pond is now at its nor- 
mal height. 


SIDEWALK MAINTENANCE 


The existing sidewalk on Elm Street has been completely resurfaced 
and this coming year, it is hoped we may extend the same as far as 
Grove Street. Anarticle must be voted on to do this work at the Annual 
Town Meeting, also another article for a new sidewalk on East Street 
must meet with the voters approval. 


On North Central Street the sidewalk was resurfaced from Elm Street 
to Pearl Street. also a small section at the corner of East and Bedford 
Streets was resurfaced. More work should be done in this area this 
coming year. 


STREET OILING 


The following streets were seal coated this year, viz; Walnut Street, 
UnionStreet, West Union Street, Harvard Street from Bedford Street to 
Highland Street, Bennett Lane, Chestnut Street, Church Street, Cres- 
cent Street from Bridge Street to Washington Street, Cross Street, Grove 
Street, HobartStreet, Old Bedford Road, Wildwood Avenue, Robins St. , 
Hillside Avenue, Summer Street, Emerald Street, and part of Cottage 
Street; total distance of 6 miles of roadway. 


CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 


Franklin Street was resurfaced and shoulders rebuilt to grade. A 
2-1/2 in. course of mix was necessary on this road, a distance of 2994 
feet. Withapproval of the appropriationfor Chapter 90 Maintenance this 
year at the Annual Town Meeting, I plan to resurface West Street from 
the railroad tracks to Bedford Street, with Type I Dense Mix. 


Work has been completed on the Articles voted at the Annual Town 
Meeting on March 7, 1966 as follows: 


Article 20. A new Chevrolet 1/2 ton pick-up truck was purchased 
and delivered April 7, 1966. 


Article 21. Pearl Street - The necessary drainage work has been 
done. The remaining work will be completed as soon as weather premits 
this year. 


Article 22. HarvardStreet resurfaced by mix-in-place method from 
Highland Street to Pine Street. Completed July 18, 1966. 


Article 23. Central Street resurfaced by mix-in-place method from 
Washington Street, a distance of 3600' towards the Hanson town line. 
Completed September 13, 1966. 


Article 24. MatfieldStreet resurfaced with TypeI Dense Mix. Com- 
pleted September 26, 1966. 


Article 25. Dean Place and Keith Place resurfaced with Type I Dense 
Mix. Completed September 27, 1966. 


Article 26. New Metal Culverton Pond Street. Work was started on 
this project late this year and due to existing conditions was not able to 
finish same. The metal culvert will be installed this year as soon as 
the water level of the pond is suitable. 


Article 27. Hayes Road - excavated and graveled Nov. 10, 1966. 


Article 28. Bryant Road - excavated and graveled Nov. 18, 1966. 
Both roads penetrated with MC I - Dec. 1, 1966. 


Article 29. Type I Driveway in Old Central Cemetery, completed

Report of the Fire Department 
To the Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 
Herewithis my report for the year ending December 31, 1966. Dur- 
ing the year the department responded to 148 calls, of which 41 were 


still alarms, 8 false. 6 aid, 19 auto, 43 dwelling, 46 grass and wood, 
14 dump, 1 resuscitator and 1 fatal. 
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Eight hundred and seventy seven permits were issued for outdoor 
fires. People of the town have co-operated very well in this important 
phase of fire protection. Permits may be obtained for all outdoor fires 
by calling the Chief. 


Practice drills were held twice a month throughout the year, these 
drills consisted of instruction on the operation and use of all firefight- 
ing equipment, laying of hose lines, different types of hydrant hook-ups 
and all phases of fighting fires. 


The following eleven firefighters received certificates for attending 
a twelve hour basic training course for fighting, administered by the 
Brockton Vocational School at West Bridgewater on June 4 and 5, 1966; 
John Clarity, John Curley, William Curley, Kenneth Ellis, Francis Fo- 
ley, Lyman Leland, Alfred Paiva, Robert Robichaud, Robert Silva, Rob- 
ert Winsor and Charles Whiting. 


The Fire Chief received the resignation in August of Deputy Chief 
Charles L. Lelandwhowas moving out oftown. Mr. Leland served East 
Bridgewater as a fireman for twenty-four years, nine of which he was 
the Deputy Chief. The Chief appointed on September 1, as new Deputy 
Chief, John Ambrose Feeney, who has served as fireman from 1934, 
holding the positions of Deputy Chief, Lieutenant and from 1962 to 1966 
as Captain. 


Routine inspections were made by the Chief of all town owned build- 
ings, schools, churches, public and private properties and the local 
nursing home. 


The new Fire Station on Bedford Street is progressing and should be 
ready for occupancy inthe spring. At this time I would like to commend 
the citizens of this town, for their co-operation in securing modern 
equipmentand facilities for their firefighting protection, and I feel itis 
-astepforward inthe orderly growth and development of the town. Work 
habits, types of employment, and changes in the character and conduct 
of local business, make it imperative that past methods of providing Fire 
Service protection cannot be reliedupon to offer even a minimum of nec- 
essary protection. The Town andthe Fire Department has the responsi- 
bility, toprovide adequate, properly trained manpower, to assure pro- 
tection of the lives and safety of the inhabitants, therefore, I would high- 
ly recommend that the town approve the appropriation of funds for the 
inception of six full time firefighters, for coverage around the clock. 
The cost of the proposed program, is justified by the fact that all the in- 
habitants andall the property in the town will enjoy the benefits of round 
the clock immediate response to any fire emergency. 


At the Elmwood Station there is: 
1 - 1941 Seagraves Triple combination Truck, capable of pumping 500 
gallons a minute, water carrying capacity of 350 gallons. 
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At the Central Station there is: 
1 - 1947 Dodge Forest Fire Truck capable of pumping 200 gallons a 
minute and a water carrying capacity of 300 gallons. 


1 - 1956 Maxim Triple Combination Truck capable of pumping 1000 
gallons a minute and water carrying capacity of 300 gallons. 


1 - 1959 Combination Dodge power Wagon capable of pumping 750 
gallons a minute from a front pump, and water carrying capacity of 600 
gallons. 


1 - Evinrude Sportwin, 10HP, one Duratech Aluminum Boat, Model 
S-16, and one 1960 Cox Trailer, Model CT-165C. 


1 - 1964 75 foot Aerial Ladder, FWD Tractioneer All Wheel Drive; 
five man cab; carries 450 gallons of water; American Barton Pump, 
pumps 750 gallons a minute; a 3,000 watt AC Generator. 


The department has 4950 feet of 2-1/2 inch double jacket hose, 3500 
feet of 1-1/2 inch double jacket hose and 1300 feet of 1 inch hose.

Report of the Inspector of Animals 
Board of Selectmen 
East Bridgewater, Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

Onthe annual inspection of barns and livestock in the town for the 
year 1966, I foundeverything in satisfactory condition. There continues 


to be a decline in cattle population from vear to year. 


All cattle tested for Brucellosis and Tuberculosis by Federal and 
State officials were found negative.

I will briefly outline your Project's activities for 1966. 


We are increasing expenditures in our budget for permanent control 
measures this past year, as we now have two power trenchers. The 
elimination of production areas and clearing waterways releasing stag- 
nant waters, is proven mosquito control. Coastal areas that we have 
trenchedto date show a marked decrease in sollicitan mosquito. Larv- 
iciding with chemicals is the next positive approach to the elimination 
of larvae beforeemergence. Thisis costly andcomplex. Our appropria- 
tions will allow us to treat only a fraction of these wet areas. Some 
areas could not be treated even if funds were available. Wildlife sanc- 
tuaries, domestic watersheds, and fishproducing waters are not treated. 
These areas will also produce mosquitoes. 


The culex mosquito is the most serious inland problem after the 
spring brood emerges in May. Our truck-mounted units are primarily 
forthis purpose. Scheduledtreatments to filter systems, dumps, catch 
basins and recreation areas are a must. Backyard treatments are a 
constant pressure to this project and not accomplishing our purpose for 
being. The homeowner himself has an obligation. Any and all water 
containers are a potential and probable source of mosquito breeding. 
Oldtires, autobodies, toys, birdbaths, cloggedgutters, openand over- 
flowing sewage are all violators. Changing the water in birdbaths every 
three or four days will eliminate the breeding potential, as will empty- 
ing water from other containers. Oil of any kind poured in a catch basin 
will deprive the larvae of air, thus killing it. It is impossible for us to 
inspect and treat everybody's backyard. Our job is to eliminate breed- 
ing areas. Most towns supplement the efforts of this project with ad- 
ditional programs for adult control. Contrary to understandable beliefs, 
new housing and road construction in wet areas increases rather than 
decreases breeding sites. Every new home is a potential and probable 
source of mosquito larvae, while highways obstruct natural drainage 
areas and surface waters are detoured into areas that would ordinarily 
be dry. 


Numerous areas were chemically treated in East Bridgewater. The 
Matfield River is still troublesome, requiring almost weekly attention. 
Hundreds of calls were honored by your Project. Numerous calls were 
from homeowners and commercial areas in the county plagued by other 
than mosquitoes. These calls ranged from snakes and pigions to ter- 
mites. Although we would like to honor all calls, our funds are fixed 
and will only allow for mosquito abatement practices in the future. 


I wish to thank your town offices and the department supervisors for 
their interest and cooperation.

This is the report of the Public Health Nurse for 1966.

CLINIC PROGRAM 
Well Baby Clinics - 8 in all were held monthly. 102 children were 
examined and given guidance on health problems. 


Immunization Clinics - 7 in all. 220 Pre-school children, 177 school 
children and 17 adults received D.P.T. and/or Cral Polio Vaccine as 
needed. 97 Pre-school children and 310 school children received Swartz 
strain live measles vaccine. 


Other Clinics - Glaucoma Clinic - 185 persons received eye exam- 
inations at this clinic. 2 were found with Glaucoma and 15 with other 
eye defects. 

Rabies Clinic was held by Board-of Health, 124 dogs were vacci- 
nated. 


1966 has been the busiest to date. Our nursing service increases 
every year with the increasing population of the Town and the large num- 
ber of elderly people needing help. Most of our work is done with moth- 
ers and small children or nursing service for persons over 65. The 
E.B. Public Health Nursing Association was surveyed by the Mass. Dept. 
of Public Health to assess our qualifications for giving home health care 
under Social Security. Our agency was approved to give services under 
Medicare onJune 30, 1966. The services provided under Medicare are 
skilled nursing service and physical therapy. We have 20-25 patients 
receiving medicare services. 


We have expanded our clinic services by two more, Glaucoma Clinic 
and Measles Vaccine Clinic. 


This isthe 7th. year we have had students affiliated with Boston Col- 
lege School of Nursing getting experience in community nursing.

Report of the Housing Authority 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


At the Annual Town Meeting in March of 1966, a majority of the mem- 
bers present voted to establish a Housing Authority in East Bridgewater 
toundertake a study of the need for and possible construction of housing 
for Senior Citizens of low income. Early in the summer four members 
were appointed by the Board of Selectmen, These were, Robert Har- 
dina, Robert Jones, Thomas Long, and William Riddell. Bertyl V. 
Johnson was appointed the representative from the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. Immediately the newly appointed Authority met together, 
elected officers and established itself according to the laws of the Com- 
monwealth. The first act was to undertake a survey of the need for 
housing for Senior Citizens of low income. The result of survey was 
virtually complete by the end of September. A need was definitely shown 
to exist and the result was that the Authority decided to move ahead with 
the process of land selections. 


At this point members of the Authority, individually and as a group 
visited other projects in the surrounding towns and learned a great deal 
in the process. Conversations with the residents and project directors 
provided the Authority with ideas to incorporate and pitfalls to avoid. 
Town maps were studiedand sites were visited in an attempt to find land 
that would be suitable for a housing project in terms of drainage, acces- 
sibility to shopping centers, public transportations, and public services. 
Just prior to the submitting of site choices to the State, the Authority 
was saddened by the death of its chairman, William A. Riddell. The 
vacancy was filled by the Board of Selectmen with the appointment of 
Sidney H. Goldman. Ataregular meeting of the Authority it was unani- 
mously voted todedicate the proposed project to the memory of our past 
Chairman, William A. Riddell. 


A great deal of work remains to be done and real progress in terms 
of brick and motar will be seen as soon as the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts approves land sites and provides funds for the acquisition of 
land. 


Public housing for Senior Citizens is not charity or welfare. It is the 
recognition that Senior Citizens of today have contributed their lives to 
our affluent economy andnow, inmany cases must go without some com- 


forts andsome necessities because the economy to which they have con- 
tributed has left them behind. Public housing for Senior Citizens is 
the recognition that all people have a right to live in dignity with some 
sense of comfort and security. It is the recognition that people are liv- 
ing longer, thatfamiliesmovemore often, that today's small houses are 
often not suited for three generations and that Senior Citizens can lead 
happy and creative lives together. 


East Bridgewater can be proud of the fact that it has joined the grow- 
ing numbers of forward looking communities who are providing the 
means by which Senior Citizens may avail themselves of sound. attrac- 
tive and low cost housing.

Report of the Board of Health 


As of January 1, 1966, twenty-six ''Permits to Operate a Food Ser- 
vice Establishment" were issued by the Board of Health. These per- 
mits are issued to all restaurants, clubs, rest homes and churches. 


Late inthe year the Board notified all operators of food-handling es- 
tablishments of the requirements that all persons handling food in any 
way must, after being X-rayed or having a"Heaf" test, carry a food 
handler's certificate. This certificate must be renewedevery two years. 


The Board has realized the need for closer surveillance of the pol- 
lution of our streams and ponds. During the summer when the water in 
Forge Pond was very low, inspections were made to observe if any pol- 
lution was entering the pond. A bad condition was found on Water St. 
whichis being resolved. Several water analysis were made at the var- 
ious swimming areas in Robbins Pond. 


On April 30a Chest X-ray Clinic was held at the High School with the 
Mobile Unit parked outside. Only 365 persons attended due to the in- 
clement weather. The Board contributed .50 for each person X-rayed 
to the Plymouth County Health Association from the ''T. B."' account in 
the Budget. 


On May 7, a Rabies Clinic, whichwas widely publicized, was held at 
the Water Dep't. quarters. The fact that this clinic was arranged to 
give dog owners the opportunity to have their dogs immunized, only 125 
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dogs out of more than 600 licensed were innoculated. The Boardfeels, 
that although the Department of Public Health recommended setting up 
this Clinic, that it would not be worth while to repeat it. 


On May 9, the Board, supported by the Visiting Nurse Association, 
conducted a Glaucoma Clinic in the cafeteria of the High School. 184 
persons were tested and two probable cases were found. It is planned 
to repeat this Clinic in 1968. 


A new lease was made with Lillian Resnick for the "Hire and Care" 
of the Disposal Area on Bridge St. Considerable improvement has been 
made in the appearance of the area and the Board will attempt to keep 
Bridge Street more presentable. The Board desires in the not too dis- 
tant future, to conduct a Sanitary Land Fill for the disposal of rubbish. 
The Board is also considering issuing "disposal area use permits" to 
East Bridgewater residents to curb the use of the area by other than res- 
idents. 


Before issuing permits for anew sewage disposal system, the Board's 
regulations require that a 'Deep-trench" test hole. between seven and 
tenfeet deep, be dug by a back-hoe so that the strata of the land may be 
observed, onthe approximate location of the leach field to be built in the 
frontof the property. A percolation test hole, at least three feet deep. 
is also required so that the rate of percolation may be determined to 
properly prescribe the amount of area required for the leach field. The 
"Sanitary Code" requires under Reg.2 2.1''No individual sewage dis- 
posal system or other means of sewage disposal shall be located, con- 
structed, altered, repaired, or installed - until a permit for its loca- 
tion, etc. shall have been issued by the Board of Health." 


Article XI of the State Sanitary Code, section 5.16 reads "SEPTIC 
TANKS" (and cesspools) "SHOULD BE INSPECTED ANNUALLY" and 
"ANNUAL PUMPING IS DESIRABLE." 


The Board acknowledges the co-operation it has received from the 
several Boards and Committees in the Town, the Superintendent of 
Schools, Mr. Goldman, for the use of the High School for Clinies, the 
Water Department for the use of its quarters for a Rabies Clinic, the 
Visiting Nurse Association and the Visiting Nurses for their assistance, 
the valuable services of Mr. Steele, Health Agent, and Mr. "Ed" Ken- 
neally who has handled the removing and burying of dead animals found 
on the highways.

It is increasingly important that people recognize the real design of 
Civil Defense. 


Physical protection against nuclear disaster has much in common with 
physical protection against natural disasters. The suddenness of a nat- 
ural disaster is no less important than the suddenness of a nuclear at- 
tack. The common denominators of both types of emergencies stress 
the need for a common plan, Civil Defense, with appropriate variations 
of course. 


Disaster - the word and the reality - is not new in the human race. 
Fire, flood, hurricane, tornado, earthquake, war - these have been com - 
panions of man through all his history. That which over the ages was 
thought of as "survival" is called "safety" today. Onlythe form of some 
of the dangers has changed. Whether they strike individuals or masses, 
the hazards of living are still with us - and can still be modified or con- 
trolled by action. 


Most people feel that a major disaster won't strike them or their lo- 
cality. Fire and explosion happen every day, but at any time one could 
become amajordisaster. Civil Defense is concerned with all disasters. 
Itis willing to provide the training necessary to keep a well trained team 
available to assist in any disaster so that loss of life may be kept at a 
minimum. 


It offers to all interested citizens participation in first aid, rescue 
work, radiological monitoring, shelter management, radio communi- 
cation, use of firearms and including many other areas. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, department heads, local or- 
ganizations, and all citizens who have assisted me this past year.

Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Board of Selectmen and to the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Conservation Commissionis entering its third year of existence. 
Early in 1967 twonew members were appointed by your Board, Attorney 
Richard E. Bachmanand Mrs. Frank N. Houghton. Thismakesa seven 
member board which the State recommends and which we have found to 
be more effective. 


In our effort to obtain open space we begin to see light. At the pres- 
ent moment we are negotiating with two different parties for two tracts 
of land approximately twenty acres each. We hope soon to be able to 
obtain title. 


The Commission has endeavored to find suitable access to our water 
resources, so far without success, although two or three promising 
leads are presently under investigation. The possibilities of a dug pond 
for swimming purposes in the bottom of some of our local sand and gra- 
vel pits are also being explored. 


That our town's people might become better acquainted with resident 
and migratory birds found in this vicinity, Mrs. Frank Van Ummersen 
and Mrs. Frank Houghton with the co-operation of Town Librarian, Mrs. 
Grace Eastman arranged an attractive exhibit of wildlife at the Public 
Library. Likewise we sponsored a conservation speaker at a high school 
assembly, and were hopeful that the building of bird houses in the high 
school shop department might evoke some interest in birds. At any rate 
several houses and robin shelves were constructed which we placed in 
various parts of the town and in the town forest. 


From the Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Game we received 
a dozen wood-duck boxes which were placed along the Satucket River and 
Beaver and Poor Meadow Brooks. 


The soil maps which the town purchased at the urging of the Commis- 
sion were delivered tous in June, and at our request Mr. Charles Hast- 
ings appeared before the department heads affected and explained their 
use. Theinformationcontained in these maps should replace guess and 
opinion with fact in many decisions important to the town, such as d2- 
fining proper building sites. 
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In an effort to make the town forest of more use to its citizens, we 
initiated a program which produced six picnic tables and seats with ac- 
companying waste barrels. We also had signs pointing toward the forest 
placed at the corners of Bridge and Central and Bridge and Plymouth 
Streets. Check-ups showed that the tables were used but not, however, 
tocapacity. Great credit must be given Tree Warden Dube for his val- 
uable assistance, throughout this project. 


The map and descriptions of East Bridgewater wood trails mentioned 
in our last report has been completed. It is now in the hands of the 
printer. The original copy was highly commended by the Massachusetts 
President of the Appalachian Mountain Club. Five of the trails will be 
given in their 1967 Guide. We plan to make copies of these trail maps 
available to interested citizens. 


We shall continue our efforts to secure open spaces and wild areas 
for perpetual preservation. Several of our members feel that the Town 
should own and control larger areas around our new town wells. These 
wells are adjacent or within the largest wilderness area in town. Accu- 
mulation would serve two purposes; water and wilderness protection. 


The Commission appreciated the fine co-operation and assistance it 
has always received from your Board and from all other town officials 
with whom we have come in contact. Our meetings are held regularly 
on the third Friday of the month from September through June at 7:30 
P.M. inthe Selectmen's office and are, of course, open to all citizens.

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Report of the Southeastern Regional 
School District Committee 


To The Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Parents inevery community of the Southeast Regional School District 
are asking the same question, "When will the new Southeast Regional 
Vocational Technical High School open?'' The answer is September 1967- 
provided no major problems plague the contractor. 


As you read this report some sections of the building will have been 
completed and the Committee anticipates that by July 1, 1967 the con- 
tractor will have completed his job and will be ready to present the keys 
of the building to the Committee. 


Equipmentis being installed as soon as it arrives but the Committee 
has discovered that not all equipment is available immediately. For 
that reason there has been some slight delay in the arrival of some equip- 
ment. Nevertheless by September 1967, the Committee has every rea- 
son to believe that the School will be fully equipped and ready for occu- 
pancy by the first Freshman class. 


The Committee is aware that the primary objective of the School is 
to train boys and girls of High School age. Nevertheless the Committee 
is also aware of the tremendous amount of capital invested in a plant of 
this size, and plans to make available evening courses for those adults 
who wish to achieve advancement in a trade or skill. The School will 
also train men and women through the Man Power Training Program. 
Grades 13 and 14 willbe foradvanced students, sometimes called insti- 
tute level students. 


The Committee is very desirous of having the schools serve the needs 
of the citizens in the district and as quickly as possible will put into ef- 
fect programs - courses - seminars etc. to meet these needs. 


Before the School is opened in September 1967, the Committee will 
schedule an Open House Day. On this day citizens of the communities 
in the district will have an opportunity to inspect the new school plant. 
No definite date has been set but an announcement will be made through 
local newspapers and Radio Stations. Many in East Bridgewater should 
take advantage of this opportunity to see for themselves the new South- 
east Regional Vocation Technical High School. 


The number of students that the School will accept from East Bridge- 
water, is based on a formula that was established when the school dis- 
trict was organized. 


I therefore urge parents with children who might be interested in at- 
tending the Southeast Regional Vocational Tech. High School to contact 
the Superintendent of Schools, the School Principal, Guidance Counselor 


or Mr. Donald Graves, Superintendent Director, 126 Elm Street, North 
Easton, Mass., to secure information about entrance requirements. 


The Committee is satisfied with the progress toward the completion 
of the school and will be as happy as any other citizen in the regional 
district when the school opens in September. 


The School Committee meets regularly on the second and fourth 
Tuesday evenings of each month (except July and August) at the district 
office in the Town Office Building, 136 Elm Street, North Easton, Mass- 
achusetts. Ifany citizen of East Bridgewater needs specific information 
about the School, contact the Superintendent, Mr. Graves or the writer 
of this report.

Dear Sirs: 


The year 1966 has finally placed our community in the enviable po- 
sition of being self-sufficient as concerns a water supply. 


Our well off Pond Street has an established potential of nearly one 
million gallons a day. The tank on Highland Street with a capacity of 
1,500,000 gallons will be painted in April. This action will at long last 
make the Town of East Bridgewater independent of our neighbors to the 
north. 


In Test Well Investigation on Crescent Street the town has been for- 
tunate in locating a well capable of producing an additional 500,000 gal- 
lonsaday. Itis the intention of the Water Commissioners to take steps 
on Crescent Street to have this land surveyed, appraised and taken by 
Eminent Domain. 


The Water Department installed in 1966 fifty-four new services and 
made forty-nine renewals. 
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The Board of Water Commissioners would like at this time to thank 
the Highway Department for its patience during the construction of the 
pipe line to the Tank on Highland Street. 


The Finance Committee was very cooperative at the close of the year 
in granting the Water Department a transfer of money to complete our 
tests on Crescent Street.

Report of the Moth Superintendent 


To the Board of Selectmen and the 
Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The Moth Departmentis a functional part of the Tree Department and 
operates chiefly during the spring and summer months. The rapid ad- 
vances from year to year in new equipment, methods, and materials for 
tree, brush, and poison ivy spraying have greatly assisted the depart- 
ment. Aconstanteffortis made to use the latest methods and materials 
whenever they have been proven safe, practical, and economical. 


The spraying of poison ivy was done, as usual, during the months of 
June, July, and August. This spraying was done along the streets and 
on private property, where requested, and poison ivy was eliminated 
from those areas sprayed. This nuisance is still prevalentin many areas 
and will entail a regular annual spraying program for many years to 
come to eradicate it from along the public ways. 


Mosquito Control in the town is handled by the Plymouth County Mos- 
quito Control Project to which is allotted a sum of money each year by 
the town for this purpose. All mosquito problems reported to the de- 
partment were referred or forwarded to this project. The Moth Depart- 
ment asks that all requests for mosquito spraying in the town by the 
townspeople be reported directly to the Mosquito Control Project. This 
project has co-operated when necessary with the Moth Department dur- 
ing the past year in a very fine manner. 


During the spring there was a heavy infestation of tent catapillars in 
certain sections of the town. These areas were sprayed, upon request, 
in an effort to control this insect. This pest has been increasingly ev- 
ident over the past 2 or 3 years. If the tent catapillar is as prevalent 
during the coming spring, a more concentrated spray program will be 
put into effect in the sections where this insect becomes a nuisance. 
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Many areas adjacent to the Matfield River were plagued in the early 
spring bya tiny, irritating gnat. This insect is not under the control of 
the Moth Department. However, because this gnat became such a nui- 
sance notonly to residents but also to traffic in certain areas, the Mat- 
field River was sprayed by airplane in an effort to relieve residents of 
this unfortunate situation. 


The Moth Department is responsible by law and monetary appropria- 
tions for specific insects. It can expend money on the control of these 
certain insects and only these insects. The department is ever willing 
to advise townspeople on control methods for insects not under its juris- 
diction, however; it cannot do the actual control work. The department 
must "draw the line" at certain points or else the requests for spraying 
and other services would be too numerous to fulfill. 


In closing, I wish to express my sincere thanks to my capable eim- 
ployees, all other town departments and officials, and the townspeople 
for their support, co-operation, and understanding in my labors in the 
past year.

Report of the Tree Warden 


To the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The steady growth of the town, in population and progress during the 
past several years, has required an increase in services by the Tree 
Department to the townspeople. New and modern tree equipment and 
methods have been and are being used by the department in an effort to 
cope with this ever increasing need for its services. The use of 
new and modern tree equipment and methods has made work safer, faster, 
easier, and more economical. The department's ever increasing work 
load has beenhandled, overthe past several years, very aptly by its long 
experiencedemployees, however, itis evidentatthis time, that the Tree 
Department will need more manpower on a permanent basis in the near 
future. 


A major function of the department is the removal of dead, diseased, 
andbadly damagedtrees. There were 37 Elms, 10 Maples, and 7 trees 
of other varities removed for the above reasons, making a total of 54 
trees removed during the year. The Dutch Elm Disease was the cause 
of most of the Elms removed which constituted about 75% of the total 
number of trees taken down. It is significant to note that the total re- 
moval of Maples for the past year is higher than usual. The majority 
of these Maples were completely dead when removed and their dying can 
almost invariably be traced to the drought conditions in this area over 
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the past several years. 


A total of 145 trees were planted along town streets in order to re- 
place trees removed, enhance open areas, and provide future shade in 
front of new homes and along streets. The largest percentage of trees 
planted were Sugar and Norway Maples while a smaller amount of Crim- 
son King (Red) Maple, Littleleaf Lindenand Mountain Ash were planted. 
The loss of newly planted trees over the past 4 years has been high due 
tothe drought that has plagued this area. The department requests, as 
there is nolonger a water ban in this town, that homeowners water newly 
planted trees during the dry summer months. 


Another major task placed under the jurisdiction of the Tree Depart- 
ment during the past year and for the coming years is the control of 
brush along the town streets. A system of cutting brush, spraying the 
stumps of brush cut, and spraying new brush growth after a period of 
months, was putinto effect during the year. The results of this system 
should eliminate brush in the areas cut, for a period of from 6 to 8 
years. Approximately 7 miles of brush were cut during the year, how- 
ever; it is estimated that approximately 40 miles remain to be cut as 
there is brush on both sides of the street in many areas. This work will 
continue in the future as it will require several years to complete this 
project. 


The Town Forest located on Bridge Street was opened, inJune, to the 
townspeople for picnicing. In co-operation with the Town Conservation 
Commission several picnic tables and trash recepticales were placed in 
the forest. Signs were located at two entrances to this plotand on two 
street corners leading to this area. This wooded lot was used moder- 
ately during the summer. The tables and recepticles were removed 
during late fall to be stored for the winter months. The forest will be 
opened again this coming summer with the hope that more interest and 
use will be given to this wooded property. 


Along with the above mentioned activities, the department performed 
its routine duties of pruning, cabling, bolting, surgery, and tree feeding; 
maintaining the Town Nursery during the summer months; repairing and 
maintaining much of its own equipment; responding to emergency calls 
during storms; and performing other miscellaneous tasks. 


The Tree Department has tried in the past, as it will in the future, 
with a maximum effort to meet the ever increasing needs of the towns- 
people. It is only through the loyalty of my experienced workmen, the 
excellent co-operation of the other town departments, and the townspeople 
that we have progressed, and I certainly hope, have met these needs.

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Report of the Librarian 


The 82nd annual report of the East Bridgewater Public Library for 
the year ending December 31, 1966 is herewith presented. 


The statistical tabulation at the end of this report indicates the 
volume of work accomplished. It is an accurate indication of the de- 
ploymentof personnel, money andmaterial in providing the town library 
service. It is in no way indicative of programs, problems and events 
which contribute to the vigorous structure of your library. 


East Bridgewater's library program is unique in that the figure 
voted to the library account by the town meeting represents the total 
cost of library service in the town. It includes the public library ser- 
vices and three school libraries. During the past year all library pro- 
fessional media have voiced a concern for declining circulation in pub- 
lic libraries which they attribute, at least in some cases, to improved 
school libraries. It is gratifying to note that in East Bridgewater the 
public library workis still the largest of all departments. It buttresses 
our contention that the strength of one section improves the tone of the 
whole. As each school library has strengthened both its programs and 
its collection the public library has had greater demands made on it. 


The major contribution to progress in the school libraries was the 
acceptance by the Bureau of Library Division of the proposed five year 
program for our school library development under Title II of the E.S. 
E.A. $4,346.42 was the town's allotment. According to plan, the en- 
tire amount was spent at the High School and Central School libraries. 


Mrs. Helen Curley, librarian at Central School says, ''The tax 
paying parents of the children of the Central School might be pleased to 
_know that their federal funds are at work for the benefit of their children 
in the school library. During the past year the library has taken great 
strides toward becoming an Instructional Materials Center. Federal 
funds have provided a stereo tape recorder which circulates through the 
classrooms, a small but excellent record library including the works of 
great composers, the Adventures in Music Series, and a series of music 
stories with accompanying filmstrips. Anyone privileged to see these 
materials in use realizes that the term culturally deprived does not ap- 
ply here. Although our book collection is still far short of American 
Library Association standards, with the help of these funds, it has been 
increased by almost one thousand books. 


The HighSchool library continues to grow in circulation, volumes, 
and services. Faculty members under the supervision of Mrs. Anne 
Hynes, high school librarian, assisted in selecting books, tapes, film- 
strips, records, and pamphlets purchased through Title II of E.S.E.A. 
Two microfilm readers and a microfiche attachment are in the library 
through the cooperation of the school department. Another audio-visual 
service, College View Deck, is receiving wide usage, especially in con- 
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junction with the many career monographs and books added in 1966. Li- 
brary assistants continue to be of service to all bv carrying out special 
projects, such as Christmas letters to townsmen in the service, book 
lists for community groups, and routine tasks, necessary to a smoothly 
functioning library. The only limiting element in library service is 
space. It is hoped with the completion of the new Junior High School 
there will be space for expansion of the high school library. 


The Intermediate School library work carried on in the children's 
room of the public library in four hours each school day is proof, if 
proof is needed, that this is the age when children use a library most 
successfully. 23,545 volumes were circulated by Librarian Arlene Ham- 
ilton to children who had to make a special effort to come to their school 
library. As figures mean little without comparison, the High School 
circulation was 22,110 and the Central School 24,457. No effort should 
be spared to give this age group a library of excellence when the new 
Junior High School opens in 1968. 


Work basic to all professional members of the staff is that of book 
selection. This is a task which increases in complexity as more books 
of less quality continue to pour from the publishers. There is in the li- 
brary a copy of the Library Bill of Rights as amended by the American 
Library Association which is our general criteria. We also believe the 
statement of John Macy "that any intelligent person can read anything 
ever put on paper without the slightest moral damage. And unintelligent, 
humorless people are safe because they will not read or will not try to 
understand what they read." In the selection of children's books we are 
assisted by membership in the Eastern Massachusetts Children's Book 
Review Committee, the Sandwich Club and recommendations of many 
teachers and parents. 


From the circulation desk there are many minute details concerned 
with the husbandry of books, their condition, loan, and prompt return; 
providing general and directional information; dealing with the business 
of ordering, checking, claiming and paying; bibiographic searching for 
identification to avoid duplication, preparing material for cataloging, 
binding or storage, offering ready information from the many sources 
in a library, filing pamphlets, pictures and government publications, 
running a loan service, registering new borrowers, planning book ex- 
hibits and displays and keeping the public informed through the medium 
of booklists and the newspapers of the latest books added. 


From across the loan desk come many and various requests, par- 
ticularly from college students with specialized lists and adults tak- 
ing extension courses. The small library cannot hope tomeetall these re- 
quests. InOctober, the Eastern Regional Public Library System became 
effective. With the Boston Public Library serving as the Regional Li- 
brary Center, 200 libraries in 180 cities and towns will be allowed full 
use of its reference collection, and will provide inter-library loan of 
books and recording from their collection as well as direct-line tele- 
phone reference service. This new integration of resources and coop- 
eration of large libraries with smaller ones will give more people more 
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access to a wealth of material and will aid specialized individuals and 
groups. 


"Everyone knows that statistics do not evaluate accurately the 
measure of library service, but in the next year (or years) I believe 
there willbe a marked increase in services rendered by the library and 
a larger rise in circulation, ''says Miss Leia Canelli, circulation libra- 
rian. 


More books have been cataloged and processed during the past year 
than ever before in the library's history. Mrs. Margaret Mason, cata- 
loger, and Mrs. Elaine Bromanin charge of technical process have been 
assisted by Mrs. Betty Cooper and Miss Maureen Mallon on a part time 
basis. 


Of certainty this year's growth in the children's department is the 
result of growthinregistration. The lack of space and time stifles pro- 
gramming innovations. Progress in this waits upon the re-grouping of 
the school population and the planned addition of another professional 
children's librarian. 


Another problem restricting the library potential is that of park- 
ing at the main library. This, too, is not easily solved and will con- 
tinue to harass our patrons until such time as a solution becomes evi- 
dent. 


Much of the burden of creating enthusiastic support of the library 
has been borne by individuals and groups whose participation in the li- 
brary program has produced art exhibits, freelectures, flower displays, 
special bookpurchases, money for special projects, and a warm under- 
standing by the community that this is their library. The school depart- 
mentinthe persons of the school committee, administrators, teachers, 
and all other personnel continue to furnish the salutary atmosphere of 
cooperation so essential to our organization. New library legislation at 
both federal and state levels requires much evaluation by the board of 
library trustees as they endeavor to incorporate all that is needful to 
the town's library program. The librarian is very grateful to the board 
forits committment to, and cognizance of, its many responsibilities as 
directors of the library philosophy in East Bridgewater and to the staff 
and custodian for their loyal and effective performance in support of that 
philosophy.

Plymouth County Aid to Agriculture 


(Plymouth County Extension Service)

The primary responsibility of the Cooperative Extension Service 
is as the law states "'to aid in diffusing among the people of the United 
States useful and practical information on the subjects relating to Agri- 
culture and Home Economics and to encourage the application of same." 


Resources of the University of Massachusetts and the United States 
Department of Agriculture are available to the Staff of the Plymouth 
County Extension Service because of anassistance agreement. Members 
of the staff provide educational information pertaining to Agriculture, 
Home Economics and 4-H Club Work, through correspondence-news- 


papers and radio-meetings-office and telephone calls, and farm and 
home visits. 


To make this service available to you, funds are provided by the 
Federal, State and County Governments. Thus the name - Cooperative 
Extension Service. 


Since 1965 when the Southeast Extension Region was organized, 
the Agricultural Agents have conducted Regional Programs and activi- 
ties for the commercial farmers in Barnstable, Bristol, Norfolk and 
Plymouth Counties. 


Each Agent is responsible for specific commodity program(s), 
i.e., Dairy and Livestock; Fruit and Vegetables; Floriculture; Nurse- 
ries; Horticulture; Poultry and Turkeys. For this reason, the Agent 
can keep up-to-date with research, participate in advanced training at 
the University of Massachusetts and offer the farmers a more effective 
service. 


The Extension Home Economists supply information, conductmeet- 
ings and programs that meet the needs of homemakers in Plymouth Coun- 
ty, they have provided information pertaining to the many phases of the 
homemaker's life. They have also conducted programs for the elderly, 
blind and handicapped. The Extension Home Economists have been co- 
ordinators of programs for underprivileged families. In short, home- 
makers in just about every age group and walk of life have access to 
information from the Plymouth County Extension Home Economists. 


4-H clubs are organized by the 4-H Club Agents for boys and girls 
10-19 years of age and who are interested in projects in the broad areas 
of Careers, Citizenship, Clothing, Conservation, Crafts, Foods, Horti- 
culture, Livestock, Recreation, Safety and Science. 


With other youth programs, 4-H Club Work contributes to the 
character building process of Plymouth County young people. 


4-H Club members have the opportunity to participate in local 4-H 
Club Programs and through it, receive excellent training in conducting 
meetings; giving demonstrations; public speaking and committee work. 
They alsoreceive training in preparing all types of exhibits in the com- 
munity; at Fairs and at some statewide activities. 


This year 4-H club members were enrolled in 26 of the 27 commu- 
nities of Plymouth County. 


Adult volunteer 4-H club leaders are to be commended for their 
contributions to the 4-H Club Program in Plymouth County for without 
their services, such a 4-H program would not be possible. 


You are invited to make full use of the Extension service, but re- 
member that although the Extension Service furnishes the information, 
it is you who makes the decision as to how the information may be used 
to best advantage.

Report of the Director of 


Veterans’ Services 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The year 1966 has been one of the most active years in Veterans 
affairs since the end of World War Il. This large increase is reflected 
in our budget expenditure that exceeds our 1966 budget by almost seven 
thousand dollars ($7,000.00). 


This has been due to the large number of new laws passed by the 
Congress of the United States and our State Legislature. This new leg- 
islation has made more than 800,000 veterans eligible for benefits in 
the State of Massachusetts. Previously those who served in the armed 
forces after December 31, 1955 to the present time were not eligible for 
most of the Federal Benefits and none of the State Benefits. The new 
laws now make those persons and their dependents eligible for benefits 
both Federal and State, and during 1966 our case loads and required 
services has reflected this increase. 


We have already started servicing those veterans now discharged 
from the Vietnam War. 1967 will show a continued increase of these 
veterans applying for services. Due to the large amount of paper work 
involved and the continued requirement of your Veteran's agent to make 
investigations at the home level, it is urgently recommended that a full 
time clerk be hired for 1967 to keep up with the required paper work in 
the Department. Wehave had aparttime clerk for the past eleven years 
shared between Veterans Services and the Selectmen's office. Due to 
the increased work in both offices the part time clerk has not been able 
to keep up with work. 


More andmore service is required of your agent at the home level 
due to age, illness and transportation problems of many of our older 
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veterans, widows and dependents. During 1966 more than eighteen hun- 
dred contacts were made to the Department of Veterans Services by 
veterans and their dependents. 


The use of the Veterans Administration Hospitals has been made 
possible to keep our local expenditures down for this type expenditure. 
We wish to thank the Chief of Police, Robert Doherty and his men for 
their cooperation for ambulance services during the year. This contin- 
ued service has helped to keep our expenditures down. 


Expenditures for medical, subsistence, and burial benefits to- 
taled $28,947.32 for 1966. All those who applied for benefits under 
Chapter 115 of the General Laws and found eligible were granted bene- 
fits as prescribed by law. The State has already increased the budgets 
for some benefits for 1967 and our new budget recommended reflects 
these increases. Approximately 50% of these expenditures are paid 
back to the Town by the State when monthly returns are approved of ex- 
penditures made. 


Veterans and their dependents may receive information or help 
when needed by calling at our office during the day from 9 A.M. to 4:30 
P.M. or by calling 378-2581 during the day or Wednesday evenings from 
7 P.M. to 10 P.M. or by calling my home at 378-3168 in the evenings.

Report of the Junior High School 
Planning and Building Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The following is a report of the activities of this committee for 
the year 1966. On May 2, 1966 the sum of $1, 622,000.00 was voted to 
build and equip a new Junior High School for our town. Upon receiving 
bids for construction of this building, we found a deficit of $65,000.00. 
The committee received the plans and specifications and found it im- 
possible to delete items am ounting toenoughmoney to be able to go ahead 
with construction. The constant increase in all building materials in 
1966 was what caused the bid prices to be higher than was estimated. 
On October 17, 1966, this committee at a special town meeting asked for 
an additional $65,000.00 to be able to complete the proposed project. 
This amount of money was voted. 


In October of 1966, acontractwas signed with the Rocheford Con- 
struction Co., Inc. of Framingham, who was low bidder. The open win- 
ter has allowed tremendous progress in construction of the Junior High 
School. The committee is pleased tobe able to say that to date all phases 
of the project are very satisfactory. We are in hopes that the building 
will be complete and ready for occupancy by January 1968.

Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


We herewith submit the following report of the activities of the 
Board of Public Assistance as they pertain to the five categories of as- 
sistance administered by the Board. 


During the year 1966, there were several changes in the programs 
thatare administered by this department. On April 1, 1966 a new sys- 
tem of budgeting was developed which t»ok in consideration a cost of 
living increase of 5%. This increase applied to all categories of assis- 
tance. On May 1, 1966, there was an increase in the amount of assis- 
tance allowed those persons who were patients in nursing homes. On 
September 1, 1966, the Medical Assistance for the Aged was disconti- 
nued and a new program known as Medical Assistance was inaugurated. 
This category of assistance took in all cases that had previously been on 
Medical Assistance rolls and all medical payments to recipients being 
aided by this department. 


The Medical Assistance program is administered in accordance 
with the provisions of Title VI of the Civil Right Act of 1964. Persons 
who reside in Massachusetts and meet the eligibility requirements listed 
below are eligible for medical assistance. Only the main points of this 
program are listed below and if more complete information is necessary 
it should be obtained from the Board of Public Welfare, which is the 
agency that determines the eligibility for the program. 


110 


PERSONS ELIGIBLE 


Medical Assistance will be available to the following individuals 
with medical care and services available in the same amount, duration 
and scope: 

1. All persons who are receiving Old Age Assistance, Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children and Disability Assistance (Medical 
Assistance replaced the Medical Assistance for the Aged Program. ) 

2. All persons who are eligible for Old Age Assistance, Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children or Disability Assistance but who have 
not yet applied for these programs. 

3. All persons who are eligible for Old Age Assistance, Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children or Disability Assistance except for the 
durational residence requirement, income or personal property, pro- 
vided they meet the eligibility requirements for Medical Assistance. 

4, All medically needy children under 21 years of age whose in- 
come andresources are sufficient for their maintenance but are insuffi- 
cient to meet the cost of medical and remedial care. 

5. All persons who reside in Massachusetts but who are tempo- 
rarily absent from the State are eligible, provided they meet all the eli- 
gibility requirements. 


FINANCIAL ELIGIBILITY 


Personal Property Exemption 
Personal property is defined as the ownership of bank deposits, 
securities, cash surrender value of life insurance, cash on hand or sim- 
ilar assets readily convertible into cash. 


An individual is allowed personal property up to $2,000. A mar- 
ried couple or family of two persons are allowed combined personal 
property up to $3,000. An additional sum of $100.00 shall be allowed 
for each additional dependent member of the family. 


Real Property 
Anapplicant may own real property used as a home from which he 
is absent because of mental or physical illness. Ownership of an in- 
terest in vacant land from which no income is derived affects eligiz 
lity. However. he applicant must agree to take immediate and contin- 
uing action t: dispose of the vacant land in order to become eligible. 


Income Exemptions 

The monthly net income exemptions is $180.00 for an individual 
and an additional exemption of $56.00 for each additional family mem- 
ber. For example, a family of father, mother and two children would 
have a monthly exemption of $348.00 or $4176.00 per year. If the an- 
nual net income totaled $4,700.00 for this family the excess over 
$4, 176.00 would be applied to the family's medical needs. Any additional 
amount of medical needs over $524. 00 annually would be paid under Medi- 
cal Assistance. 
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Exemption in Licensed Facilities 
A person receiving care in a licensed nursing home, licensed 
chronic hospital or approved medical institution who has income shall 
be allowed to retain the first $23.60 a month of such income for per- 
sonal needs. If the spouse is living outside of an institution there is an 
additional exemption up to $225.00 per month from their combined total 
monthly income for the maintenance of the spouse. 


Relatives Responsibility 
The financial responsibility of any person for any applicant or re- 
cipient of Medical Assistance will be limited to the responsibility of 
husband for wife, and of parents for children under 21 years, or blind, 
or permanently and totally disabled. 


Life Insurance 
There is no restriction regarding the amount of life insurance a 
person may have. However, in order to meet Federal requirements, 
the cash surrender value of life insurance must be considered in the 
determination of personal property. 


Place of Application 
Application for Medical Assistance is made withthe Boardof Pub- 
lic Welfare in the city or town where the applicant resides. 


MEDICAL ASSISTANCE 
Under this new program, which was effective September 1, 1966, 
we made vendor medical payments in the amount of $30,498.26 and we 
were reimbursed from the Federal Government $13, 100. 13 and $8, 537.46 
from the Commonwealth. 


MEDICAL ASSISTANCE FOR THE AGED 
At the end of August 1966, when this program was discontinued, 
we had 56 cases, and a total of $44,622.56 was expended in behalf of 
these cases. We were reimbursed $23, 113.90 from the Federal Gov- 
ernment and $15,502.35 from the Commonwealth. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 
Under the Old Age Assistance program we aided 40 cases and 
they received $42,253.10. We received from the Federal Government 
$23,827.00 and from the Commonwealth $13,645.36. We recovered 
$12,536.51 from liens. 


DISABILITY ASSISTANCE 
Onthis program, during the year, we had 7 active cases of which 
3 were closed and on December 31, 1966, we have 4 active cases. We 
spent $9,560.51, andwe received from Federal $3,688.00 and from the 
Commonwealth $4, 074.70. 


AID TO FAMILIES WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


OnJanuary 1, 1966, wehad9 active cases on this category, during 
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the year we accepted 12 new cases making a total of 21 cases aided dur- 
ing the year, We closed 6 cases and had 15 active cases December 31, 
1966. In these 21 cases, 14 adults and 52 children were being aided. 
$23,326.45 was expended on behalf of these families and we received 
$11,418.92 fromthe Federal Government and $7,083.25 from the Com- 
monvwealth. 


GENERAL RELIEF 


Under the General Relief category of assistance, only those cases 
of short duration are aided. This year we aided 6 families, consisting 
of 28 persons in the amount of $704.48. There were 3 persons hospi- 
talized and the hospitals were paid $329.60 in these cases. We were 
reimbursed $129.95 from individuals, and we have claimed $886.44 
from the Commonwealth.

New Police and Fire Station 


Plans for the new fire station were completed and bids were asked in 
March. On April 22 the bids of thirteen contractors were opened. On 
May 18 a contract was entered into with Mathews Construction Inc. of 
Mansfield, Mass. for a price of $130,489.00 and ground was broken 
shortly thereafter. Despite considerable material and manpower delays 
the new station is rapidly nearing completion and occupancy is anticipated 
in the early spring. 


Plans for the building renovation to create a new Police Station were 
completed and approved by the committee and bids were asked in Sep- 
tember. 


On September 23 bids were opened from seven general contractors 
with a low bid of $57,643.00 and a high bid of $84,820.00. It was the 
unanimous opinion of the committee that these figures were too great an 
expenditure for the townspeople and the architect was recalled for dis- 
cussion. He suggested that he redesign the plans at no additional cost 
to the town in hopes that it might lower the overall! cost. On November 
28 new bids were opened from nine general contractors. The low bid- 
der was Henry Cahill Inc. of Abington, Mass. 


AtaSpecial Town Meeting in December additional funds were appro- 
priated and on the 10th of January a contract was signed with Henry Ca- 
hill Inc. for $42,769.00. 


Renovation work will start immediately upon the building being va- 
cated, and a proposed completion date will be three months thereafter.

In 1966 industrial growth in the town of East Bridgewater has contin- 
ued ata slow but steady pace. Beauty Form Plastics has occupied its 
new home on Spring Street and are now preparing plans for a future 
building. 


Onthe easterly side of Spring Street the McStowe Engineering Comp- 
any has completed and occupied its new building and as with other new 
plants locating in town, has erected a structure of which the town may 
point with pride. 


A certainamount of interest has been shown in the unused land in the 
north central part of town, much of which is already industrially zoned, 
that itmightbe presentedas one large package. Some real estate people 
feel that this would induce a large company to locate here but a great 
deal of effort would be required to rezone some areas and could present 
a problem in the overall plan. 


Once again the committee would like to point out the vital need for 
more industrial taxdollars. Thiscan only be accomplished by receiving 
the full support and confidence of all the townspeople.

Report of the School Committee 
To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Furthering one of the School Committee policies, "to keep the cit- 
izenry intelligently informed of the purposes, values, conditions, and 
needs of public education in East Bridgewater", the following report is 
respectfully submitted. 


During the past five years the school population has increased by 
approximately 350 students rising from 1632 to 1970. Only by overusing 
all our facilities have we been able to avoid double sessions or classes 
of unproductive size. 


Since it is the responsibility of the School Committee to plan for 
the transportation, housing, feeding, health and social activities, as 
well as the education of these students, the committee has spent many 
hours in regular and special meetings to arrange the necessary details. 


With the knowledge that the citizens of East Bridgewater are anx- 
ious and willing to provide its future citizens with a quality education so 
they will be able to compete successfully as adults, we have continued 
to improve and enlarge the curriculum at all levels. The pupils attend- 
ing the new Junior High School will benefit greatly from a badly needed 
expanded program of studies and activities impossible to implement in 
the Intermediate School building. Withthe increase of space made avail- 
able at the Senior High School when the ninth grade will be removed to 
the new building, it is hoped to enlarge the science, business, library 
and visual aids areas which at present are static from lack of room in 
which to develop. 
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This year through the efforts of the Guidance Department, East 
Bridgewater has become one of the 34 towns and cities out of the 351in 
the Commonwealth to institute an ''on the job training" program. This 
is part of the State Education Program to curb the number of school 
drop-outs. The pupils aided by this program are required to attend 
schoolinthe morning to complete the basic education courses for grad- 
uation while the afternoon is spent in an "on the job" training program 
at some local place of business. . 


Recommendations of the evaluation committee of the New England 
Association of Secondary Schools, Inc. have become operative as the 
opportunities arise. This year department chairmen have been appoint- 
ed to Foreign Language, Social Science, English and Science. To ef- 
fect a smoother transition for the pupils going from one school to an- 
other, the chairman works with all the members of his department in 
grades 7 through 12. 


In compliance with the recent enactment of the General Court 
(Chapter 763 of the Acts of 1965) that grants the school professional the 
right to bargain collectively through representatives of their own choos- 
ing on questions of wages, hours and other conditions of employment and 
to engage in other concerted activities for the purpose of collective bar- 
gaining. ."'the School Committee has recognized the East Bridgewater 
Teachers Association as the legal bargaining agent. Special committee 
meetings have been held with this group and a new salary schedule has 
been agreedupon by both parties. It is the feeling of the committee that 
new schools, modernequipment, adequate supplies and the best planned 
curricula are provided tono avail if we are unable to hire and retain ex- 
cellent teachers touse these tools. With the new schedule we believe we 
will not only be able to attract teachers with previous classroom exper- 
ience but also prevent the loss of outstanding veteran teachers to sur- 
rounding towns where the salary schedules offer greater compensation. 


Many of the teachers throughout the system take advanced gradu- 
ate courses in their desire to continually increase and up-date their 
knowledge of their subject area. Supervisors, teachers and principals 
have been sponsored by the committee to attend meetings, conferences 
and seminars for greater professional competence and consequent bene- 
ficial improvement to their students. 


The school committee members have attended the Joint Conference 
of Massachusetts School Committees and Superintendents in West Har- 
wich, the Seminar for School Committee Members conducted at Boston 
University and the Area III meeting. 


Whenever possible the Committee has taken advantage of the Gov- 
ernment assistance in purchasing materials and equipment that would 
strengthen the educational program. Alistof items purchased with gov- 
ernment funds during the past year would include typewriters, record- 
ing equipment, calculators, sewing machines, mixers and slicersfor 
the cafeteria, tallescope, science equipment, maps and supplies. 
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The excellent service provided by the Public Library to the stu- 
dents in all the grades is invaluable to their complete education. Much 
assistance has been given to the Committee by Mrs. Robert Eastman, 
town librarian, in preparing the required government orders and forms 
that resulted inthe addition of 1212 items to the Central and High School 
libraries. Plans have been made to use the grant for 1967 to purchase 
books and equipment for the new Junior High School library. East 
Bridgewater is one of a very few secondary schools to have micro-film 
readers for useby the students. This equipment purchased by the com- 
mittee makes available to the pupils a fund of information on film that 
would be impossible to purchase in book form because of the expense, 
availability, and lack of space to stack the great number of volumes. 


The Evening Practical Arts School continues to be very popular 
with the adults and the Summer School is well attended by those pupils 
who wish to take advantage of receiving additional help in courses that 
have given them some difficulty. 


Maintenance programs have been in progress in all the buildings, 
much of the work being done by the school custodians. The kitchen area 
at the Intermediate School has been tiled and further improvements in 
the dining area will be made during the summer vacation period. Each 
year efforts are made to modernize this building so that it will continue 
to be useful to the system.

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Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the Members of the School Committee and 
the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


This is the tenth annual report it has been my privilege to submit 
as Superintendent of Schools in East Bridgewater. 


The School Committee and the Superintendent have spent many 
hours in 1966 searching into the details of curriculum, policies, and 
evaluations, as well as routine matters and budgetary allotments and ex- 
penditures. 


In February of 1966a law granting Massachusetts teachers collec- 
tive bargaining rights in the matter of wages and other conditions of em- 
ployment was passed. Your Superintendent of Schools commends both 
the School Committee and the East Bridgewater teachers for the ami- 
cable relationships shown in signing a contract mutually agreeable, as 
well as considerate of the taxpayers of East Bridgewater. There was 
no militancy evident in the East Bridgewater teachers that seems to be 
so widespread across the state. 


Ina staff of 89 teachers there are 16 new to the East Bridgewater 
Schools. This represents an 18% turnover and compares very favorably 
with the considerably higher state average of teacher turnover.

Six teachers were added due to increased enrollment and expanded 
course offerings throughout the system. 


Included in the expanded program are remedial reading at the el- 
ementary level, physical education, modern foreign language, driver 
education, and sciences at the high school level. 


Throughout the year bus problems continued to develop and have 
been partially met with additional routes and extended service. 


Several staff meetings have been devoted to the scheduling of the 
1967-68 programs pending the completion of the new junior high school 
sometime late in 1967 or early in 1968. Every possible effort will be 
made to prevent double sessions in September 1967. 


East Bridgewater became involved in the federally sponsored 
"Headstart" program in which 14 pre-first graders were given 8 weeks 
of summer kindergarten training under Public Law 89-10 Title I funds, 
which has proven its value in their first grade work. 


The following administrators' reports will give more detailed ac- 
counts of what has been done during the past year in our school system, 
and we urge all to read them so that they may be aware of what is being 
done to provide necessary means for a sound education for the children 
of our town. , 


Iwish to express my personal thanks to the School Committee for 
their cooperation in matters of policy. 


To all school personnel, the public library staff, the many civic 
organizations and any others who have helped our schools and children 
may I say that I am truly grateful for your cooperation and dedicated 
service in our Common cause.

Report of the Principal 
of the High School 


To Stanley B. Goldman, Superintendent of Schools: 


There are 98 Seniors at East Bridgewater High School this year. 
One hundred and sixty seven incoming Freshman are exvected to enter 
in the Fall. This is an increase of 69 students and willprobably require 
3 additional teachers. There are fourteen classes at the high school 
with 30 or more students in each class. Another additional teacher is 
requested to relieve this situation. 


This year four fifth grade classes were assigned to the high school. 
To accomplish this, two large classrooms were divided and the study 
hall was moved to the cafeteria. Twenty-five new tables and 100 new 
chairs were purchased for the cafeteria to make this transition more 
comfortable. 


Five Department Heads have now been appointed. English, Mr. 
Albert Kjellerstedt; Languages, Mr. Donald Ketcham; Mathematics, 
Mr. Robert Magner; Science, Miss Mary Ellen Payne; and Social Stu- 
dies, Mr. Everett Lays. Basic functions of the Department Heads are 
to assist and advise the principal in coordinating instruction, in super- 
vision and in securing books, equipment, and maintaining inventory. 
Each department has had many meetings andinmost cases, faculty mem- 
bers from the Intermediate Schoolhave attended the meetings. Each de- 
partment has undertaken the writing of courses of study for the classes 
in the department. A brief survey of each department follows: 
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English: A cumulative writing sample file has been set up designed to 
show individual student's progress. Supplementary reading lists are be- 
ing prepared and supplementary reading record cards are being kept to 
record outside reading from grade 9 - 12. Business English texts have 
been introduced this year for use with students interested in business 
courses. Standard diagnostic tests in reading are being considered to 
stress recognition and evaluation of reading problems. Top college- 
preparatory divisions from all classes attended performances of Shakes- 
peares’Julius Caesar and Hamlet in Cambridge in the late fall. 


Languages: The language offerings have been expanded to include Span- 
ish II. Nextyear we plantocontinue with Spanish and offer a third year. 
A storage cabinet, tapes and other language material have been pur- 
chasedunder NDEA Title Ill. The Language Department has participated 
in two field trips; one to the play ''Man of La Mancha"; the other was to 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. We are continuing to teach French at 
the grade 8 level. 


Mathematics: Various teaching aids have been purchased under NDEA. 
These include mathematics projectuals, filmstrips, and a printing cal- 
culator. Over 50 new books covering most all areas of mathematics 
have been added to the library. A field trip was made to MIT and stu- 
dent representatives attended the Computer Conference at the Pruden- 
tial Building. Guest lecturers have been secured in the mathematical 
areas and proved very interesting. 


Science: The science departmenthas utilized NDEA Title III in the pur- 
chase of over $10,000 worth of equipment and materials for the depart- 
ment, including non- breakage glassware, a portable lab, overhead pro- 
jectors and screens, retrigerator and many other pieces of fine equip- 
ment for Earth Science, Biology, Chemistry, and Physics. Also addi- 
tional requests are planned to include not only equipment but additional 
storage facilities. 

The library has secured many books and reference materials in 
the science area for student enjoyment and education. 

Four new courses have been introduced into the science area and 
contribute significantly in meeting our aims. They are: Applied Phy- 
sics, Applied Biology, Chemistry at the sophomore level with labora- 
tories and Biology 11 and 12 with accompanying laboratory periods. 

Electrical outlets have been installed in the Biology laboratory at 
individual stations for laboratory use. 

Science book lists are also being prepared. 


Social Studies: Many history related books, maps, andan overhead pro- 
jector have been ordered through NDEA Title II]. The student exchange 
group is sponsored and organized by the Social Studies Department. 

Fieldtrips are planned in areas where learning situations aretav- 
orable. The U.N. Trip proved of value last year and is planned again 
for this year. A trip to the legislature is now being discussed. 


Business Department: Thebusiness department has also secured some 
new equipment and storage cabinets under the Federal Vocational (PL 
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88-210) Education Act. A printing calculator, record player, portable 
listening laboratory, and several adding machines have been added to 
the department. A combination two-period typing and transcription 
course was in operation this year for seniors. This in addition to book- 
keeping and office practice provides them with a solid background in 
business subjects. 


Money has been provided in the budget for a remedial-develop- 
mental reading teacher. Since competent reading is basic to all educa- 
tion this is a big step forward for East Bridgewater. 


Many faculty members continue work on higher degrees and im- 
prove their educational background by attending summer school, ex- 
tension courses, afternoon and evening courses and workshops. They 
also attend various conventions and professional meetings for self im- 
provement. 


Various assembly programs including literary, conservation, safe- 
ty, musical, occupational, and awards and honors were presented to the 
students during the year. 


East Bridgewater High School, which was reaccredited with the 
New England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools (NEACSS) 
two years ago, must in January turn in a two year evaluation report. 
This report will indicate the extent to which the high school has imple- 
mented the recommendations of the Visiting Committee. I am happy to 
report that through the cooperation of the faculty, superintendent and 
school committee, most of the major recommendations are now in op- 
eration. 


Colleges are being more and more selective with each new year. 
East Bridgewater High School hopes to continue to meet college educa- 
tional requirements andneeds. College entrance exams scores continue 
to be a major factor as an indication of a students potential in college, 
and all major colleges now require their applicants to take these tests 
prior to their acceptance into college. 


It should also be noted that the student's rank in class and high 
school record are also major indicators of college potential and that it 
is very difficult to obtain favorable college recommendations from high 
school without a (B) average. Since this is a minimum, favorable rec- 
ommendation to major four-year colleges requires a much better aca- 
demic average. 


A new Method of determining position in class is now in operation. 
It works as follows:

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H - represents honors or accelerated program; 1 - represents classi- 
calcollege course; 2 - represents college prep. course; 3 - represents 
business course or equivalent; 4 - represents general course; A,B,C, 
D,E, represents the letter grades in each course. The matrix of num- 
bers represents the point value of a specific letter grade for a given 
level of learning. The level of learning should indicate the intensity of 
materials being presented. For example, a student in level 2 is ex- 
posed to a more sophisticated approach in a given subject area than a 
student enrolled in a level 3 track. Attaching numerical value to these 
levels will indicate to a teacher, college, or industry the degree of dif- 
ficulty of student achievement in a given subject. Relative to class rank 
students now can be recognized for their achievement in electing and 
succeeding the more difficult subject areas. Because business is the 
only vocational curriculum taught the rank in class standing is conducted 
just for these students. 


It is our belief that this is a fairer indication as to class position 
and will result in college admission officers reacting more favorably on 
some applicants. This willalso indicate to business colleges and indus- 
try a student's achievement. 


I wish to extend my thanks and those of the faculty to the East 
Bridgewater Library Associationfor providing the high school with such 
fine library services during the year. 


On behalf of the graduates, I wish to extend thanks to the many 
organizations and individuals who continue to favor education with awards 
and scholarships. 


I wish also to extend my thanks to the High School Faculty for 
their excellent cooperation, help, and advice. 


To the Superintendent of Schools, The East Bridgewater School 
Committee, the Custodial Staff, the Cafeteria Staff, and to all personnel 
who have helped in so many ways to develop our educational program I 
am truly grateful. 

To each parent, I extend a hearty invitation to visit school at any 


time, to stop in at the principal's office and discuss any problem or sit- 
uation which may be of concern to you.

Report of the Principal 
of the Intermediate School 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


It is with pleasure and gratification that I submit my first report 
as principal of the Intermediate School. 


A Junior High School (and this is substantially what we are) pur- 
ports to serve many functions, the most obvious of which is to carry on 
the work of the elementary school. 


We are attempting, in the seventh grade, to have our groupings 
more closely parallel those of the sixth grade. Coming from the sixth 
grade selfcontainedclassroom to a seventh grade departmentalized sys- 
tem is difficult. These students also begin to meet with up to seven 
differentteachers. Thisis difficult and confusing enough for the student 
without the added burden of being tracked into a particular stream of 
learning. 


In the sixth, seventh and eighth grades this year we are offering, 
onapurely elective basis, several clubs and activities. They meet one 
period during the week and give the student an opportunity to elect some- 
thing in his or her own interest area. These clubs or activities for 
sixth grade include Sewing Club, Chorus, Sports Club, Travel Club, 
Models, French Club, Art Club, Math. Club. Grades seven and eight 
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clubs include Girls’ Chorus, French Club, Math Club, Dramatics Club, 
Science Club and Journalism. 


We are pleased to announce the following replacements and addi- 
tions to our Intermediate School Faculty. 


1. Miss Donna Lioy, a graduate of Bridgewater State College, 
who is now enriching our French program. 

2. Mrs. Marion Spencer, a graduate of the University of North 
Carolina, who is presently in the Language Arts and Journalism area. 

3. Mr. George Oliviero, a graduate of Tufts University and who 
is now teaching seventh grade mathematics. Mr. Oliviero has been most 
successful with our cross country team and is now working with our in- 
tramural basketball program. 

4. Mr. Gordon Ross, a graduate of Bridgewater State College, 
is now teaching grade seven science. He served as freshman football 
coach and is also working with our intramural bi sketball program. 

5. Miss Judith Kraemer’, a graduate of Boston University's Sar- 
gent College, is now teaching girls’physical education in grades seven 
and eight and a newly-initiated program in grade six. 


Several special events have taken place, some of which include: 
Parent Conferences, both day and evening, Grade eight Promotional 
Exercises, Heritage Day Convention, Christmas Assembly and various 
field trips. Weare particularly indebted to the East Bridgewater Com- 
mercial Clubfor sponsoring the grade six trip to Benson's Animal Farm 
in Hudson, New Hampshire and to the Parent Teacher Association for 
making it possible for the grade eight students to participate in the Her- 
itage Trail tour last spring. 


The fact that our building is old means that we must constantly 
consider repairs and improvements. We are pleased that the cafeteria 
has been partially remodelled and we are continuing this effort through 
thissame generalarea. Many other minor repairs and remodeling have 
been done and are being done through the efforts of our custodians. 


We are particularly looking forward to the time when the new Jun- 
ior High School becomes operational so that we may expand our program 
to more effectively meet the needs of our junior high school youth. 


Personally, I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Town 
of East Bridgewater. You have, through the efforts of a dedicated and 
energetic School Committee, a very able and helpful Superintendent of 
Schools,and the hard work, time and effort of a most capable staff, given 
your forward looking support to an improved educational program for 
your early adolescent youth.

Report of the Principal 
of the Central School 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


I am pleased to submit the following report of activities of the 
Central School for the year 1966: 


In January the total enrollment in the Central School was 900. By 
December it had grown to 951. In September four Grade Five classes 
were housed at the High School. Our enrollment was distributed as fol- 
lows: Grade One, eight classes; Grade Two, six classes; Grade Three, 
seven classes; Grade Four, seven classes; Grade Five, five classes; 
Special Instruction, one class. 


In addition to the regular assembly programs presented during the 
period from January to June, a special safety program was held for all 
pupils on March 23by Mr. Lantry of the Registry of Motor Vehicles and 
Mr. Robert Doherty, Chief of Police. 


A registration day for pupils entering Grade One was held on May 
4, On that day 166 pupils were registered. However, the actual en- 
rollment in September was over 200. It would help tremendously with 
classroom needs if parents could arrange to register their children at 
registration time. 


Our testing program continued to.serve many purposes. Group 
mental ability tests were administered to all pupils in Grades One, Two, 
and Four. Individual mental maturity tests were given to selected pu- 
pils. In May achievement tests were taken by pupils of all grades. 
Diagnostic reading tests supplied valuable teaching information through- 
out the year. Social studies and arithmetic tests were useful teaching 
tools in revealing reteaching needs. 


In September there were several newteachers. Miss Mary O'Neill 
was engaged to teach in Grade One. Mrs. Amber Sheibley was elected 
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to teach in Grade Two. Miss Annette Roupenian was placed in Grade 
Three. Miss Marjory Cole, Miss Mary MacDermott, and Mr. David 
Rodriquenz were assigned to Grade Five. Miss Judith Kraemer was el- 
ected to teach physical education. 


A formal program of physical education was begun in September 
under the direction of Mr. Malewicz. Miss Kraemer held weekly classes 
for the pupils of Grades One and Two on a monthly basis and met with 
teachers of Grades One and Two to guide them in developing a program 
at those levels. 


Miss York began teaching classes in remedial reading in October. 
Pupils of Grades Two, Three, and Four were selected to participate in 
these classes. 


First graders were again dismissed at noon through September 
23. Thisnoondismissal has made adjustment to first grade a smoother 
and happier experience. 


In September, school hours were changed to 8:55 A, M. as the be- 
ginning time and 3:05 P.M, as the dismissal time. This change allowed 
us to comply with State Department of Education requirements for the 
length of the school day. 


Dr. Paul Sowsy began his dental examination of all pupils in Sep- 
tember. Dr. Sowsy replaced Dr. Henry A. Fraser who had faithfully 
served the school since September, 1925. I wish to express my apprec- 
iation to Dr. Fraser for the services rendered to our children during 
these years. 


With the increase in enrollment throughout the school system, 
Mrs. Jean Barnes was engaged as a nurse at the Central School full 
time beginning in September. This additional time released Mrs. Phy- 
lis Hartman to give needed attention to the health program at the other 
schools. 


On October 4 Miss Priscilla Seabury and Miss Elizabeth Lannon 
from Boston University began their student teaching in Grades Three 
and Four under the guidance of Mrs. Lapierre. 


To allow for speedier dismissal from the lunchroom, another 
soiled dish return opening was constructed in the kitchen. This second 
opening made it possible for pupils to move in two lines as they finished 
eating and returned their trays. 


In order to reduce the number of pupils on each bus, another bus 
was added on November 17 to make a total of eight buses. Since each 
bus made two trips, our distribution routes increased to sixteen trips. 


Parent-teacher conferences were arranged on November 21 and 
on the evening of November 22. These conferences have proved fruit- 
ful in helping to guide the pupils in their school progress. In addition 
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to this conference time, teachers have met with numerous parents through 
the year to discuss more thoroughly ways to assist the children. 


Iam grateful to our teachers for their splendid cooperation and to 
all school personnel, parents, and other persons and organizations who 
have helped in many ways to develop a good educational program.

Report of the Director of Guidance 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 
I submit herewith my report for the year 1966. 


The testing program continued with the same schedule set up in 
1965. The High School Placement Test was given to 146 eighth graders 
on March 4. Individual conferences were arranged with parents so that 
with a combination of teachers! recommendations, achievements and ed- 
ucational ability, a course of study could be formulated for eighth grade 
students entering the highschool. In order to facilitate our program for 
next year's freshman class, the High School Placement Test was given 
on December 20 to 162 eighth graders. Plans are indefinite as to par- 
ental conferences pertaining to these tests at this time. 


Twenty-four Junior students took the National Merit Scholarship 
Qualifying Test in March and four were recipients of a National Merit 
Letter of Commendation signifying that they scored in the upper two 
percent of the students across the country who will graduate in 1967. 


In October, 109 students took the Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude 
Test and as a whole did exceptionally well. 


In November, all Senior boys took the Aptitude Qualifying Exam 
given at the high school by representatives of the U. S. Air Force. This 
test in no way commits the student to military service; however, itis 
used to help determine occupational aptitude of the student. 


On November 1, 26 Freshman and Sophomores took the National 
Educational Development Test. Of this number, 13 received Certificates 
of Educational Development which indicates they scored in the upper ten 
percent of the students in the country. 


The Betty Crocker Test was given in December to 54 Senior girls 
in a nationwide search for the Homemaker of Tomorrow. 


The Iowa Test of Educational Development was administered to 156 
Freshman students and the Lorge-Thorndike Intelligence Test was given 
to 117 Seniors and 148 Sophomores. 
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Sixty-seven Juniors took the College Entrance Examination Boards 
and as a group did an outstanding job. 


In January, the Guidance Department met with the Juniors and Se- 
niors regarding early admission programs, and regular college admis-~ 
sion procedures were explained to both groups. 


During the school year, many speakers visited our school in con- 
nection with occupational conferences. However, these conferences 
were cut to a minimum from September on, due to overcrowding at the 
high school and lack of adequate space for the speakers. 


Once again, the guidance office kept busy readying application 
forms and students for college admissions. Fifty-two colleges in 21 
states issued 80 acceptances to 57 students. 


The Guidance Director wishes to express gratitude to members of 
the faculty, administration, office personnel and the School Committee 
for cooperation with Guidance to better serve our individual students. 
Together with parents we all unite in our common goal not only to iden- 
tify youth's talents, totrain him to utilize his talents and skills to better 
serve himself, his country, and the world.

Report of the Music Department 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


It is my pleasure to submit the following report of music activi- 
ties for 1966. : 


Vocal music in the elementary grades has continued to progress 
under the leadership of Mrs. Rene Lapierre. Another set of music 
books in our new series was purchased for grade five and a partial set 
for grade six. Alarge number of recordings and a stereo tape recorder 
for the Central School have been procured by Mrs. Lapierre through 
federal N.D.E.A. funds. Tape recorded listening lessons are being 
developed for the enrichment of our elementary pupils. 


Two Boston University student teachers each worked with Mrs. 
Lapierre in a third, fourth and sixth grade. 


Due to crowded facilities at the Intermediate School, the junior 
high program was shortened to seventh grade general music. The 
eighth grade elective was a chorus which now has over forty girls. The 
full program will be returned with the facilities and personnel antici- 
pated in our new junior high school. 
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Instrumental beginners numbered seventy-eight this year in wind 
and stringedinstruments. Two cellos were the most significant addition 
to our growing orchestra program. 


Senior band has had a Pops Concert, and Exchange program with 
Ayer High School, Southeast District Audition Festival in Fairhaven, 
a Spring Concert, a special program of the East Bridgewater Woman's 
Club with Myron Floren anda Christmas Program with the chorus. The 
Ayer Exchange, incidentally, gave our students a look at the Training 
Center at Fort Devens for soldiers going to Viet Nam; an unforgettable 
experience for all. 


Individual students auditioned for several music festivals: Six 
students attended Southeast District in Hingham; three at Mass. All State 
in Fitchburg; ten at S.E.M.S.B.A. inDuxbury; threeat All New England 
inFalmouth. Sofar this school year, eleven students were selected for 
Southeast District, nine attended New England Solo Ensemble Festival 
and four have auditioned for Mass. All State. The competition is keen 
anda significant number of East Bridgewater musicians are represent- 
ing us at these excellent festivals. 


In addition to a small vocal ensemble which meets at night, there 
is one chorus of 130 at the high school. There should be more opportu- 
nities invocal music and courses in music harmony, theory and history 
at the high school level. More students are showing an interest in 
music vocations and avocations and they must be adequately prepared. 


My thanks to the principals for their cooperation in an effort to do 
the best we can with the staff and facilities that now exist, and to you, 
Mr. Goldman, for your support in the continued growth of Music in the 
life of our students and community. 


Once again a special word of appreciation to‘the custodians who 
provide significant assistance to the Music Department throughout the 
year.

Report of the Art Department 


The Art Department is pleased to report a continued growth and 
development for the academic year 1965 - 1966. More than ever the 
teachings of the Humanities becomes evident as a prime necessity in 
education in our time. Too much we have emphasized material results 
of Science to the neglect of moral and spiritual values - values found 
through an understanding of total man - not man as a biological devel- 
opment - notmanas amathematical formula - but man as a whole - man 
as a unity of the Spiritual and the Material. To this end, we in the Hu- 
manities hope for a Renaissance - a re-birth in Education away from 
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arbitrary route scheduling, away from present set patterns of course 
planning, whereby little consideration is given the individual needs of the 
individual child. An opportunity should be made available under the gui- 
dance of parents andateacher to plan courses of education for our young 
peopleas though they were truly total beings possessed of individual 
needs and not as computerized units of a pseudo scientific compulsion 
to solve all problems as blocks or mass forms. To this end your Art 
Departmentas a part of the Humanities dedicates a sincere share of its 
energies. 


We have enjoyeda year of some progress. Most considerably has 
this beenso at the Junior High School level. Here we have expanded the 
limited facilities of our art room with much needed storage facilities for 
student's work. Moreover, expert scheduling by this Principal has made 
it possible for us to keep up with increasing student demands for elec- 
tive art even under such trying circumstances as expanding school pop- 
ulation and contracting facilities and with little or no need for additional 
monetary outlay. 


Our need at the elementary level is essentially the same - a need 
forthe development of the present art room and a re-thinking of sched- 
uling to provide a sequential learning situation in the area of art. 


Art at the High School level also needs more careful considera- 
tion given to the Humanistically centered child - consideration to the end 
that the needs of all types of children may be met through Art - met 
by proper planning, cutting through if necessary the red tape of college, 
general or vocational group levels to grant each child its educational 
needs. Here again, Mr. Goldman, our need is not wholly one of facili- 
ties or monetary outlay, but one of re-thinking to provide the greatest 
benefit inthe Humanities through Art to the greatest number of students 
at this level. 


In conclusion, Mr. Goldman, we would like to thank you and the 
School Board and our many friends on the staff for their fine cooperation 
and assistance this year. We look forward confidently to a new school 
year of greater development of our young people.

The Cross Country team enjoyed another successful season with 
many runners finishing within the top.ten at the South Shore Principals' 
and League meets.

The Football team completed a successful season with a Thanks- 
giving Day victory and secured the firstleg of the third Boosters Club 
Trophy.

Report of the Dental Hygienist 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


I herewith submit the following annual report of the School Dental 
Department. 


The pre-school dental examinations conducted by Dr. Fraser in 
June 1966 were as follows: 


62 examinations 
37 needed dental work 
25 showed no defects 


In September 1966, 1893 pupils in Grades 1-12 were examined by 
Dr. Sowsy using Type Four Method (dental mirror, explorer and ade- 
quate illumination.) These examinations required 20 hours. The exam 
of the pupils absent on the appointed days by Dr. Sowsy were completed 
by the school dental hygienist. These dental findings were sent home for 
parents' information and signature. They were returned to the dental 
office and recorded in the dental health department records. The results 
of these dental examinations were as follows: 


Teeth and mouths in good condition Grades 1-12 703 
Prophylaxis were done in Grades 1-6 and 8 1057 
Sodium Fluoride with Phosphate treatments 

Grades 2, 5, and 8 450 
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Chairside and classroom instructions with audio - visual equip- 
ment were given in dental health and diet, also daily care of teeth and 
equipment by the child himself. 


Dental health education material was provided by the dental depart- 
ment for classroom study. 


Requested dental work by Dr. Fraser was completed in grade one. 
Dental work completed in grade two as time allowed. The fees for the 
dental clinic work by Dr. Fraser and Dr. Sowsy were paid to the Dental 
Hygienistand transferred to Mr. Stanley B. Goldman, Superintendent of 
Schools for deposit in the School Dental Account.

Report of the Supervisor of Cafeterias 
To Mr. Goldman, Superintendent of Schools: 


Our Managementis the same as last year with Mrs. Eleanor Ellis 
at the Central School, Mrs. Virginia Perkins at the Intermediate School 
and Mrs. Florence Tarantino at the High School. The three Managers 
and I attended the Stonehill College Conference for School Lunch Workers 
held the week before school opened in September. Last April I attended 
the full session of three days of the workshop held each spring vacation 
in Boston, others attended on separate days. I spent the last week in 
June at the Summer Conference at the University of Massachusetts in 
Amherst, in the advanced course, and also attended the three day ses- 
sion of the Massachusetts Foods Service Association at Swampscott in 
September. Several attended the Fall Conference held in Somerset in 
October. I am pleased that so many have become interested in these 
informative affairs which are made available to us by the State School 
Lunch Program. 


Pay scaleas of November lst gives us a minimum wage of $1.25 
per hour, with raises of 5¢ per hour per year of service on January 
firstofeachyear, up toa maximum of $1.75. There are seventeen full 
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and part-time employees in addition to the three Managers and the Sup- 
ervisor. 


Lunches have not been raised in price in our schools as they have 
in so many other places. So far we are meeting our expenses. The 
Central School charges 20¢ and the other schools 25¢ per plate. Milk 
is 3¢ per carton to students and 8¢ to adults. Adult lunches are 45¢, 
anincrease of 10¢ over last year. We receive a subsidy of 4¢ per car- 
ton of milk and 9¢ per "A" plate. 


Our type "A" lunch includes 2 oz. protein (cooked weight), 3/4 
cup serving of two or more vegetables or fruit, or both, one slice en- 
riched bread or the equivalent, two teaspoons butter or fortified mar- 
garine, one-half pint whole, unflavored milk, a Vitamin C food daily 
and a Vitamin A food twice a week. These requirements will give a 
child from the ages of nine through twelve, one third the needed nour- 
ishment for the day. 


Our average place count is 1300 per day with a 69% participation 
average for all schools, up 2% over last year. We serve a la carte 
sandwiches, ice cream and cookies atthe High School and only ice cream 
at the other schools. An average of 1800 cartons of milk are purchased 
daily. 


This past year work has been done at the Intermediate School kit- 
chen to make it more efficient and attractive. Major purchases for the 
year included a 60 qt. mixer for the Central School and a 60 qt. mixer 
and automatic slicer for the High School. 


Government commodities received have averaged $1100 per month. 


OUR AIM - to serve nourishing, generous and attractive lunches 
within our limits and to educate the students to eat varied food in a 
pleasant atmosphere. 


I thank my Managers for their interested cooperation, also you, 
Mr. Goldman, the School Committee, the Principals and the Teachers. 
A special thanks to the Custodians in all three schools.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 
We hereby submit our report for the year ending December 31, 1967. 


It is with a great deal of satisfaction that we will attempt to report to 
you some ofthe major activities of our Town during the past year. Routine 
business was carried onatour meetings every Monday evening at 7:30 P.M. 
and Board members also attended many other committee meetings during 
the week. 


After more than a year of working on the construction of our new Fire 
Station, the Fire Department moved inand "open house''was held on Septem- 
ber 16, 1967; also renovations of the former Fire Station on Maple Avenue 
into a Police Station, was completed and "open house" was held the same 
day. This gave the townspeople of East Bridgewater an opportunity to ob- 
serve where their money was spent, and also gave them a sense of pride in 
our new buildings, which will serve the town for many years to come. The 
building formerly used as the Elmwood Fire Station is now being occupied 
by the Tree Department, and gives them adequate housing for their supplies 
etc. Weare pleased to report that construction is nearly completed on our 
Junior High School and a more detailed report may be found in this book. 


We also take this opportunity to commend the Water Commissioners 
for their continued endeavors in giving the Townof East Bridgewater an ade- 
quate and satisfactory supply of water. Our Water Tower was painted this 
year and makes a very attractive land mark. 


Our appointed boards and commissions continue to impress one and all 
with their dedication and zeal. Their individual reports may be found in 
other sections of the town report. These people who give freely of their 
time inaday and age when many people do not seem to have time enough to 
participate more fully in municipal affairs, deserve our respect. 


Along with our routine work, we have continued to improve street light- 
ing where it was felturgent, also new street signs and "'caution" signs were 
installed throughout town under the directionof Mr. Richard M. Hennessey, 
Highway Surveyor.

The year of 1967 has been a year of progress inmanyareas. The new 
police station has been a great step in updating the effectiveness and ef- 
ficiency of the entire department. Also, professional schooling of the 
personnel has made the members of the department more knowledgeable 
with the various aspects of a policemans function. This year two men 
graduated from Brockton Police Academy and three men completed a six- 
teen week course in criminal law at Northeastern University. 


Although a year of progress, the 1967 year has also indicated that 
additions to the department are necessary in order to operate in an ef- 
ficient manner. Due to the increase in ambulance calls and regular ac- 
tivities necessitating a police department vehicle, two new cruisers have 
been requested for next year, replacing the two now in service. 


Also, there is a need for two more permanent men on the force. At 
present there are eight permanent men including the chief. Although there 
are reserve or part-time officers, it is necessary that the men who pro- 
tect our citizens are well trained and dedicated to their profession. 
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It is anticipated that during the year of 1968, the town will continue to 
send its policemen for professional training. Three recent appoint- 
ments, andthe two additional men (if granted) will be sent to the Brockton 
Police Academy. This action is mandated by state law. It is also hoped 
that members of the force will continue to attend courses at Northeastern. 
In order toencourage attendance, the townpays the tuition and registration 
fees, as the men must go on their own time. 


As Chief of Police, I wish to express my appreciation not only to the 
members of the police department for their cooperation, but also to the 
many organizations of East Bridgewater which have worked faithfully to 
build a mutual respect for the law.

GENERAL MAINTENANCE 


The usual maintenance work has been done this year including fences 
and guard rails, street signs and warning signs.

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Report of the Housing Authority 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The past year has been one of frustration for the East Bridgewater 
Housing Authority. The frustration centered mainly around the inability 
of the authority to find a suitable piece of land on which to build low-rent 
housing for senior citizens. The problem with virtually every piece of 
land considered was the sub-surface conditions rendering the land un- 
acceptable from the point of view of sewage disposal. After many false 
starts and refusals by the Department of Public Health of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts,a site was selected off Central Street near the 
new Junior High School. At the present time this site has been inspected 
by the Division of Housing of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
conditions look very favorable for ultimate approval, purchase, and de- 
velopment. 


The firm of Haldeman and Goransson Associates of Brockton, Mass. 
has been appointed the architect for the project and they have been very 
helpful in site selection. Pending the approval of the selected site they 
are drawing preliminary plans fora 48 unit development with a community 
building. 


There is an ever increasing need for low-rent housing for senior citi- 
zens and regularly members ofthe authority receive requests for applica- 
tions. A burgeoning economy leaves those with fixed incomes behind and 
the carefully saved nest egg and well thought out retirement fund is found 
to be inadequate to meet today's expenses. It is the right of every person 
tolive in dignity. It is particularly the right of those senior citizens who 
have laid the groundwork for our economy to live in dignity and to enjoy 
the fruits of their labors. With this in mind the members of the East 
Bridgewater Housing Authority hope that the annual report for the year 
1968 will speak of a project nearing completion.

The record rains in 1967 contributed to the most serious problem in 
years. The rising water table not only re-hatched the spring species, but 
also immersed dormant eggs that were deposited years back. This 
caused an over-lapping of emerging adults throughout the warm seasons. 


The Project has extended itself during the past few years spraying in- 
dividual properties of those who have had an acute problem. This has 
been accomplished both by aerial sprays and ground equipment. Contin- 
uation of this adult phase is becoming next to impossible, as calls com- 
pound annually. Our job is to seek out breeding areas and to destroy the 
larvae or to eliminate the areas where possible and feasible. Time and 
money spent in backyards spraying adult mosquitoes is accomplishing 
nothing toward a permanent abatementprogram. Our budget remains con- 
stant and does not allow for the increasing costs of wages, insecticides 
equipment, nor rising fiscal expenditures. 


Towns are growing tremendously, and each house is a probable con- 
tributor to the mosquito problem. Catch basins, toys, open rubbish and 
garbage containers, flower pots, birdbaths, and open sewage are just a 
few breeding sites created by each new home. There are also old tires 
and car bodies, plus drainage trenches plugged with leaves and debris 
dumped by those toounconcerned with our problem to discard them in dis- 
posal areas. The filling of trenches and waterways reclaimed and con- 
structed by this Project is a violation of state statutes. 


We will continue our pre-hatch treatments in the winter months, plus 
larvaciding programs during the breeding months. We will continue to 
spray the municipal parks and playgrounds, dumps and disposal areas, 
schools and churchyards, plus our weekly inspections and treatments to 
known breeding areas. 


Indiscriminate aerial applications for nuisance mosquitoes are too 
complex, costly, and a subject of controversies and suits. DDT and 
other long lasting residual insecticides are becoming a thing of the past 
in most instances. We, as well as conservation groups, are concerned 
with the future of our wildlife and estuarine complex, and will do our ut- 
most to minimize any potential hazards in this regard. 


Our trenching units are busy most months of the year, but our budget 
now necessitates our utilizing equipment operators on spray equipment 
during the biting season. 


I wish to again thank the town officials, the Health Department, and 
also Mr. Gus Dube for their sincere interest and cooperation.

Report of the Tree Warden 


To the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The Tree Department moved to a new location in April of 1967. The 
department, previously housed in a privately owned building on Central 
St. , is now quartered at the corner of West and Bedford Streets in the old 
Elmwood Fire Station. A moderate remodeling to the inside of this struc- 
ture made it possible to place all the Tree Department's equipment under 
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the cover of one roof, with the exception of the winch truck which is kept 
at the former location. The building, although old, will be adequate for 
the department's use for a few years. 


Tree removaland tree planting are two of our major functions. There 
were 52 trees removed along the town streets during 1967. Almost 50% 
of the trees removed were Elms that had succumbed to the Dutch Elm 
Disease, about 25% were Maples, and the remainder removed were of 
various other species. All trees taken down were done so for the protec- 
tion of persons and/or property or for other necessary reasons. In the 
departments continuous effort to replace trees removed and provide future 
shade, a total of 92 trees were planted along the town streets. Norway 
and Sugar Maples were the prevailing species planted while a smaller 
percentage of Crimson (Red) King Maple, Mountain Ash, Flowering Crab, 
and Hawthorn were planted. It is worthy to note that in the department's 
planned program of Tree Planting the trees planted each year, over the 
past eight years, has doubled and in some years tripled the number of 
trees removed in any given year. 


The control of Brush along the roadsides, another major task, now in 
its second year under the jurisdiction of the Tree Department, continued 
during 1967. Approximately 6-1/2 miles of brush was cut. The stumpage 
of this brush was sprayed with an herbicide, while a follow up spray on 
the 7 miles of brush cut during 1966 was done with another type of brush 
killer. This system of cutting and spraying brush will continue in the 
coming years in an effort to inhibit this sometime overwhelming growth 
along the streets. 


Although tree removal, tree planting, and brush control are our major 
functions there are several other important tasks performed by the Tree 
Department that keep us on an active schedule throughout the year. The 
care of existing trees by pruning, cablin, surgery, and feeding; the main- 
tenance of the nursery during the summer months; repairing and main- 
taining much of our own equipment; and performing other miscellaneous 
tasks are all part of the departments work. 


It is with sincerity that I wish to thank my able employees, other town 
departments and officials, and the townspeople for their understanding, 
co-operation, and support in my work during the past year.

The Moth Department works as an intimate part of the Tree Department. 
Therefore, for practical purposes, the new location of the Tree Depart- 
ment, at the corner of West and Bedford Streets in the former Elmwood 
Fire Station, has also become the quarters for the Moth Department. 
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This building facilitates the housing of the department's equipment and 
pesticides. All pesticides kept in the building are stored in a separate 


enclosure within the structure and are secured under:lock for safety 
reasons. 


A dormant spray was applied in April to the majority of the town's 
Elm trees in an effort to control the Elm Bark Beetle, the victor of the 
Dutch Elm Disease. This was the first time the spray was applied by 
helicopter inthis town. The pilot, a man of long and knowledgable exper- 
ience in helicopter spraying, did a fine job. This method of dormant Elm 
spraying will be used in the coming year as it has been found to be safer, 
more economical, and more thorough than former methods used by the 
department. 


During the spring those areas infested by tent catapillars were sprayed. 
This insecthas been prevalent during the spring of each year for the past 
3 years, however; the tent catapillar was not as numerous during the 
spring of 1967 asin previous years. A spray program will be planned for 
the coming year with the hopes that this insect will not be as predor- 
mant as in the past. 


Poison ivy spraying was carried onas usual during the summer months. 
The spraying was done along the roadsides and on private property, where 
requested, and it was eliminated from those areas sprayed. This opera- 
tion will continue in the coming year in an effort to control this public 
nuisance. 


Many calls were received from homeowners in regards to hornet and 
wasp nests. As these insects can have a dangerous effect upon children 
and adults as well, the department felt justified in spraying nests when it 
was apossibility that they might be a harmful factor to people or the gen- 
eral public. 


Many thanks are again due to my workmen, town departments and offi- 
cials, and the townspeople for their understanding and co-operation in my 
work.

Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Selectmen and to the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Conservation Commission is happy to be able to report that during 
1967 three pieces ofland have been acquired for the town's future recrea- 
tional enjoyment. 


The Lot Phillips Co. , Corporation has given the town a tract of eight- 
een anda halfacres asa wildlife area, which lies astride the old Plymouth 
Coach Road and extends roughly eighteen hundred feet along the Satucket 
River. Plans are in the making for a suitable marker and for a future 
dedication. 


Three and a half acres of land have been donated to the Commission 
by former citizen, James W. Burhoe. We hopethat Mr. Burhoe's example 
will be followed by other citizens who wish to permanently preserve some 
favorite beauty-spot for the enjoyment of their townspeople. 


A twenty acre section off Elm Street has been offered to the town by 
the Brockton Y.M.C.A. This area has a great potential for recreational 
opportunities as well as for wildlife habitat. Acceptance of this tract is 
being held pending town meeting approval which would make the town 
eligible for state or federal aid for its development. 


Water access is being sought both to the Satucket River and its trib- 
utaries as well as to the town's only great pond. We have interested cer- 
tain state agencies to the point of a probable agreement to install a boat 
launching ramp and an adjacent parking area. In addition, severai of our 
members have takena number of field trips to view possible canoe launch- 
ing sites and to make closer acquaintence with our water resources. 


Your Conservation Commission feels that there is much to be done to 
preserve the beauty and attractiveness of the town; that it would be good 
business to build a substantial Conservation Fund more rapidly so that as 
crises develop or bargains present themselves the Commission would be 
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able to take immediate action. Surrounding towns have been more gene- 
rous and farseeing with their Commissions in this respect. 


An excellent spirit exists among the Commission members. Two of 
them have attended every regular meeting since its inception. We would 
like here to express our gratitude to practically every town agency for 
their friendly advice and assistance. As anexample: the Selectmen have 
made their office available for our regular meetings which take place the 
third Thursday of the month at 7:30 P.M. We extend to any interested 
citizen or group a cordial invitation to attend.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Dear Sirs: 


In 1910 the population of East Bridgewater was about 3,400 persons and 
in 1950 this figure had increased by 1,000 to about 4,400 persons. Over 
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this 40 year period growth was gradual, increased primarily by a natural 
excess of births over deaths with little net in-migration over out-migration. 
From 1950 to 1960 the population increased by 1,700 persons or 39%, a rise 
indicative of the nationwide suburban growth beginning at this time. Since 
1960 the population of East Bridgewater has increased by about 2, 000 per- 
sons resulting ina present population of over 8,000. Projected figures in- 
dicate that the Town will continue to grow at this high rate for at least the 
next decade. 


These figures indicate that the Town is certainly growing and as more 
people demand water, additional supplies must be sought to prevent a seri- 
ous water shortage. In January 1966, East Bridgewater opened its new 
gravel packed well and pumping station and for the first time the water sys- 
tem became self-sufficient having previously relied on the Brockton supply. 


With this self-sufficiency came the responsibility of continuously sup- 
plying water of sufficient quantity and quality to meet consumer demands. 
Meeting this responsibility the Water Department has been steadily seeking 
new ground water sources needed to supplement the existing well as the 
Town continues to grow. 


Over 67 possible well sites have beeninvestigated, but only two of these 
sites can yield water of high quality and quantity. Of these two locations 
one was disclosed by the testing conducted in 1966, while the other was found 
by the more recent 1967 investigation. Good water is a scarce commodity 
and East Bridgewater is fortunate to have found these two potential ground 
water sources since few areas remain that have not been fully tested. 


The existing well has a capability of producing 860,000 gallons per day 
if operated continuously for 24 hours. While the present consumption is a- 
bout 500, 000 gallons per day, the additional 360, 000 gallons per day capacity 
will supply enough for only a few years based on the present growth rate of 
the Town. Because ground water is relatively inexpensive and usually of 
good quality,the feasible solution to supplying more water is to develop the 
sources as consumption demands increase. Since the Town presently re- 
lies on onewellforits water, a second well would provide additional insur- 
ance in case of mechanical failure or shut-down for routine maintenance. 


One source of water is off Crescent Street and can yield about 350, 000 
gallons per minute. To avoid a critical water shortage in the future, this 
site should be developed now to provide a supplementary source to the ex- 
istingwell. Thesecond possible location for a well and pumping station is 
located near Washington Street. To determine exactly how much water this 
site will yield, a continuous pumping test should be conducted and then the 
land acquired for construction of the well and station when the need arises. 
This pumping test would cost about $5, 000.00 


The existing well and the well on Crescent Street when developed will 
operate together and provide not only additional water for consumer use. 
but also added fire protection in conjunction with the excellent protection 
already offered by the existing water tank. 
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The total construction cost for the well, pumping station, water mains 
to connect to the existing system, engineering, contingencies and supervision 
would be about $123,650.00, exclusive of land. The proposed water mains 
on Crescent and Cedar Streets would not only carry the new water to the 


mee system but would also provide water to homeowners on Crescent 
eet. 


In closing our report to the voters of East Bridgewater, the Water Com- 
missioners would like to thank all other departments for their cooperation 
during the year.

Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


We hereby submit the following report of the activities of the Board of 
Public Welfare which covers five categories of assistance. 


During the year 1967 there were some changes in the programs. being 
administered by this Department. Effective September 1, 1967 direct pay- 
ments made to all recipients of Aid to Families with Dependent Children, 
Old Age Assistance, Disability Assistance and the personal needs of per- 
sons in nursing homes under the Medical Assistance programs were in- 
creased by 3.4% to take into consideration the cost of living increase. 


MEDICAL ASSISTANCE 

Because of the increased number of applicants of Medical Assistance it 
became necessary to request additional funds at a special Town Meeting in 
order toprovide for the medical needs of these families. Since June, 1967, 
307 new applications for Medical Assistance were taken. Of this number, 
284 have been processed. Under this program we expended $115, 005. 20 
invendor medical payments as compared to $75, 120. 82 in 1966. We were 
reimbursed $52,859.51 by the Federal Government and $32,157. 80 by the 
Commonwealth. 


Medical Assistance for the Aged was incorporated into this program 
last year and the medical needs of all categories are paid under the Medical 
Assistance program. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 
Due to the decrease in the Federal Reimbursement under the Old Age 
Assistance program from 57% to 50% it also became necessary to request 
additional funds to carry out this program until December 31, £967. A total 
number of 37 Old Age Assistance cases were aided during 1967 at a total 
cost of $43,086.53. Ofthis amount we received $22,900.00 in Federal Re- 
imbursements and $13, 824.87 from the Commonwealth. 
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AID TO FAMILIES WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN 

OnJanuary 1, 1967 we had 15 active cases on this program and accepted 
16 new cases during the year. Ten cases were closed and a case load of 21 
were being aided at the close of the year. A total of 60 children were in re- 
ceiptof AFDC atthe end ofthis year. The amount expended for this program 
was $38,735.39. Due tonon-support action taken by this department we re- 
ceived $4,304.37 in payments from fathers of the children. The Federal 
Government reimbursed this department $16,312.00 and we received 
$9,663.65 from the Commonwealth. 


DISABILITY ASSISTANCE 
At the start of this year we had 4 active Disability cases and added 3 
during the year. Two cases were closed and at the close of the year we 
were aiding 5 cases. A total cost of assistance rendered was $5, 651.05, 
of which we received $2,150.00 Federal Reimbursement and $857.53 from 
the Commonwealth. 


GENERAL RELIEF 
The General Relief program covers cases which do not appear to be 
eligible for a category and are cases of short duration. During the year 
1967, 10 families were aided at a cost of $1,956.01. At the close of the 
year we had 2 General Relief Cases.

Report of the Board of Health 


During the year 1967 probably one of the problems that was the great- 
est concern ofthe Board was the Rubbish Disposal Area. Many complaints 
from the residents of the Town were received, and justly so, however, the 
efforts by members of the Board seemed to be of little avail. 


When it was learned late in November that the Bank who was holding — 
the mortgage on the property was to foreclose this mortgage - which would 
cancel out the lease which the Town had with the present owner - immediate 
steps were takenwith the Board of Selectmen and Finance Committee to ac- 
quire this property in the name of the Town to assure the residents of an 
area which could be available for several years in the future, for rubbish 
disposal. 


Two incidents of 'T. B.""were reported during the year, one being dis- 
charged in November and one entering the Norfolk County Hospital late in 
that month. As the Town is now obligated to pay one-half of the daily cost 
amounting to more than $14.00 per day this requires a sizable amount in 
the budget. 


Several cases of''Premature Infants" were reported. some of which 
the Board was required to make a substantial payment toward the hospital 
bills. 
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Members of the Board assisted the Housing Authority in implementing, 
along with the Water Department, of deep-trench tests holes for a proposed 
location of a low-cost Housing Development. 


Water analyses were made of the swimming areas at Robbins Pond dur- 
ing the summer months. All were found satisfactory. The Board calls to 
the attention of all home owners to Reg. 2-2, in the Sanitary Code; ''No in- 
dividual sewage disposal system or other means of sewage disposal shall be 
located, constructed, altered, repaired or installed until a permit for its 
location, etc. shall have beenissued by the Board of Health."' Also, Article 
Xl of the State Sanitary Code, Sec. 5.16 reads "SEPTIC TANKS (and cess- 
pools) SHOULD BE INSPECTED ANNUALLY" and "ANNUAL PUMPING IS 
DESIRABLE." 


The Board of Health assumes the expense of having the Dog Officer 
pickup and bury all dogs which have been killed by accident on the highways. 
However, all animals which die on private property are the responsibility 
of the owner. 


ALL FOOD HANDLERS are required by the Statutes to have X-rays, 
and to carry cards showing they have met this requirement. These are re- 
newable at two-year intervals. The board thanks the various departments 
for their cooperation during the past year.

To the Board of Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 


Herewithis my reportfor the year ending December 31, 1967. During 
the year the department responded to 128 calls of which 36 were still alarms, 
5 false, 5 aid, 15 auto, 24 dwellings, 37 grass and woods, 17 dump. 


Five hundred and ninety seven (597) permits were issued for outdoor 
fires. Permits may be obtained for all outdoor fires by calling the Chief. 


Practice drills were held twice a month throughout the year, these 
drills consisted of instruction on the operation and use of all fire-fighting. 
equipment, laying ofhose lines, different types of hydrant hook-ups and all 
phases of fighting fires. 


The following eleven firemen received certificates of merit for attend- 
ing a twelve hour Fire Service Training and Technical Achievement in co- 
operation with the Bureau of Vocational Education, Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Education and Massachusetts Institute of Fire Department Instruc- 
tors, on June 3 and 4, at West Bridgewater: Bruce Babbett, Roger Buck- 
land, Jack Curley, Kenneth Copeland, Kenneth Ellis, Lyman Leland, Alfred 
Paiva, Robert Silva, Richard Rowley, Charles Whiting and Robert Winsor, 


Routine inspections were made by the Chief of all Town owned buildings, 
schools, churches, public and private properties and the local nursing home. 


The firemenassistedin the moving of all the equipment and incidentals 
from both the Elmwood and Central Stations, to the new station on March 12. 
A well attended Open House was held at the new station on Saturday, Sep- 
tember 16, 1967. An abundance of congratulatory flowers were received. 
Visitors from other parts of the State, and all local interested townspeople 
were high in their praise of the new Station. With the concentrated interest 
of the fireman and the cooperation of the citizens in voting an appropriation, 
we hope to start work in the finishing of the upstairs of the station.

(Plymouth County Extension Service)

As a citizen of Plymouth County, you have the privilege of calling on 
the Plymouth County Extension Service for information in the fields of Agri- 
culture, Home Economics and4-H Club Work, for the legislation passed by 
Congress states that the Cooperative Extension Service is "'to aid in diffus- 
ing among the people of the United States, useful and practical information 
relating toagriculture, home economics and to encourage the application of 
same." 

Because funds from three levels of government (Federal, State and 
County) are provided, we are alsoknownas the "Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice.'' The office is located in the Court House, Brockton. 
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Resources of the University of Massachusetts and the U.S.D.A. are 
available to all Extension Agents; often the University of Massachusetts 
personnel participate with the Agent/Specialist in conducting meetings, 
tours, seminars, schools and demonstrations. 


The Southeast Extension Region consists of Barnstable, Bristol, Nor- 
folk and Plymouth Counties. Commercial farmers in this region are ser- 
viced by Regional Agricultural Agents and Regional Agricultural Specialists 
who have specific commodity program responsibilities such as dairy and 
livestock; fruit and vegetables; floriculture; nurseries; poultry and turkeys. 


The Home Economists have been called upon by other organizations to: 
(1) teach or act as coordinators of educational programs for homemakers 
in underprivileged families; (2) to teach the elderly, blind and handicapped. 


The Extension Home Economists' Programs can be called ''Adult Edu- 
cation'' with emphasis on Consumer Education; Human Relations; and Human 
Development; Management; Leadership Development and Homemaking Tech- 
niques. Forassistance witheveryday household problems or questions and 
information about current programs, contact our Home Economists. 


4-H Club work offers much to young people between the ages of 9 and 
19in the broad areas of careers; citizenship; clothing; conservation; crafts; 
foods, plant and animal science; recreation; science and Junior Leadership. 


4-H Club Work, as do all other youth organizations, contributes to the 
character development of the young people. 


Adult 4-Hclub leaders inthe community supervise the local club meet- 
ings, activities and special programs. Their contributions toward the suc- 
cess of the 4-H program is recognized by Parents, Town Committee Mem- 
bers and others who assist with the 4-H Program. For information about 
the 4-H Club Program, contact our 4-H Club Agents.

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Report of the Southeastern Regional 
School District Committee 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Southeast Regional Vocational-Technical High School opened on 
September 7, 1967 and I can tell you that the Regional School Committee 


members were just as pleased as the parents of the students who were 
present on that first day of school! 


Following is the school enrollment as of January 1, 1968: 
High School (Grade 9 - 12) 406 Students * 


(22 from East Bridgewater) 
Institute or Post Graduates (Grades 13 & 14) 


(4 from East Bridgewater) 111 Students 
Evening Apprenticeship Courses 138 Apprentices 
Adult Evening Courses 72 Students 


(*Of these 406 students, 21 are Seniors. When graduated, 385 students 
will carry over to September 1968) 


Those serving a State Apprenticeship are required to have 150 hours 
of classroom related work (Math-science, etc.) - 2 nights per week (6 
hours per week). Trades represented were Cabinet Making, Electrical, 
Machine and Welding. 


Adult Evening Courses are for those working in the trades but who 
want to upgrade their skill in their own particular trade. This is a 10- 
week course (beginning in September and again in January) - 2 evenings 
a week - 6 hours a week. Those participating were in the following 
trades - Carpentry - Electrical (8 classes each at a different level), 
Masonry, Plumbing and Pipe Fitting. 


The Committee is well aware of the need to make full use of the school 
facilities throughout the year for the benefit of the citizens in the Region. 
However, itis impossibleto have all desired courses available during the 
first school year of operation. 


Projected enrollment figures for September 1968 are as follows: 


High School (Grades 9-12) 614 
Institute or Post Graduates 
Grades 13 & 14) 200 


Evening Apprenticeship - 5-7 Courses 
Adult Evening Courses - 15-20 Courses Wi 
"Open House for the citizens of East Bridgewater was held on October 
22, 1967. As your School Committee representative, I was pleased to 
see and meet so many from East Bridgewater. I hope you enjoyed your 
visit and were pleased with the new building.

The remark heard most often and made by many citizens from all the 
communities inthe Region was - "I didn't know it was going to like this". 
This is understandable for not many of us are too familiar with a Regional 
Vocational Technical High School. We must remember that this type of 
school is designed so that young people can be taught a trade. The shops 
and laboratories must therefore contain the type of equipment that the 
graduate will find when entering a trade. 


The estimated cost per student based on the 1968 Budget and the first 
full year of operation is $700-800. There is no figure for 1967 as the 
school did not open till September 1967. 


The Southeastern Regional Vocational-Technical High School is in op- 
erationand should serve East Bridgewater citizens and their children for 
many years. Make full use of this excellent resource for it can meet the 
many needs of our young people in the future.

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Report of the Librarian 


The 83rd annual report of the East Bridgewater Public Library for the 
year ending December 31, 1967, is hereby presented: 


It becomes increasingly evident that library service can cope with the 
ever mounting demands made of it directly in relation to the ability of its 
administrators to project themselves as best they can into the future and 
make today's planning meet tomorrow's needs. This is basic confront- 
ation with the fresh ideas stirring in all quarters of the library world as 
indeed it is basic today in all fields of endeavor. We have no time and 
money to expend on the throw away lines of the stage actor. What we ask 
for today must be evaluated not only for its immediancy but forits potential 
as a progression in developing ever better library programs. As we 
assess the immediate past we must use the assessment to plan for future 
greater usefulness. 


The statistics given at the end of this report as well as the financial 
statements contained herein need very little interpretation. However, in 
the case of the book budget which was not increased in 1967 over that of 
1966, it must be explained that the greater number of books purchased in 
1967 was due to the allotment of $3,710.74 ESEA Title 11, $2,941.94 from 
school committee federally refunded money due to the construction of the 
new Junior High, $2,500.00 from the Junior High School Planning and 
Building Committee and a transfer within the departmental budget. In 
order to maintain our library as a cultural and educational force inthe 
community a book budget commensurate with American Library Assoc- 
iation standards for both school and public library should be granted each 
year. 


Our adult services have been greatly augmented by the increasingly 
active role played by the Eastern Regional Library System of which we 
area member. Two of the most important services are improved inter- 
library loan and borrowing privileges at the Boston Public Library. The 
Taunton Public Library is our sub-regional library and we have been re- 
ceiving books within 24 hours after calling them. A credit card is issued 
to each member library so there is no cost for telephone service. In 
October the film library of the Boston Public Library became available 
through establishment of mailing service. The reading lists of the Bos- 
ton Public Library are also sent as a service and are an additional book 
selection tool in adult, young adult and children's areas of purchase. 


Our established programs continue to serve the community and, we 
in turn are served by much community good will. It is gratifying that 
small groups and organizations use such rooms as we can offer for meet- 
ings and exhibits. Joseph Wheeler in his Practical Administration of 
Public Libraries says, "that any good library which publicizes its wish 
to present an exhibition of materials, products, inventions, art work, 
handicrafts, andwriting, the ideas for which come fromthe local library's 
books and other materials would find a surprising number of worthy ex- 
amples brought forward". During the past year, eighteen exhibits in both 
adult and children's rooms testified that Mr. Wheeler knew whereof he 
spoke. We continue to solicit such exhibits. 
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Our historic collection was enriched by gifts from Miss Maud Magoun 
and Mrs. Harry Newhall. We are indeed grateful, for the Single strength 
of a community library is the richness of its local history collection. 


There is hope that soon the children's room at the main library may 
reverttoits proper usage. For much of the past twenty five years it has 
performed for both school and public library needs. With the effort of the 
school department to establish school libraries in all school buildings, 
we will be able to develop our children's program at the public library 
level. 


The staff continues to function smoothly as a unit and withextreme 
competence as individual members contribute their special strengths. 
We are most sorry to record the imminent loss of Mrs. Margaret Mason 
due toretirement. Mrs. Mason has a breadth of knowledge of our system 
which is irreplaceable. Her special interest and knowledge of local his- 
tory has been instrumental in assembling the excellent coverage of East 
Bridgewater history on file in the historical room. 


_New members to the staff are, Mrs. Irene Nardi with seven years ex- 
perience in library work as cataloger and desk assistant, and Mrs. Ina 
M. Marland, whose background is in education and who has for the past 
year been studying library science at Bridgewater, as the new Interme- 
diate School and Children's Librarian. Mrs. Allene Hamilton who is the 
new Junior High School Librarian has three years of public and school 
library work, has had high school teaching experience and has currently 
more than tensemesters hours qualifying her as a school librarian. Miss 
Loretta Fairburnisa new part time page and desk assistant. Miss Fair- 
burn's position resulted from the additional hours the library was opened. 
Winter hours are now daily 10-8 Monday through Friday, and 1-6 on 
Saturday. During the summer months we were fortunate to have the vol- 
unteer services of one of our former staff members Miss Judith Morris. 
Miss Morris worked with the librarian at the Central School inventorying 
that collection and worked also as desk assistant at the main library. 


THE SCHOOL LIBRARY 


The school library program continues to develop as a curriculum sup- 
portprogram with emphasis on these three reading phases, information, 
reference and enjoyment. In accordance with the five year plan estab- 
lished in 1966 all E.S.E.A. Title 11 money was spent on the new Junior 
High Library. A major portion of library personnel time since last 
April has been spent on gathering material and processing it in order 
that the library can function simultaneously with the opening of the school. 
At the present time delay in fulfilling delivery of furnishings makes this 
opening dubious. However the assistance of the teaching personnel in 
submitting orders for books and related materials must result ina col- 
lection keyed to the needs of their teaching and their student's interest. 


At the high school two additional daily papers and fifteen professional 
magazines were added in response to the recommendation of the evalua- 
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ting committee's report. Much time has been spent by the head librarian, 
the high school librarian and school personnel in planning expanded quar- 
ters and programs for the high school library as was also recommended 
by the evaluating committee and which hopefully will be completed in 
1968. 


The success of the Central School Library is of the utmost importance 
for if the children discover the joy of reading the foundation for their 
future educational success is assured. We have added much supplemen- 
tary material and now have the complete list of supplementary books 
suggested by the Scott Foresman Reading system. In addition each grade 
has two sets of the Classroom Library, a collection of twenty-five books 
on three reading levels, as recommended by Scott Foresman. Seven- 
teen new sets of Fideler Visual Teaching Portfolios and eight new 
sets of Society for Visual Education pictures have made a valuable 
and popular contribution to the social studies program. The first and 
second grades are enjoying our ten new picture book parade record al- 
bums, a very welcome addition to the language arts program. 


I cannot adequately thank each member of the staff, the custodian and 
the board of library trustees for the contribution each makes to the library 
as a Community asset. To the school personnel who support our efforts 
with service and participation we all are deeply appreciative. 


Iwish toquote from the A.L.A. Freedom to Read statement in closing 
this report for I think it necessary in these days to know the basis from 
which our public institution operate. 


"Books are the major channel by which the intellectual inheritance is 
handed down, and the principal means of its testing and growth. The de- 
fense of their freedom and integrity, and the enlargement of their service 
to society, requires of all bookmen the utmost of their faculties, and 
deserves of all citizens the fullest of their support. We state these pro- 
positions neither lightly nor as easy generalizations. We here stake out 
a lofty claim for the value of books. We do so because we believe that 
they are good, possessed of enormous variety and usefulness, worthy of 
cherishing and keeping free. We realize that the application of these 
propositions may mean the dissemination of ideas and manners of expres- 
sion that are repugnant to many persons. We do not state these proposi- 
tions in the comfortable belief that what people read is unimportant. We 
believe rather that what people read is deeply important; that ideas can 
be dangerous; but that the suppression of ideas is fatal to a democratic 
society. Freedom itself is a dangerous way of life, but it is ours."

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


At the annual town meeting and election, John Grant and John H. Alex- 
ander were elected to five year terms on the Planning Board and Charles 
Repeta, Jr., waselected toa four year unexpired term. On September 25th, 
Harold E. VanGuilder was appointed to fill the vacancy caused by the resig- 
nation of E. Charles Martin. 


Atan organizational meeting on March 13, 1967, the following officers 
were elected: Chairman, John Clark Wheatley; Vice Chairman, John Grant; 
Clerk, John H. Alexander. 


New subdivision plans considered and acted on by the Board during the 
year were as follows: 


(1) Elmwood Estates, landofAlbert F. Richards, consisting of 15 lots 
off West Street. Changes requested by the Boardwere made and the amend- 
ed plan was approved, subject to a covenant to complete the subdivision in 
accordance with the rules and regulations of the Board. 


(2) Tardie Terrace, land of Esther Tardie, off Highland Street, con- 
sisting of 11 lots. Changes requested by the Board were made and the a- 
mended plan was approved subject to the usual covenant. 


The biggest subdivision planever presentedin East Bridgewater history 
was for 164 lots on Crescent Streetand was disapproved as not meeting the 
zoning and subdivision requirements. 


In addition to the above subdivisions, the Planning Board approved plans 
for numerous lots in the community as not subject to the subdivision con- 
trol law and released several lots for building in existing subdivisions where 
abond was posted by the contractor for completion of roadway, sidewalks, 
and/or services. 


New Zoning By-law maps, amended to December 28, 1967, were printed 
and are being distributed. New Zoning By-laws were also printed, amended 
to June 8, 1967. 


Two forms of base maps were prepared for the Board, one a topographic 
base and one a plain base, scale 1'' - 800'. These maps are easily repro- 
ducable and copies can be obtained from the Planning Board at a minimal 
cost. 


Planning Board members serving the community on other committees 
include Mr. Repeta as alternate delegate on the Old Colony Regional Plan- 
ning Council; Mr. Grant on the Conservation Commission; Mr. Alexander 
on the Junior High School Building Committee; Mr. Martin on the New Police 
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and Fire Station Committee, and Mr. Wheatley on the By-law Committee, 
and Mr. Fanning and Mr. Martin on the Christmas Decorating Committee. 


Public hearings were held on several requests for zoning changes, in- 
cluding Industrial to Residential changes along Laurel Street and Highland 
Street where disapproval was recommended by the Board, and a Residential 
to Business change at Maple Avenue corner of Bedford Street, where approval 
was recommended. The Board is presently considering several industrial 
zoning changes. At the annual town meeting the Board recommended and 
the Town voted to amend the zoning by-law by increasing the minimum lot 
size from 22,000 sq. ft. to 28,000 sq. ft., in a Residence A district and 
the minimum lot frontage from 125' to 140'. 


The Board is pleased with the cooperation of the townspeople at the sev- 
eral town meetings and public hearings held during the year and wish to en- 
courage persons who have an interest in matters of planning to communicate 
with the Board. In this way the Board can better reflect the wishes of the 
Town.

Report of the Director of 


Veterans’ Services 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The past year was saddenedwhen the news was received that one of our 
boys fighting in Vietnam was killed in action, our heartfelt sympathy has been 
extended to the family of Corporal Peter Moskos, United States Marines. 


The year 1967 has been one of historical significances for Veterans and 
their dependents. The first time in our history a President of the United 
States sent a special message to the Congress, pertaining just to benefits 
for Veterans andtheir dependents from WW I, WW II, the Korean and Viet- 
nam conflicts. 


From the Presidents message the Congress passed many new laws per- 
taining to Veterans and their dependents and in particular the Vietnam G.I. 
Bill. 


During 1967, the Department of Veterans Services has had the largest 
request for various services for Veterans and their families since WW II. 
There were over twenty-three hundred contacts from Veterans and their 
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dependents for services,informationand assistance in one form or another. 
The very fact that our budget was exceeded by almost fourteen thousand 
dollars ($14, 000. 00) over the 1967 appropriation reflects the large increase 
in our case load and services. 


I indicated in my report last year that we anticipated a large demand 
for services from the Department of Veterans Services and recommended 
that a full time clerk be hired. This was done and we have been fortunate 
to have the servicesofMrs. Ronald MacNeill, a widow of a WW II Veteran, 
doing the clerical work of the office. In order to keep up with the demand 
for services to the Veterans and their dependents many long hours, even- 
ings and week-ends, have been put in doing this work. 


With a full time office operating each day it was necessary to purchase 
new equipment and for the first time in almost twenty years, we had to re- 
quest additional money for office supplies and equipment. 


Due to the large demand for services of our Photo-Stat machine, not 
only for Veterans Services but all of the offices in the Town Office Building, 
the cost for paper alone for the machine will exceed three hundred dollars 
($300. 00} in the coming year. 


The large increase in the cost of hospital and medical services along 
with the increased case load is responsible for the expenditures for 1967. 
The hospital and medical expense including Nursing Homes for 1967 was 
$19, 260.12whichis a substantial increase over last year. The remainder 
of the expenditures was for subsistences allowances, burial benefits and 
other allied benefits in the amount of $23, 817.88 for a total budget expend- 
iture exclusive of Administration of $43, 078.00. Approximately 50% of these 
expenditures are reimbursed to the Town by the Commonwealthof Massachu- 
setts. 


During 1967 our expenditures would have been much more if we did not 
get the Federal Benefits for many ofour Veterans and their dependents. The 
Federal Benefits that your Department of Veterans Services was success- 
ful in attaining for Veterans and their dependents, amounted to more than 
seventy-four thousand dollars ($74, 000.00) 


We have already begun servicing Veterans of the Vietnam War in 1966, 
and 1967 has shown a marked increase for these men. To those Vietnam 
Veterans who are now discharged or about to be discharged we urge them 
to contact our office for information on their benefits both Federal and State. 
Their discharge papers are most important to them and we urge them to 
have copies made as soon as possible. This service is available to them 
at our office during the day or on Wednesday evenings. 


Once again it has been a privilege to be of service to the Veterans and 
their dependents of East Bridgewater. Our office may be contacted during 
the day between the hours of 9 A.M. to 4:30 P.M. or by calling 378-2581 
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during the day or Wednesday evenings trom 7P.M. to 10 P.M. or by call- 
ing my home at 378-3168 in the evenings.

The Committee met each month during the year, and have had sev- 
eral meetings with the Board of Selectmen and School Committee. 


It was voted by the Committee to interview and obtain three prelimi- 
nary proposals from three Engineering Firms, and these proposals are 
now under study by the Committee.

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Report of the School Committee 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


It is with great pleasure that we submit the following report of progress 
to the people of East Bridgewater. 


The year of 1967 has been a busy one for the School Committee. Many 
hours have been spent in a great number of regular and special meetings as 
our school system has continued to grow. 


In 1962, there were 1,632 pupils in our schools. At the present time 
there are 2,083. The increase in enrollment has put a strain on our facil- 
ities which will not be relieved until the new Junior High School opens. When 
the new school is fully operational, grades one through four will be at the 
Central School, grades five and six will be at the Intermediate School, grades 
seven -through nine at the Junior High and ten through twelve at the High 
School. All three ofthe present schools will at that time be able to improve 
programming and expand curriculum. 


Mr. Henry Cembalisty came to East Bridgewater this year as Principal 
ofthe High School. Mr. Edward Meaney of our own Social Studies staff was 
appointed Assistant Principal. The committee is pleased with the way these 
gentlemen have taken over improving and adding to the courses offered to 
our high school students. 


Mr. John Collins, also a teacher in the system, was appointed Junior 
High School principal, and has been working with the seventh and eighth 
grades, while waiting for the opening of the new school. Miss Isabelle 
Odabashian, a teacher in East Bridgewater for many years, is Assistant 
Principal at the Junior High School. 


Mr. David Condron, also a new principal, heads the Intermediate 
School. At the Central School Mr. Ralph Murray remains, a veteran of 
many years at that school. The School Committee has high hopes for the 
future with this mixture of youth and experience leading our schools. 


Perhaps the most fortunate additions to the staff this year were the two 
reading specialists, fulfilling a need of long standing. These two ladies 
have spent much time testing, coordinating and teaching in a subject area 
which is very important. 


Several meetings were held between the School Committee and the 
Teachers' Negotiating Committee. Agreements were reached in regard to 
salaries and working conditions. All meetings were very harmonious and 
problems on both sideswere ironedout. A new salary schedule was adopted 
which should put our school system in an excellent position to attract and 
keep teachers. 


The January, 1965, evaluation of East Bridgewater High School by the 
New England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools brought tolight 
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many needed changes. A great number of the requirements of the evalua- 
tion have been completed and the next few months should see virtual com- 
pletion of the required changes. The School Committee, the Superintendent 
and the High School principal have been working very closely to reach this 
end. 


Summer school was offered again this year, but was not too popular 
withthe children. Anew program, offered for the first time this past year, 
was the sixweek summer kindergarten. This was open only to those children 
who would be entering the first grade in September. Five classes were held 
andall were taught by qualified kindergarten teachers. This program will 
be continued this coming summer. 


The Evening Practical Arts had another very successful year. This 
program continues to be very popular with the adults and the display which 
is put on by the students at the end of the year proves that one is never too 
old to learn. 


In order to keep abreast of the many changes in education, School Com- 
mittee members again attended the Joint Conference of Massachusetts School 
Committees and Superintendents which was held at West Harwich, Mass. 
Many area meetings for School Committee members were also attended. 


It is the hope of the committee that an athletic field will be developed 
in the area behind the High School. Through the kindness of the Foxboro 
Company a large amount of fill was donated and transported, at their ex- 
pense, tothisarea. This fill will result in a saving of town money and helps 
us to get that much closer to our goal. 


Anorganizationas large as our school system cannot be operated with- 
out much outside help. Thanks are due to many, such as the East Bridge- 
water Public Library, for the fine service they have given over the years, 
the many town departments which help in so many ways, and the businesses 
and civic organizations, which contribute services and monetary support to 
the system.

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Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the Members of the School Committee and 
the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Although a summary report most certainly will not give a complete 
picture of the East Bridgewater Public Schools - its pupils, personnel, pro- 
gram, and plant - I hope that in the various departmental reports included 
the parents and citizens will see that the Town, the school, and the home 
are working together in the vitally important process of leading our youth 
towards purposeful and intelligent adult citizenship. If you are a teacher, 
we hope you will find in these reports new reasons for identifying yourself 
with the important enterprise of educating school children of East Bridge- 
water; if you are a parent, we hope you will conclude that the education of 
your child is in capable hands; if you are a citizen, we hope that you will 
gain confidence that the schools which you support are training East Bridge- 
water's children to perpetuate our best traditions. 


As in the recent past, three major problems, all common to most com- 
munities, continued to confront our schools in 1967. The first of these is 
the solution of the problem of housing an ever-increasing school population. 
Next is the problem of providing a professional salary schedule which will 
enable us to retain our teaching staff, andat the same time help us to attract 
capable and dedicated new teachers to the community. Finally, is the mat- 
ter of the improvement ofthe educative process in accordance with a rapid- 
ly expanding body of knowledge both of subject matter and of how children 
grow and learn to meet the needs of an ever-changing society. 


Significant progress has been made in the solution of each of these three 
problems during the past year. The relocation of the junior high school 
classes in the new building sometime in February 1968 will provide relief 
for the over-crowded conditions of the school buildings. 


The matter ofa professional salary schedule for teachers has continued 
toreceive a great deal of attention nationally as well as locally. Teachers 
are employed from a regional rather than a local market, and the laws of 
supply andof demand operate freely. East Bridgewater finds that, in gen- 
eral, it must compete with some 45 towns and cities in this geographical 
area in its effort to attract qualified, capable persons to instruct our school 
children. Inorder for ustodoso, our salary schedule must be competitive. 


Also, the Massachusetts Legislature voted into existence a law requir- 
ing that every city andtown provide a minimum starting salary for teachers 
of $5,750.00 per year. This legislative action virtually mandated sweep- 
ing salary revisions in many communities as the previous minimum start- 
ing salary was $5, 000.00. 


The following chart shows the East Bridgewater teacher turnover which 
compares very favorably with the considerably higher state average. Ina 
staff of 92 teachers there were 16 who left.

Twenty teachers were added due to increased enrollment, decreased 
class sizes in some areas, and expanded course offerings throughout the 
system. 


Advancements made during 1967 in the educational program of our 
schools are both numerous and significant. 


Of primary importance tothe quality of the program has been the addi- 
tion of two reading specialists working in all grade levels 1 through 12. 
Also, there has been added a male counselor to the staff of the Guidance 
Department. This has greatly improvedthe service toour junior high school 
pupils by reducing the excessive case load which existed. 


Additions tothe curriculum during 1967 include the adoption of a three 
year program in Spanish; developmental reading at the secondary level; the 
inauguration of a course in Practical Physics; and full-time Mechanical 
Drawing; and the international physical science program at the junior high 
level. 


In December East Bridgewater received written notification of its con- 
tinued accreditation by the New England Association of Colleges and Second- 
ary Schools. The next report inthe 10 year evaluation cycle to the Commis- 
sion on Public Secondary Schools is due in 1970. 


In conclusion Iwish toexpress my sincere appreciation to all members 
of the School Committee, the teaching and administrative staffs, to the sec- 
retaries, the custodians, and the cafeteria personnel for their loyalty and 
continued cooperation. I wish also to express my thanks to the Public Lib- 
rary staff, the many civic organizations, and to all other town boards and 
department heads for their assistance and cooperation in the education of 
the children of the townspeople.

Report of the Principal 
of the High School 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


I welcome the opportunity to submit this, my first annual Principal's 
Report. It is a genuine pleasure to be part of an expanding and dynamic 
school system geared to fulfill the many needs of East Bridgewater youth 
during these troubled, changing times. 


Our high school is justifiably proud of its image this year, both public 
and private. Public in that many physical improvements have taken place. 
Private because innumerable, educationally worthwhile steps have also been 
undertaken and placed into effect. 


Like so many new things this year I, too, am new to East Bridgewater 
High School. I like what I see. The high calibre of the students is most 
impressive. lam very pleased with the excellent deportment of every single 
boy and girl in the high school. Iam also most favorably impressed with 
the general appearance of every student regarding dress and scholastic in- 
terest. Itis with a great deal of humility that I say, 'Thank you"' to the in- 
dustrious, cooperative, and dedicated members of the School Committee, 
tothe citizens, tothe parents, to the students and to the faculty for the fine 
cooperation accordedme this year. I look forward to continued growth and 
mutual satisfaction in a jobwelldone. A school is no better than the people 
in it. You are responsible for the people in our school; together, we have 
muchto be thankful for. Since my arrival last summer, I have contributed 
to several major revisions, physical as well as educational. These and 
others I wish to relate to you. 


The school day was substantially increased through a process of re- 
scheduling in all areas. In conforming to the Massachusetts State Depart- 
ment of Education requirements, the present seven-period schedule provides 
much more time for student participation in a greater variety of subject 
matter. Though the length of the school day was not increased, tighter and 
more flexible curriculum scheduling afforded many additional opportunities 
for all students to select a more varied student-oriented program. Possi- 
bilities to enroll in more courses were provided. 


A program of student activities was initiated, enabling students to util- 
ize recreational and educational areas. Some new activities were added to 
the program suchas Photo Club, Chess Club, Science Club, Slide Rule Club, 
Home Economics Club, World Affairs Club, Industrial Arts Club and others. 


Each student was assigned a minimum of one study period daily. 


The new lunch schedule enabled us to feed all students efficiently and 
satisfactorily. 


Needless to mention, students became acclimated much sooner than 
those of us who had become accustomed to a different system. As usual, 
the young adapt easier to change. 
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During the year many physical changes have taken place. The gradu- 
ating class of 1967 donated funds for the school insignia, the Viking, which 
was installed in the refinished gymnasium floor. Also, the Class of 1967 
donatedfunds which were used to install the yearbook insignia, the Torch, 
onthe large column in the front lobby. Painting of the outer entrance, the 
outer lobby, the inner lobby, corridors and stairways was undertaken and 
accomplished before the opening of school. Corridor ceilings were also 
paintedanda general program of preventive maintenance was inaugurated. 
I have placed into operation the policy that constant overall maintenance is 
more economical than piecemeal maintenance which encourages single, ex- 
tensive repair projects because this is a known fact. 


In the boiler room, effective maintenance cut down the use of excessive 
water and hence conservation of both fuel andwaterwas effected. Air vents, 
thermostats, fans, andexhaust systems were cleaned and re-adjusted, re- 
sulting inan over-all improvement in heating the entire building, most ap- 
parent when cold weather descended upon us. 


Begun before my arrival, the welcome and educationally necessary ex- 
tensive remodeling of the library is progressing which when completed will 
provide more space for books and materials, more space for student par- 
ticipation, more space for general library use so that we shall be able to 
boast ofa well-equipped, modern, effective library, comparable tothe finest 
in this area. 


An audio-visual room was instituted. A Science Department teacher, 
Mr. Charles Hunt, was placed in charge of the entire project and a train- 
ing program for student operators was started. In time, this nucleus will 
grow intoamost effective teacher-pupil oriented tool and will substantially 
increase the learning potential of all personnel. 


A new student make-up schedule was instituted, affording all pupils the 
opportunity to seek and make use of additional help in all subject-matter 
areas. 


In the field of Curriculum Coordination, department heads now work 
with principals and teachers of the high school, the junior high, and the el- 
ementary schools. Joint objectives and aims are being prepared, teachers 
and pupils are being briefed. Constant evaluation of our overall program 
is leading toamore unified and cohesive approach designed to benefit every 
single pupil in the school system. 


Mr. Stanley Hatchwas appointed Headofthe Business Department. His 
leadership is expectedto correlate, improve and expand all phases of Bus- 
iness Education. 


A new approachto Parent-Teacher Conference Day was tried. Results 
were a magnificent display of school/community relations, manifested 
through the cooperation of students, teachers, and parents, on November 
20; 1967: 
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PROJECTIONS: 


For the 1968-69 school year, I submit several planned proposals in the 
physical plantas wellas expanded. features in all academic areas. 


In the field of Mechanical Drawing and Industrial Arts, the addition of 
another faculty member to this department will enable all students to begin 
and carry ona planned program of mechanical drawing, metal shop and wood 
shoptraining, including atleast a survey and exploratory stint in the areas 
ofwelding, sheet-metal work, electricity, architecture, home layout, land- 
scapingandother related areas. In order to accomplish these aims, how- 
ever, the necessity of a separate Art Room need be investigated since the 
art and mechanical drawing classes now meet in the same room. With the 
availability ofanother room, made possible through the transfer of our 9th 
grade to the new Junior High, a new Art room needs tb be furnished. By 
the same token, the new Art room will enable students to participate ina 
planned, full-time art program designed along the lines of art school ob- 
jectives, interior design, fashion design, color planning, sculpture, plas- 
tics, ceramics and other areas related to art. 


At the same time, another room, made available by the same means, 
may be freed to be used solely as a Mechanical Drawing room wherein and 
whereby many more boys and girls might explore the related fields of blue- 
printing, house design, wood structure analysis, furniture design and re- 
finishing, and many more activities based on student interest. 


In the field of the Sciences, a separate laboratory for the Physics stu- 
dents is proposed. A room made available for this purpose would be util- 
ized by advanced-science students. This space might also be utilized to 
keep all the sciences in one general area, on one floor. 


A new typing room would afford students in all courses an opportunity 
to partake ofat least one term of typing prior to entering college, for self- 
improvement in preparation for careers in civil service, operating small 
businesses, becoming technicians. In our growing world, typing is becom- 
ing a necessity. This room would also be utilized as a potential business 
machines and future data processing room, enabling students to explore 
those fields as future livelihood careers. 


DEPARTMENTAL REPORTS: 


Custodial Staff: This year our custodial staff voted to cooperate in a new 
work schedule. It was decided that the custodial staff would try out a new 
3-shift system ofoperation, Mrs. Sherwoodand Mr. Perkins were assigned 
the 7:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. day shift. Mr. Brotherton, the 2:00 p.m. to 
10:00 p.m. shiftand Mr. Kerrigan the 11:00 p.m. to 7:00 a.m. shift. This 
type of work schedule proved to be much more efficient than the previous 
system for many reasons, chief among which are the following: 


1. Practicallya 24-hour per day coverage of the building is ensured, 
thus giving the High School a 24-hour per day protective maintenance sys-

tem against such unforeseen occurrences as fire, boiler mal-function, elec- 
trical breakdown or plumbing problems, each of which, if not spotted early 
enough could cost taxpayers large expenditures of funds. 


2. Cleaning is now a routine process. Interruptions by students and 
faculty are cut to a minimum and are, for all practical purposes non-ex- 
istent. 


3. Tasks requiring extended periods of time can be completed in one 
day, since a continuation of work can now be a reality for at least a 16-hour 
period each day. 


4. Night-time surveillance of the building is assurred. 


5. Snow plowing, clearing passageways, keeping equipment on a stand- 
by basisisnowa reality since these tasks may be started at practically any 
time of day or night on a moment's notice. 


6. Building safety is now a reality for almost every hour of the day. 


7. Lowered insurance premiums may be instituted due to added 24 -hour 
per day protection. 


English Department: 


1. Weekly workshop meetings were instituted to develop a coordinated 
program of curriculum evaluation and teacher cooperation. 


2. With the addition of two Reading Specialists, Miss Hanley and Miss 
Crowley, the new Reading Development Program was placed into effect, 
designed totest, strengthen and develop reading efficiency and comprehen- 
sion of all students in the high school. It is proving to be highly popular 
and highly successful. 


3. Aschool publicity program was initiated under the guidance of Mr. 
Albert Kjellerstedt, English Department Head, and its value and effect up- 
on the community can best be described through the already demonstrated 
area newspaper coverage evident this year in pictures and in stories con- 
cerning the East Bridgewater High School. 


Industrial Arts: This most important area of education for all youth has 
manifesteditsworthinmany ways. Students do simple school maintenance 
under the direction of Mr. Roy Menard in addition to many other worthwhile 
activities. So far this year the boys have proven the effectiveness of the 
program to such an extent as to construct the new, large conference table 
now locatedin the Office of the Superintendent. This department also does 
work for the other schools when that work proves to have educational benefit 
for the boys. We hope its scope and function increases each year, enabling 
more students to partake of invaluable training for future homemakers as 
well as future craftsmen. I submit that this area of study be intensified 
through the addition of one staff member and that Industrial Arts be recom- 
mended forall students on an exploratory educational as well as vocational 
interest basis. 
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Science Department: Because of its unique position ineducation, the science 
curriculum continues to benefit from NDEA funds. New equipment and sup- 
plies, procured through federal funds strengthen and continually benefit 
more andmore students, thanks to Miss Mary Ellen Payne, Science Depart- 
ment Head. 


Business Education Department: Under the new Department Head, Mr. 
Stanley Hatch, this department is in the process of correlating, evaluating 
and planning expansion inall areas. Iam happy to have Mr. Hatch in charge 
of the training of future business leaders in our community. 


Social Studies Department: Mr. Meaney, Assistant Principal, has volun- 
teered to temporarily headupthis department. His background in this area 
is without question an exemplary one and under his personal direction the 
department is proceeding on an even keel. 


Foreign Language Department: Mr. Donald Ketcham continues to do an ex- 
emplary job inheading up this department. Plans for inclusion of the Junior 
High program withthe High School program progresses satisfactorily. We 
are fortunate to have Mr. Ketcham devote time and energy in the training 
and supervising of the overall language program of the East Bridgewater 
school system. 


Mathematics Department: Revisions in this department, inaugurated last 
year by the then available Department Head continue to operate. This de- 
partment is composed solely of fledgling teachers who are working closely 
with the Administration of the High School. As in all cases of newness, 
this Department endures "growing pains." I am certain that, before the 
end of this school year, Departmental feet will be firmly planted upon good 
academic foundations and experience gained will serve to establish an out- 
standing department, ready totake its place among our other, more mature 
departments. 


In Summary: The overall picture of the future of the East Bridgewater High 
School is one of continued growth, physically and educationally. Many of 
our teachers continue in programs of advanced study. This year we acquired 
13 faculty members new to the high school due to replacement and expansion. 
We willlose some of these to the new Junior High School. We will also lose 
our extremely well-behaved "small folk" - our 5th graders. We will miss 
these students, all of them. We will miss friends among the faculty. Yet, 
some of us will meet again next year and again, some years later, with 
others who this year leave us. 


This continued human growth cannot be stilled, should not be inhibited. 
I humbly ask that you continue your necessary support and implore you to 
continually evaluate with me all the facets contributing to the mutual welfare 
of all of our students and faculty. 


Together we must continue to plan for the future. And "together" in- 
cludes the visionary attitude of the East Bridgewater School Committee, 
the Superintendent of Schools, the citizens, parents, students and faculty of 
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the East Bridgewater High School. Let us join hands in helping each other 
help ourselves and let this ripple become first a wave and then a torrent 
aimed toward the mutual benefit of all of us, of all mankind.

Principal of the Junior High School 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


It is with pleasure that Isubmit my first reportas principal of the Junior 
High School. 


We have, at present, 339 students enrolled in grades seven and eight. 
Eachofthem hasbeen carefully placed in a class which is designed to meet 
their educational needs or demands. The basic curriculum provides for 
development in the major areas of English, Literature, Science, Social 
Studiesand Mathematics. French, Music, Art and Physical Education are 
scheduled on a part-time or elective basis. Clubs are offered to all students 
and include the following choices: Mathematics Club, Science Club, Drama- 
tics Club, Journalism Club, French Club, Band and Chorus. 


In the areas of curriculum improvement, three new programs are pres- 
ently being employed. The eighth grade Science course revolves around 
the general theme, ''The Interactionof Matter and Energy", and is designed 
for the use of the inductive approach. It offers the student the opportunity to 
come in contact withbasic problems in elementary Chemistry and Physics. 
The Junior High School is one of fifteen schools in the New England area 
emploving this unique course. A second innovation is the use of Educational 
Services Incorporated Social Studies Curriculum materials on a limited 
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basis in the eighth grade. Again, this stresses the inductive approach by 
bringing the student in contact with primary source materials. Through 
inquiry, thought, and decision, students place themselves in the context of 
individuals involved in historical periods, thus gaining a better understand- 
ing of the new perspectives inhistory. A reading program, which will offer 
remedial help for those who need it and challenge for those reading on grade 
level, has been initiated. Although limited in scope, it is a necessary begin- 
ning and in future years will be incorporated directly into the school schedule. 


It was necessary to eliminate the fifth period study hall in order to ex- 
pandour schedule. Not only has this added time to the day, but it also al- 
lows the flexibility necessary for more offerings in the curriculum areas. 


As expected, both staff and student personnel are delighted with the 
transfer tothe new Junior High School. The modern physical plant includes; 
four Science Laboratories, twenty-two classrooms, a Languagé Laboratory, 
Industrial Arts Laboratories, Gymnasium, Library, Art Room, Music 
Room, Home Making Suite, Cafeteria, Guidance Suite, Clinic Facilities and 
Dental Office. Thus, the town has secured a complete educational plant 
which will meet our needs for the coming years. We will be using the full 
capacities of the building in September when we have grades 7 - 9 in one 
location. 


Mr. Robert Guillette has come to us in a full time guidance capacity. 
A necessary addition to our staff, we have already utilized his services in 
many ways. A complete testing program involving intelligence, achieve- 
ment, and personal inventory tests has been administered to both grades. 
In this way, the administration can more completely ascertain a student's 
progress and offer individual counseling to help the child. 


Because of additional space, we have begun to broaden our curricular 
offerings in the special areas. All seventh and eighth grade students are 
now able to have additional Physical Educational periods along with Home 
Economics and Industrial Arts. 


A valuable asset inthe Junior High School, was the appointment of Miss 
Isabelle R. Odabashian as Assistant Principal. With her wealth ofexperi- 
ence and dedication to the profession, she has contributed greatly to the en- 
tire program. We alsohave secured the services of the following new teach- 
ers: Louis Sault, a graduate of Clark University, teacher of Mathematics; 
John Kieser, a graduate of Michigan State University, a teacher of Science; 
Joyce Parker, a Bridgewater State College graduate, teacher of Literature; 
Sally Wakefield, a Wheaton College graduate, teacher of Music; Kenneth 
Wood, a Bates College graduate, a teacher of Art; Kenneth Weene, a Prince- 
ton graduate, a teacher of Science and Mathematics; Richard Dow, a Fitch- 
burg State College graduate, teacher of Industrial Arts; and David Snyder, 
a St. Lawrence University graduate, teacher of Physical Education. 


My heartfelt thanks is extended to Mrs. Grace C. Eastman and Mrs. 
Allene S. Hamilton for the services provided to our students not only in the 
Intermediate building but alsofor their efforts in developing and staffing the 
library in the new Junior High School. 
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In conclusion, Iwouldlike toextend my thanks to the School Committee, 
the Superintendent, andall staff members for their cooperation and diligent 
effort. These people have expended long hours providing an excellent edu- 
cational program.

Principal of the Intermediate School 
Dear Mr. Goldman: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my first report as principal of the In- 
termediate School. The cooperation of the teachers and staff has made my 
first year as principal a most rewarding experience. 


School opened with a total enrollment of 372 pupils. (Grade 5 - 200, 
Grade 6 - 164, and Special Class - 8). The increased enrollment in the 
elementary grades indicates an enrollment of over 400 in Grades 5 and 6 
next September. 


Four new teachers have beenaddedtoour school staff this year. These 
teachers are: Miss Donna Emerson, a graduate of the State College at 
Bridgewater, Grade 5; Miss Roberta Kerner, a graduate of the State College 
at Boston, and Mrs. Regina Ladoceur, a Bridgewater graduate, Grade 6; 
and Mrs. Donna Keiser, a graduate of Michigan State University, Special 
Class. 


Mrs. Rosemary Dow, a graduate of the State College at Bridgewater, 
was elected in December to begin her duties in Grade 6. Mrs. Dow re- 
places Miss Grace Smith, who after forty-one years of faithful service to 
her town, retired on January 1, 1968. I personally wish to thank Miss 
Smith for the help she has given me, and with the citizens of East Bridge- 
water and her many past students, wish her a long and happy retirement. 


The beginning of this school year saw the addition of two Reading Spec- 
ialists, Miss Louise Crowley and Miss Theresa Hanley. These two spec- 
ialists have enriched our reading program immensely. Many of the child- 
ren in grades 5and6 were tested individually by these specialists, and with 
the cooperation of the teachers of grades 5 and 6, a new reading program 
has been established whereby the children are grouped according to their 
instructional level. With the consolidation of the fifth and sixth grades in 
one building, our program has been expanded even further, thereby pro- 
viding for the individual needs of the children in this most important area. 


With the aid of Mrs. Mary Alden, Elementary Mathematics Coordinator, 
work has been done to outline and develop a course of study in arithmetic 
for grades 1 - 6. Wealsoheldtwo in-service workshops in December which 
were most beneficial and enlightening to our teachers. These workshops, 
as youknow, keep the teachers abreast of the new and varied techniques in 
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the teaching of arithmetic. 


With the opening ofthe new Junior High School, the Intermediate School 
is no longer overcrowded. The additional space, makes it possible to in- 
clude a library to meet the ever increasing needs of our children. It also 
releases laboratory facilities which greatly enhance our science program. 


The new cafeteria ceiling, the painting of the interior of the building, 
and the section of roof which was refinished, are a few of the major areas 
of work which were accomplished during this past summer to improve the 
condition of the school. With continued efforts to improve and update the 
building, many more years of service can be afforded the town. 


I would like to take this opportunity to express my sincere thanks to 
the members of the East Bridgewater Commercial Club, who made possible 
the sixth grade outing to Capron Park and the U.S.S. Massachusetts last 
spring;to Mr. Ralph Murray, who has been most helpful and cooperative in 
coordinating our elementary program; and to you, Mr. Goldman and the 
members of the East Bridgewater School Committee for your support and 
help in achieving the best possible education for the children of East Bridge- 
water.

Principal of the Central School 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


Iam pleased to submit the following report of activities of the Central 
School for the year 1967. 


In January our enrollment in Grades One through Five was 946. Even 
withthe coming and going of pupils this total was maintained through June. 
InSeptember Grade Five was turned over to Mr. Condron so that the Cen- 
tral School comprised Grades One through Four, a total of approximately 
eighthundred pupils. Two fifth grades were housed at the Central School. 
The pupils in the Central School were distributed as follows: Grade One, 
nine classes; Grade Two, six classes; Grade Three, six classes; Grade 
Four, six classes; Special Instruction, one class. 
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In order to meet the requirement of a school day of five hours of class- 
room time, the hours for the Central School were changed on January 16 to 
start at 8:45 A.M. and to close at 3:05 P.M. 


Our physical education program from January to June served only 
Grades Three, Four, and Five. Miss Kraemer instructed these pupils on 
a weekly schedule. Mr. Malewicz gave some limited time to Grades One 
and Two. In September we were fortunate in securing additional physical 
education personnel. Mrs. Lucille Peters held classes for Grades One 
through Four on a weekly basis. The pupils met for physical education 
classes out-of-doors during the pleasant fall months and then met in the 
Auditorium-Playroom. 


On February 14, Mr. Edward Larson from Boston University started 
his student teaching at the Central School in the field of music education. 


Get-together meetings of the staff have been held on several occasions 
to allow opportunities to become better acquainted with fellow workers. On 
February 15, the teachers enjoyedan informative talk by Gunnar Anderson, 
an exchange student from Norway attending the Brockton High School. 


Warning letters have been sent to parents between the formal issuance 
of report cards each marking period. These letters have served to specif- 
ically alert the parents to the progress being made by their child. Confer- 
ences between parents and teachers have been held to better meet the needs 
ofthe pupils involved. Parents have been urged to keep close contact with 
the teachers of their children and to meet with teachers whenever the need 
arises. 


A special Conference Day and Night was held on November 20 at which 
time most parents availed themselves of the scheduled appointments to be- 
come better acquainted with the teachers and the progress of the pupils. 


Pupils exhibited samples of their classroom work and projects at an 
evening meeting of the P.T.A. held on May 15. 


Miss MacDonald ofthe Judge Stone Clinic visited the school on several 
occasions to discuss individual pupil problems. The services of the Clinic 
have been solicited whenever the need has occurred. 


Many conferences were held with teachers, parents, social workers, 
and representatives of other educational services toassist inresolving prob- 
lems that affect the normal progress of the child in his school life. Many 
hours have been spent in remedial teaching, counseling, parental confer- 
ences, testing, and communication with private and public facilities to re- 
duce behavior problems that result in low achievement and poorly adjusted 
future citizens. 


For pupils who have been unable to attend classes because of various 
physical reasons, we have been able to supply home teaching for such pupils. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Hurd has worked closely with the teachers and principal to 
keep the work she has done with these pupils as near to that being done in 
the classroom as is possible. 
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We were pleased to have the Auditorium walls covered with squares 
that shouldhelp improve the acoustics in the room. This improvementwill 
allow for better use of the room when planning assemblies. 


A Registration Day for pupils entering Grade One was held on May 3. 
One hundred seventy-five children were registered on that day. Since hous- 
ing of pupils has been an ever-existing problem, it was helpful to have this 
information in advance of the opening of school in September. 


First graders were required to stay for the full day beginning in Sep- 
tember. On previous years we had been allowed time for the first graders 
to adjust totheir new experience of ''going to school. '' Because of State re- 
quirements for attendance, many ofthese pupils found the exposure to cafe- 
teria, bus, classroom, playground, etc. routines rather difficult adjust- 
ments to make from the first day. 


In September Mrs. Martha Colver joined the faculty to teach in Grade 
One. Miss Judith Sprague was elected as an art teacher and Mrs. Lucille 
Peters accepted the position of physical education teacher. 


We are grateful to Cub Scout Pack 32 for presenting the school with a 
sum of money for basketball facilities. It is our intent to erect such facil- 
ities in conjunction withthe laying of future blacktop. We are also indebted 
to the cubs of Pack 32 for making a television set a part of our audio-visual 
equipment. The children should gain much enjoyment from these gifts. 


Teachers continued to give close attention to handwriting at each grade 
level. More opportunities were given pupils to encourage the writing of 
original stories utilizing their skills in manuscript writing in Grades One 
and Two. Eachweek teachers submitted sample sets of handwriting papers 
to the Office for evaluation. Pupils of Grade Two made the transition from 
manuscript to cursive writing in a smooth and developmental approach. 
Grades Three and Four continued to stress form, slant, and alignment with 
good results. 


Our storeroom has served quite satisfactorily as an audio-visual room. 
Teachers have utilizedfilmstrips, tape recorders, phonographs, and other 
equipment to fortify and enrich their teaching. Several good 16 mm films 
have been used through the courtesy of the school librarians. An overhead 
projector has recently been added to our equipment and has proved to be a 
valuable teaching tool. 


Miss Barbara Esterman, a student from Boston University, did student 
teaching ofmusicat the Central School from September 20 through Decem- 
ber 11. 


On December 5andagain on December 13 teachers attended workshops 
inmodern mathematics. These informative meetings were held in the Cafe- 
teria in the afternoons of both days. Mr. Michael Antone of the Medford 
School Department and representing the Addison-Wesley Company conducted 
the workshops and gave much valuable help to the teachers. 
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Again lam grateful toall school personnel, parents, and other persons 
and organizations for their interest in our school and the cooperation they 
have given during the year.

Fifty Junior students took the National Merit ScholarShip Qualifying 
Testin February and Nancy Howlandwas recipient ofa National Merit Letter 
of Commendation signifying that she scored in the upper two percent of the 
students across the country who will graduate in 1968. 


In October, 129 students took the Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude Test 
and as a whole did exceptionally well. 


The Betty Crocker Test was given in December to 61 Senior girls ina 
nationwide search for the Homemaker of Tomorrow. 


The Lorge- Thorndike Intelligence Test was given to 86 Seniors and 136 
Sophomores on May 16, 1967. 


During the school year, several speakers visited our school in connec- 
tion with occupational conferences. 


Once again, the guidance office kept busy readying application forms 
and students for admission to college. Forty-three colleges issued 88 ac- 
ceptances to 55 students. 


The Guidance Director is at the high school guidance office every 
Wednesday evening from 7:00 to 9:00 for the convenience of parents and 
students who might wish an evening conference.

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Report of the Reading Specialists 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


Itis our privilege to submit a report on the newly established Reading 
Program. 


The most important single responsibility of schools is to teach children 
toread, because ability toread is still one of the critical tests of effective- 
nessin our society. Reading, therefore, must be the basic medium of in- 
struction. Inview of this, a Developmental Reading Program was initiated 
in grades one through twelve in September, 1967. 


Developmental reading is a series of steps, arranged in levels of in- 
creasing complexities, decided first on the basis of child development and 
second, in terms of what is known about the reading process. Hopefully, 
sucha program will eventually eliminate the need for remedial programs, 
however, providing for individual differences will necessarily demand some 
type of corrective program within the classroom situation. 


In almost any classroom approximately 50% of the class will be read- 
ing on grade or higher while the other 50% will be reading at various levels 
below grade. Consequently, some type of grouping is necessary. Thus, 
in grades four through eight, pupils were tested and grouped according to 
their varying reading abilities. Atthe high school level, pupils were select- 
ed (this year) to participate in the program on the basis of the results of the 
SRA Placement Tests administered by the Guidance Department. Primary 
consideration was given to the correlation between a pupil's reading achieve- 
ment score and his intelligence or potential to achieve. Presently, 167 pu- 
pils in grades nine through twelve are receiving weekly instruction from 
the reading specialists. 


Reading materials were reviewed, studied, selected and purchased to 
fit the needs as determined by the findings. 


In-service Programs are a vital part of the total reading program, 
therefore, provisions for such programs will be made according to the ex- 
pressed wishes of the four school principals. 


A special reading report card was designed and used in the fifth and 
sixth grades. 


A meeting was held in the Intermediate School for the parents of the 
fifth and sixth grade pupils. Reading specialists explained the reading pro- 
gram and answered questions relative to the reading process and grouping 
etc. 


Individual teacher-consultations were completed at the primary (1-3) 
grades. Referred pupils were tested and evaluated for grouping. 
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Since reading is a continuous process, provisions for adequate articu- 
lation from level to level and from school to school must exist in order that 
every pupil progress from where he is to where he can be -- basic aim of 
the program. 


At this time, the reading specialists recommend the following: 


(1) Thata course of study be written sequentially developing the basic 
skills in reading along with the higher-thinking skills. 

(2) Thatprovisions for in-service training at the various levels be ar- 
ranged. 

(3) That Developmental Reading be programmed into the high school 
curriculum.

Report of the Music Department 


The Music Department is pleased to report their activity for the year 
1967. 


Mrs. Rene Lapierre, who meets all classes in grades 1 through 5, has 
introduced a new music reading program to grade one and supervised the 
workoftwo student teachers from Boston University. Mr. Edward Larson 
trained at Central School during the spring term and Miss Barbara Ester- 
man trained this fall. This department wishes to express its appreciation 
to the Central School staff for assisting these music trainees and for carry- 
ing on the program of the music specialist. 


The music staffis pleased with the addition in September of Mrs. Don- 
ald Wakefield who will teach junior high general music and chorus music. 


The High school musicians have carried the East Bridgewater banner 
to many music activities this past year. Ten students attended the South- 
east District Concert Festival in Stoughton, January 20 and 21, and four 
participated in All-State in Boston, February 9 - 11, 1967. Two students 
went to Burlington, Vermont for the All-New England Festival March 30 - 
April 1 and ten were members of the S.E.M.S.B.A. Festival, March 17 - 
19. Six students have successfully auditioned this fall for the District Fes- 
tival in Falmouthand nine students attended the New England Solo-Ensemble 
Festival at Boston University, December 9, earning eight "I'' Ratings with 
blue ribbons and three "'II'' Ratings with red ribbons. 


The Music Parents Club has assumed the financial re sponsibility of the 
registration fees for all students attending festivals. This is very much 
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appre ciated by the talented students who have the opportunity to attend these 
fine events. 


The High School Band has played a Pops Concert, Exchange Concert 
with Eliot, Maine, a Spring Concert, the Southeast District Audition Festi- 
val, four football games, a Women's Club program with Myron Floren, 
Memorial and Veterans Day Parades, plus several rallies and assemblies. 


A 130 voice chorus participated in the Spring Concert last May but since 
September has been discontinued. It is hoped that this will return to the 
program next year. 


The Junior High School Band had its first exchange program with an 
assembly exchange with Bridgewater Middle School. 


The Elementary instrumental program has changed so that beginners 
come from the fifth grade andabove instead ofthe fourth grade. The classes 
since September are free to all students and during school time. The de- 
partment feels this is definite progress in our music program and fits very 
well in the overall building and class arrangement expected when the new 
Junior High opens. 


The Majorettes have ordered new uniforms which will be delivered for 
the coming Spring Concert Season. Government surplus instruments have 
been obtainedthrough Mr. Goldmanthis year. This helps provide the larger 
instruments we needed and saved considerable money and several yeal's 
wait in future budget planning. 


Students at various grade levels heard performances this year by the 
Pro Arte Woodwind Quintet, Urbana College Choir, the Cambridge Brass 
Quintet andthe Bridgewater Middle School Dance Band. More Cultural En- 
richment programs of this nature are planned for our students. 


Our thanks tothe Administration and Staff for their effort and recogni- 
tion of the value of music as an educational program. A special thanks to 
the outstanding custodial staff for their constant assistance and special labor.

Report of the Dental Hygienist 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


I herewith submit the following annual report of the School Dental De- 
partment. 


The pre-school dental examinations conducted by Dr. Sowsy in June, 
1967 were as follows: 
74 examinations 
43 needed dental work 
31 no dental defects 


In September, 1967, 2,060 pupils in Grades 1 - 12 were examined by 
Dr. Sowsy using Type Four Method (dental mirror, explorer and adequate 
illumination). These examinations required approximately 20 hours. The 
examinations of the pupils absent on the appointed days by Dr. Sowsy were 
completed by the school dental hygienist. 


These dental findings were sent home for parents' information and sig- 
nature. They were returned to the dental office and recorded in the dental 
health department records. 


The results of these dental examinations were as follows: 
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Teeth and mouths in good condition 719 
Prophylaxis were done in Grades 1-6 and 8 1,132 
Sodium Fluoride with Phosphate treatments 

were done Grades 2, 5 and 8 464 


Pupils from Grades land 2 visiting the dental office for operative den- 
tistry one or more times - 166. 


Chairside and classroom instruction in daily care of teeth and equip- 
ment by the child himself were given, also group instructions with audio- 
visual equipment in dental health and diet. 


Requested dental work by Dr. Sowsy was completed in Grade One. 
Dental work completed in Grade Two as time allowed. 


The fees for operative dental workby Dr. Sowsy were paid in full to the 
Dental Hygienistandtransferredto Mr. Stanley B. Goldman, Superintendent 
of Schools.

Report of the Supervisor of Cafeterias 


To Mr. Goldman, Superintendent of Schools: 


When school opened in September it was necessary to charge 25¢ for 
lunches in all schools, the charge was 20¢ in the Central School and 25¢ at 
the others before this. Milk charge is still 3¢. During the months of May 
and June the School Lunch Office in Boston asked us to charge 2¢ per carton 
for milk to encourage milk consumption, we then received 5¢ subsidy in- 
stead of the regular 4¢. 


We received the resignation of Virginia Perkins as Manager at the In- 
termediate School during the summer, and Mary Davidson was appointed to

that position. Emily Rocha was appointed as Manager of the Junior High to 
take effect when that school opens. Both Mrs. Davidson and Mrs. Rocha 
attended the School Lunch Workshop at Stonehill College the last week in 
August. Eleanor Ellis is Manager at Central School and Florence Tarantino 
at the High School. 


I attended the sessions at the Boston School Lunch Workshop during 
April vacation. Nearly all of our staff attended a meeting of the District 7 
Massachusetts Schools Food Service Association at the Whitman-Hanson 
Regional School in October. The School Lunch Program cooperated with 
the Kiwanis Clubs in Boston tohelp in serving the Boston Baked Bean Supper 
in August. Virginia Perkins went with me as a volunteer from East Bridge- 
water. 


Storage facilities for refrigeratedand frozen goods has been a problem. 
We have installed two chest type freezers in the High School and we are in 
the process of building a walk-in refrigerator at the Intermediate School. 


A Proofing box has been purchasedfor the High School, as we are plan- 
ning to make breadas often as possible to take advantage of the government 
commodities. Bakery equipment has been installed in the new Junior High 
with the intent of baking here and sending out to other schools. 


Every year I repeat the following as I feel this is a guide for mothers 
to follow and will give an understanding of why we serve certain foods. 


"The Type Alunch as approved in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
must be planned to contain the required quantities of the following foods as 
a minimum: 


1. 2 oz. cooked lean meat, poultry or fish; or 2 oz. cheese, 1 egg or 
1/2 cup cooked dry beans or peas; or four tablespoons of peanut but- 
ter; or an equivalent quantity of a combination of two of these items. 
To meet this requirement, these foods must be served in a main 
dish or in a main dish and one other menu item. 

2. Three-fourths cup serving consisting of two or more vegetables or 
fruit, or both. Full strength vegetable or fruit juice may be counted 
to meet not more than one-fourth cup of this requirement. 

3. One slice enriched bread or the equivalent. 

4. Two teaspoons butter or fortified margarine. 

5. One-half pint whole, unflavored milk. 


Nutritional needs of children require that special attention be given to in- 
clude adequate servings ofa Vitamin C rich food daily and a Vitamin A rich 
food twice a week." 


The above is one-third the daily nutritional requirements of a child 10 
to 12 years of age. 


This meal could not be served for 25¢ without governmnet subsidies 
and commodities andthe assistance from the taxpayers locally in supplying 
the utilities and well-equipped kitchens. My salary is included in the yearly 
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appropriation, plus office supplies and repairs to equipment. 


This year thanks go to Mrs. Tarantino and her staff at the High School 
for their cooperation in serving the Thanksgiving and Christmas Dinners 
and Buffets and also for assistance in training workers to go into our new 
Junior High Cafeteria Staff. Personnel on Mrs. Rocha's Staff will be Pris- 
cilla Eisen, Jean Tower, Joan Barton and Aline Clish. 


Thanks also go to you,Mr.Goldman, and to the Principals for their co- 
operation with our School Lunch Program, and especial thanks to all our 
custodians for their valued assistance.

The office will become vacant following a declara- 
tion of disability by the Governor himself or by the Chief Justice and a 
majority of the Associate Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court, or such 
other body as the Legislature may provide. The vacancy will terminate 
four days after the Governor declares that no disability exists, unless 
(1) within that period the Chief Justice and majority of the Associate Jus- 
tices, or such other body provided by the Legislature, should make a con- 
trary declaration and (2) within another stated period the Legislature, by 
two-thirds of each branch present and voting, then determines the issue 
contrary to the Governor's declaration. The same procedure will also 
apply to a Lieutenant Governor who in the case of a vacancy is perform- 
ing the Governor's duties. 


The proposedamendment also requires the election of a Governor for the 
unexpired balance of the four-year term if a vacancy in the office of Gov- 
ernor as described in the proposed amendment continues for a six-month 
period expiring more than five months prior to a biennial state election 
other than an election for Governor.

QUESTION NO, 4 

LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 

Do you approve ofa law summarized below, upon which the House of Rep- 
resentatives did not vote and upon which the Senate did not vote? 
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SUMMARY 

The proposed law provides that the official ballot in the biennial State e- 
lection for the year 1970 shall contain a question asking the voters wheth- 
er there shall be a convention in 1971 to (1) revise, alter or amend the 
they relate to the structure of government, and noothers: The Executive 
Branch; the General Court; the Executive Council; the government of cit- 
ies, towns and counties and their relationship to each other and to the 
government of the Commonwealth; (2) simplify and rearrange the consti - 
tution, and (3) provide methods of amendment thereof. The question will 
state that the convention shall not consider or propose any measure which 
relates to the Massachusetts Declaration of Rights, the provisions of the 
Massachusetts Constitution concerning the "Judiciary Power" (other than 
provisions respecting the Executive Council), or any of the excluded mat- 
ters enumerated in Article XLVIII, II, Section 2 of the Massachusetts 
Constitution. The question will fix the number of delegates to the conven- 
tion at 150, of whom 20 members shall be members of the General Court; 
the remaining 130 members shall be elected by the voters in the manner 
summarizedbelow. The question will also state that the convention shall 
conclude its business not later than 120 days from its first session. The 
proposed law provides that if a majority of the votes on the foregoing 
questionisin the affirmative, the convention shall be held in July, 1971, 
to revise, alter or amend the constitution on the matters enumerated a- 
bove only. The House of Representatives and the Senate shall each elect 
as delegates 10 of its members, not more than 6 from each branch com- 
ing from the same political party. Of the remaining 130 delegates, 10 
shall be elected at large and 120 shall be elected from the 40 Senatorial 
districts, 3 from each. Provision is made for the manner of nominating 
and electing these 130 delegates, without party or political designation, 
for filling vacancies occurring in the position of any delegate, from what- 
ever source chosen, and for the conduct of the convention's business. 


Any revisions, alterations and amendments of the Massachusetts consti- 
tution adopted by the convention shall be submitted to the people at the 
State election in 1972 for their ratification and adoption in such manner 
as the convention may direct. If a majority of the people voting thereon 
ratify and adopt such revision, alteration or amendment, the constitution 
shall be deemed to be changed accordingly. 


The proposed law also provides that if the vote on the question to be sub- 
mitted at the biennial State election in 1970 is in the affirmative, the Gov- 
ernor shall appoint a preparatory commission of 5 members to compile 
data to aid the convention in the discharge of its duties. Each member 
of the commission shall receive compensation of $10, 000.00 and the com- 
mission may expend a sum not in excess of $200,000.00 as the Governor 
may approve, for its expenses.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts of 
the town of East Bridgewater for the period from October 20, 1965, the 
date of the previous examination, to June 5, 1968, and report thereon as 
follows: 


An examination and verification was made of the recorded financial 
transactions of the townas shown on the books of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing bills for col- 
lection, 


An analysis was made of the town auditor's ledgers for the period cov- 
ered by the audit. The receipts, as recorded, were checked with the 
town treasurer's books, the recorded payments were compared with the 
town treasurer's books and with the treasury warrants, while the appro- 
priations, loan authorizations, and transfers were checked with the town 
clerk's records of town meeting proceedings and with the authorizations 
of the finance committee for transfers from the reserve fund. The nec- 
essary adjustments resulting from the audit of the several departments 
were made, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was 
prepared showing the financial condition of the town on June 5, 1968. 


An examination of the balance sheet shows six accounts aggregating 
$16,835.76 either overdrawn or unprovided for, contrary to the provi- 
sions of Section 31, Chapter 44, General Laws. In addition, there will 
be an anticipated overdraft at the end of the year for the 1968 Southeast- 
ern Regional School District assessment in the amount of $31,759.00 as 
a result of the failure of the town to provide for this expenditure in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Section 16B, Chapter 71, General Laws. 


It was noted that an expenditure in February 1968, in the amount of 
$744. 45 andchargedto the 1968 Veterans' Services Office expense account, 
represented the payment of an unpaid balance of a 1967 invoice covering 
a purchase of office equipment and supplies. In this connection, attention 
is calledto the provisions of Section 64, Chapter 44, General Laws, per- 
taining to the method by which a town may provide for unpaid bills of pre- 
vious years. 


The books and accounts of the Town Treasurer were examined and 
checked. The receipts, as recorded, were analyzed and compared with 
the several departmental records of payments to the treasurer, with oth- 
er sources from which the town received money, and with the town audi- 
tor's books. The recorded payments were checked with the Selectmen's 
warrants and with the town auditor's records. 
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The cash balance on June 5, 1968 was proved by actual count of the 
cash in the office, by reconciliation of the bank balances with statements 
furnished by the banks of deposit, by examination of the savings bank 
books, and by verification of the United States Treasury Bill held by a 
depository for safekeeping. 


A great deal of difficulty was encountered and a great deal of time was 
spent in effecting a proper reconciliation of the treasurer's cash, as well 
as in the audit of the treasurer's accounts. 


In this connection, it is urged that the treasurer prove the balances in 
the banks and the cash in the office with the cash book balance at least 
weekly, that the bank accounts be promptly reconciled with the bank state- 
ments upon receipt, and that a permanent record be kept of these recon- 
ciliations. Thetreasurer shouldalso compare the cash book balance with 
the town auditor's ledger control at least monthly. 


It is also recommended that the purchase of United States Treasury 
Bills and Certificates of Deposit be entered on the treasury warrants and 
the sale of such securities be reported in the treasurer's cash receipts. 


The transactions of the trust and investment funds in custody of the 
town treasurer and the trustees were verified, and the savings bank books 
and securities representing the investment of these funds were examined 
and listed. 


The records of employees! payroll deductions during the period of the 
audit were examined and checked, the payments to the proper agencies 
being verified. 


The payments of ma*uring debt and interest were proved with the a- 
mounts falling due and checked with the cancelled securities on file. The 
bond and coupon account was reconciled, the outstanding bonds and cou- 
pons being listed and compared with a statement received from the bank 
of deposit. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town were 
examined and checked. The amounts added to the tax title account were 
compared with the collector's records. The tax title redemptions were 
checked with the treasurer's recorded receipts, the disclaimers were 
verified, andthe tax titles and tax possessions on hand were listed, rec- 
onciled with the controlling account in the general ledger and checked with 
the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


Attention is called to the fact that of the 121 tax titles listed, 105 are 
over 2 years old, and it is urged that the treasurer institute foreclosure 
proceedings in accordance with the provisions of Section 50, Chapter 60, 
General Laws. 
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The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and check- 
ed. The taxes, excise, and water liens outstanding at the time of the 
previous examination, as well as all subsequent commitments, were au- 
dited and checked with the assessors' warrants issued for their collec- 
tion. The payments to the treasurer were checked with the treasurer's 
cash book, the abatements were compared with the assessors' records 
of abatements granted, the transfers to the tax title account were checked, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the respec- 
tive ledger accounts. 


The commitments of departmental and water accounts receivable were 
examined. Therecorded receipts were checked with the payments to the 
treasurer and with the accountant's books, the abatements were compared 
with the records in the departments authorized to grant them, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and compared with the accountant's con- 
trolling accounts. 


In order to verify the outstanding accounts, verification notices were 
mailed to a number of persons whose names appeared on the records as 
owing money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that the 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The records of departmental cash collections by the selectmen, the 
clerk, the sealer of weights and measures, and the wire and plumbing in- 
spectors, as well as by the police, health, and school departments, and 
by all other departments collecting money for the town or committing bills 
for collection, were examined and checked. The cash books were added, 
the payments to the State and to the town treasurer were verified, and the 
cash on hand in the several departments, including petty advances, was 
verified. 


The surety bonds on file for the several town officials required by law 
to furnish such surety were examined and found to be in proper form. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are tables 
showing reconciliations of the treasurer's and the collector's cash, sum- 
maries of the tax, excise, tax title, tax possession, departmental, and 
water accounts, as well as schedules showing the condition and trans- 
actions of the trust and investment funds. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was extended by the town 
officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to 
express appreciation.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 
We hereby submit our report for the year ending December 31, 1968. 


After the Town Election on March 9, 1968, the Board organized and 
Mrs. L. Margaret Mahoney, the first woman Selectman in the history of 
East Bridgewater, was elected to serve as Clerk, Mr. Robert S. Philbrick 
as Chairman, and third member, Mr. Ralph T. Davidson. 


The year 1968 has been a year of progress for our Town; new homes 
are being constructed at a normal rate, and thirty-four permits for new 
dwellings were issued during the year. Many hearings were held on re- 
quests for various licenses etc, and after weighing all the facts, pro and 
con, the Board endeavored to come up with a decision that would be of mu- 
tual benefit to all concerned. 


The Board was most happy to be informed that a Nursing Home con-- 
templated being constructed in our Town, and after considerable planning 
etc., ground was broken for such a Home on April 4, 1968. See picture 
and information regarding same, following this report. 


A Committee for the East Bridgewater Housing Authority was appointed 
in 1966 to look into, and formulate plans to construct such a Housing Pro- 
jectfor East Bridgewater. After many meetings and conferences concern- 
ing same, they were able to break ground on a site off Central Street, at 
ceremonies held on October 9, 1968; if plans go according to schedule, it 
will be ready for occupancy in late 1969. They have been a hard working 
Committee and am sure this project will be a solution to the housing needs 
of many of our elderly citizens in town. 


One of our old landmarks, the former A.R. Parker Company property, 
consisting of a47 1/2acre site on Plymouth Street, East Bridgewater, was 
purchased by the YWCA of Brockton on October 8, 1968, We welcome them 
to East Bridgewater and the youth of our Town, as well as many surround- 
ing towns will benefit greatly from the services they will offer. Picture 
and information regarding same follow this report. 


The Board have also reviewed many requests for better lighting con- 
ditions in certain areas of the town, as a safety measure to prevent acci- 
dents and crime. We have had new lights installed in the center of our 
town, and hope to continue in other sections after funds are approved at 
our Annual Town Meeting on March 3, 1969. 


In accordance with our program to keep our town owned buildings in 
good repair, the Water Department barn was painted, and hope to do some 
interior painting in the Town Office Building this coming spring. 


We would like to take this opportunity to publicly commend Mr. Robert 
H. Hall and other members of the Board of Health, for the fine job they 
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have done since taking over control of the Dump Disposal Area in January 
1968, This was made possible when the townspeople voted on January 15, 
1968 to either purchase or take by eminent domain, the land presently be- 
ing used for disposal on Bridge Street.

EAST BRIDGEWATER. - Groundbreaking ceremonies were held on April 
4, 1968, by Hallmark Associates, 540 Granite Street, Braintree, for the 
new nursing home project at 66 Central St., East Bridgewater. This fa- 
cility will have 120 beds, over 40,000 square feet and will employ approx- 
imately 90 people with a payroll of nearly $500, 000 per year. All permits 
by the state regulatory bodies have been issued and this facility will meet 
all governmental regulations, state & federal for accreditation as an extended 
care facility. 


Hallmark Associates' principals are John L. Anthony, President, age 
39, who has been development and management of nursing homes since 
1962. He has developed four 100-plus bed nursing homes and is currently 
part owner and operator of two 120-bed nursing homes. Prior to 1962, in 
insurance as superintendent of agencies with responsibilities of recruiting 
and training insurance personnel from coast-to-coast. 


Vernon L, Haag, vice president and secretary of Hallmark Associates, 
is age 57, a Purdue graduate in electrical engineering, and also has been 
in development and management of nursing homes since 1965. Currently 
part-owner and operator of one 120-bed nursing home.

Papers were passed on October 8, 1968, in the offices of Keith, Reed 
and Wheatley, and Mrs. M. Sothern Abbott, YWCA executive director, 
announces that work on the property grounds and existing building will start 
immediately. 


With the new facilities, the existing strain on the Brockton building 
will be eased, andthe YWCA will be in a position to serve many more girls 
and women in the Greater Brockton area than it now does. 


MEMBERSHIPS UP 


Memberships inthe YWCA have jumped nearly 3, 000 in the past three 
years with an official total for the 1967-68 season of 6,735, and an esti- 
mated 7,000 at the beginning of the current year. 


Communities included inthe association's memberships are Abington, 
Avon, the Bridgewaters, Brookville, Canton, Carver, Duxbury, the Eas- 
tons, Elmwood, Halifax, Hanover, Hanson, Holbrook, Kingston, Lakeville 
Middleboro, Norwell, Norwood, Plympton, Pembroke, Randolph, Rayn- 
ham, Rockland, Scituate, Sharon, Stoughton, Weymouth and Whitman. 


The East Bridgewater site was chosen after a year of intensive inves- 
tigation and survey by the Board of Directors. 


The purpose was to find the most desirable location to fulfill an obli- 
gation to girls and women presently unserved. 


East Bridgewater Selectmen Robert S. Philbrick and Ralph T. David- 
son and Mrs. Joseph J. (L. Margaret) Mahoney co-operated in assisting 
the YWCA with the purchase and preparation of the property. 


The site offers an ideal summer day camp location, easily accessible 
to all the South Shore, and the 40-acre camp will be ready for the 1969 
season, offering programs of diversity - boating in summer, ice skating 
in winter, horseback riding, hiking, nature walks, swimming all year a- 
round in a heated dome-covered pool, arts and crafts. 


The YWCA is receiving assistance from the East Bridgewater Planning 
Board, Board of Health and Recreation Commission in effecting the physi- 
cal changes in the present building on the property so that all programs 
may be offered as at the Brockton building on a year-round basis, 
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A YWCA membership will be honored at both Brockton and East Bridge- 
water branches. The fall session, now under way, ends Dec. 9, The win- 
ter session begins Jan. 6, and the spring session starts in March, Each 
is for a 12-week period. 


Volunteer assistants are already signing up to serve the new branch in 
many capacities, 


The Brockton YWCA, a member of the Old Colony United Fund, Inc., 
began asthe Brockton Girls' Association in 1903. It affiliated with the na- 
tional YWCA on October 16, 1906, and the Brockton building was dedicated 
on Sept. 15, 1918.

The year 1968, now a part of history, has been a great challenge to 
all members of the Police Department. As one can see, by reading and 
listeningto the news media, crime in our country is on a rampage. The 
work load on the department this past year, has been the heaviest of any 
previous year. 


The department ran short-handed (permanent personal) last year for 
approximately three months due to the resignation of two officers. One 
vacancy has been filled, and one more has to be filled. I am also asking 
for two more permanent patrolmen in 1969. I firmly believe this will be 
a step in increasing the efficiency of the department as a whole, and en- 
able the department to give better coverage to the town. 


Again this year, as in the past Iam requesting funds for the replace- 
ment of the two 1968 cruiser ambulances. By the time the existing vehi- 
cles are turned in they will have seen approximately seven times the mile- 
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age the ordinary vehicle travels in a year's time, plus extensive engine 
idling hours. 


I would, at this time, like to point out that the sum requested to pur- 
chase two new 1969 cruisers, will nothave any effect on the 1969 tax rate, 
this figure is presently realized in the tax rate. 


Presently there are six men attending a thirty-two (32) week course at 
Massasoit College. Four men are enlisted in the Criminal Law Course, 
andtwo men are attending courses in Law Enforcement. Due to the high 
rate of enrollment atthe Brockton Police Academy, there are three per- 
manent men still waiting to be accepted at the school, this will be accom- 
plished in 1969. 


In order for a police officer to become a professional, schooling is a 
must. At present there is an advisory board made up of area Chiefs, of 
which Iam a member, who meet at Massasoit College for the purpose of 
constructing a credited two year police Science Course. 


I am requesting, ina special article, two walkie-talkie radios; in 1968 
there were several occasions when I had to borrow walkie-talkies from 
surroundingtowns. This instrument has become a necessary tool in po- 
lice work. To cite a few instances that require a walkie-talkie: a child 
lost, stake-outs, foot patrols, parades and storm emergencies. Acquir- 
ing the walkie-talkie would be another step in increasing the efficiency 
and effectiveness of the department. 


Iam incorporating in my 1969 budget, the sum of $350.00 for the pur- 
pose of appointing a safety officer, who will be required to perform the 
following duties: 


Attend the safety meeting sponsored by the Mass. Safety Council. 


Make periodic recommendations to the Chief, as to safety condi- 

tions throughout the Town, including stop signs, school crossing 
techniques, and correcting conditions at repeated accident scenes. 

Passing on to school children, notes pertaining to safety. 


The Police Department requests the support of the voters of East 
Bridgewater, with their vote in favor of the acceptance of Chapter 31 of 
the General Laws of Massachusetts. This will put the Police Department, 
with the exception of the office of the Chief, under Civil Service. 


As Chief of Police, I wish to express my appreciation to all the mem- 
bers of the Police Department for their cooperation and their faithfullness 
in carrying out their duties. Also to the many organizations, and citizens 
of East Bridgewater who have given so much of themselves assisting the 
Police Department in maintaining mutual respect for law and order.

I hereby submit my report for the year 1968. 
GENERAL MAINTENANCE 


A total of 319 catch basins were checked and cleaned, A new 24 inch 
pipe was installed at the Bridge on West Union Street. The old cast iron 
discharge pipe from the main trunk line, rusted out and was no longer 
suitable. 


Anew steel barrier was installed at the Vinton's Corner Bridge; extra 
fencing is planned at this corner during the coming year. 


All roads were swept and cleaned. 


Roadsides wherever necessary were cleared of rubbish and debris 
periodically. 


SIDEWALK MAINTENANCE 


The sidewalk on East Street from Bedford Street to Cottage Street was 
resurfaced; also about 400' of sidewalk was resurfaced on Bedford Street, 
from West Street tothe Elmwood Bridge. Patching was done in other ar- 
eas of the town. 


STREET OILING 


The following streets were seal coated this year: Winter Street from 
Summer Street to the Brockton line, Bridge Street from Crescent Street 
to West Pond Street, Church Avenue, Murray Road, Metzler Road, Hill- 
crest Road, Davenport Road, Allen Street, Water Street, Thatcher Street, 
Strong Avenue, Spear Avenue, Oakwood Terrace, Harvard Street from 
Bedford Street to Highland Street, Kingman Circle, Lynn-Lee Terrace, 
Grove Street and Willow Avenue. 


CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 


Washington Street, from Walnut Street to Central Street, was seal- 
coated; from Central Street 2,000 ft. southerly was honed and from the 
endof hone job to the Cement Bridge, was seal-coated. Another section 
of 2,000 ft. fromthe Cement Bridge to Pond Street, was honed, and from 
Pond Street to Plymouth Street was seal-coated. Also the entire length 
of Old Plymouth Street was patched and seal-coated. 


CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION 
Bridge Street Bridge 


For three years this projecthas beenata stand-still. One of the rea- 
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sons is the fact that the State Bridge Division is far behind in its program. 
Due to existing conditions, I felt that something should be done as soon 
aspossible. With the cooperation ofthe Board of Selectmen and the Coun- 
ty Commissioners, I contacted the proper State Engineers and after re- 
vising the original Bridge Plans, have been given approval to construct 
a Twin Multi-Plate Steel Bridge. This work will be done by my Highway 
Department men as soon as weather permits, early this coming spring.

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Report of the Fire Department 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Gentlemen: 


Herewith is my report for the year ending December 31, 1968. Dur- 
ing the year the department responded to 209 calls of which 93 were still 
alarms, 10 false, 10 aid, 17 auto, 40 dwellings, 109 grass and woods, 13 
dump and 12 investigations. 


Six hundred and eighty six permits were issued for outdoor fires. Per- 
mits may be obtained for all outdoor fires by calling the Chief. 


Many of the call firemen attended and received certificates of merit, 
ata Fire Service Training and Technical Achievement in co-operation with 
the Bureau of Vocational Education, Massachusetts Department of Educa- 
tion and Massachusetts Institute of Fire Department Instructors, in May, 
in West Bridgewater. Practice drills were held twice a month throughout 
the year, these drills consisted of instruction on the operation and use of 
all firefighting equipment, laying of hose lines, different types of hydrant 
hook-ups and all phases of fighting fires. 


The death of one of the firemen, John J. Clarity, will prove a loss to 
the department of one of its. faithful, longtime, call fireman. 


The Chief made routine periodic inspection of all Town owned build- 
ings, schools, churches, public and private properties, the local nursing 
home, and the building of the new nursing home. 


The interest of the firemen has been shown in the work performed by 
them on the finishing of the upstairs, in their spare time. 


Equipment at the New Station is as follows: 


1--1964, 75 foot Aerial Ladder, FWD Tractioneer All Wheel Drive; 
five mancab; carries 450 gallons of water; American Barton Pump; pumps 
750 gallons per minute; a 3,000 watt AC Generator. 


1--Evanrude Sportwin, 10hp, one Duratech Aluminum Boat, Model S-i6 
and one 1960 Cox Trailer, Model CT-1650. 


1--1959 CombinationDodge Power Wagon capable of pumping 750 gal- 
lons per minute from a front pump, and a water carrying capacity of 600 
gallons. 


1--1956 Maxim Triple Combination Truck capable of pumping 1000 
gallons per minute, and water carrying capacity of 300 gallons. 


1--1947 Dodge Forest Fire Truck capable of pumping 200 gallons per 
minute and a water carrying capacity of 300 gallons. 


1--1941 Seagraves Triple Combination Truck, capable of pumping 500 
gallons per minute, water capacity of 350 gallons. 
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Once again we are requesting the townspeople to approve the appoint- 
ment of permanent firemen, The town and the Fire Department has the 
responsibility, to provide adequate, properly trained men to assure protec- 
tion of the lives and safety of the inhabitants. We need the benefits of round 
the clock immediate response to any fire emergency. 


We are working on the specifications for the new Forest Fire Truck 
and hope to have it ready for the forest fire season.

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Report of the Librarian 


The 84th annual report of the East Bridgewater Public Library is here- 
by presented: 


Tremendous goals before all our public institutions exhibit new chal- 
lenges for us all. These are most definitely times in which public ex- 
penditures must find justification in public services performed. Annual- 
ly, examination of each of our libraries as units of our town library sys- 
tem must justify the increasing demands each makes upon our tax payers. 


Since 1930 we have moved forward steadily in building a town library 
system. This system is directed by the Boardof Library Trustees. These 
elected officials establish library policy and deal directly with the town 
librarian as their administrator. The town librarian initiates and super- 
visesalllibrary programs. Under such a system the first responsibility 
is to define clearly the purpose of public library service and that of school 
library service. 


The public library supplies service to all townspeople from the pre- 
school child to the senior citizen. It offers the widest possible choice of 
both print and non-print material to facilitate informal self-education and 
to provide the cultivation of aesthetic values. Mindful of this purpose 
1,270 new books were added during the past year, in addition to 128 new 
recordings, 48 new prints, and 119 periodicals. The money transferred 
by a vote of the town meeting from the mezzanine account to a fund for 
the purchase of audio-visual materials was spent for a motion picture 
projector, a permanently installed screen, two record players each with 
an eight station listening device, a player for single-concept tapes, a 
tape deck, and a sound filmstrip projector. The building continues to be 
used by community groups for meetings and special exhibits and programs 
relating community interests to library use. Mrs. David McCarthy and 
Miss Jean Tallman have volunteered to organize a loan service of origi- 
nal art works to complement the existing service. 


The public library is made keenly aware of the regard in which it is 
held by the many gifts of books, flowers, talents, and historic memora- 
bilia. During the past year the library was remembered in the wills of 
Mrs. Adah Mitchell and Miss Hilda Todd. The family of Mr. Ralph Keith 
established a memorial collection of books which was a great addition. 


The school libraries are imperative to the quality of the total school 
program. They are integral parts of the school curriculum. The school 
librarian uses her talents to develop programs that enlarge and enrich 
the total objectives of the school in which she works. All school librar- 
ies supply print as well as non-print material for use by both pupils and 
teachers. The contents of each school library collection are determined 
by the needs of the grades served. From the town and school point of 
view there is a saving for the tax payers who support both institutions in 
that it: 


1. Eliminates setting up a separate library system with its own ad- 
ministrative system for the schools. 
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2. The school librarian is a member of the public library staff. She 
has an over-all picture of library service in the town and is useful to both 
institutions. 

3. Purchasing is done by one agency with the result that discounts are 
greater, return privileges are more lenient and less costly, unnecessary 
duplication in buying is eliminated. 

4. Cataloging and preparation of material for use is centralized thus 
avoiding duplication of effort and inefficient small-scale operations. 

5. Re-binding is done more effectively. 

6. Simple mending and processing are done under the supervision of 
professionally trained workers. This results in a saving of maps, pam- 
phlets, books, and mending materials. 

7. Books and other materials can be purchased, cataloged, and pro- 
cessed during the summer when the school library is closed. When school 
re-opens the library is ready to serve the teachers and pupils. 


During the past year the school department was able to provide space 
at the High School adjacent to the library for a resource room. This room 
presently houses stereophonic equipment and a varied phonograph collec- 
tion, a tape recorder-player and a tape library, microfilms and film 
readers, and pamphlet files and magazine storage, as well as a nucleus 
of professional literature. It is hoped that this area can be enlarged in 
the immediate future to provide for media libraries of slides, filmstrips, 
film loops, and transparences with sufficient space for their use by stu- 
dents either individually or in groups. During the past summer Mrs. 
Anne Hynes, High School Librarian, was selected to participate ina — 
graduate institute authorized by the U.S. Office of Education. The program 
offered intensive saturation practice and experience as an educational 
media specialist. The emphasis was on selection and implementation of 
both print andnon-print materials. The students at High School have put 
into practice the various media created by Mrs. Hynes, as her contribution 
to the institute, andthey have patterned their projects along many imagina- 


tive lines. 


Atthe Junior High School, the School Planning and Building Committee 
made a great contribution in originally equipping the library as an instruc- 
tional mediacenter. Thereisa good basic collection in non-print mater- 
ials including tapes, film loops, filmstrips, records and transparencies. 
Mrs. Allene Hamilton is developing very successfully a program of uni- 
fied use of print and non-print media and has the unqualified cooperation 
of administration, faculty, and student body. 


In October of this year the library service to the Intermediate School 
was transferred from the children's room. of the Public Library to the 
newly created library atthe Intermediate School. The book collection for 
this library was purchased with funds provided to the Town by Title II of 
the Federal Elementary and Secondary Education Act, thus becoming the 
second school library in town to be established by Title II. Currently, 
Mrs. Ina May Marland serves as Intermediate School Librarian and Chil- 
dren's Librarian. However, the 1960 standards for school libraries, re- 
quiring one full time librarian for each 250 students, makes this dual 
function no longer possible, thuscreating the need for a librarian to serve 
the children's department of the public library. 
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The Central School Library continues to grow both in quality and quan- 
tity. Mrs. Helen Curley concentrates much of her program in establish- 
ing good library habits of use and of enjoyment. She serves as a biblio- 
graphic resource person for the teaching staff and prepares at the rate of 
two a year, bibliographies, culling materials not only from the school 
holdings but also from the public library collection. Mrs. Betty Jean 
Cooper isthe permanent school library substitute working one day a week 
in each school library. All of these librarians serve as consultants to 
the public library program. 


At the public library the staff returns the service to the school staff 
and in addition serves as a core of specialists in purchasing, cataloging 
and processing as well as clerical staff. Miss Leia Canelli, assistant 
librarianis in charge of all adult circulation, readers guidance, and re- 
cord cataloging. She is the principal typist and assists in planning pub- 
licity programs and exhibits. Mrs. Irene Nardi is the cataloger for the 
entire system. In addition she serves at the circulation desk, and is in 
charge ofthe filmloaning program. Mrs. Elaine Broman heads all tech- 
nical processing and assists at the circulation desk in both adult and chil- 
drensroom, Our junior assistant was new this year. Miss Diane Baggia 
was our summer replacement in the children's room and has stayed on to 
replace Miss Loretta Fairburn who left to be married. At the present 
time we are seeking a librarian for the children's department, as sug- 
gestedabove. Weare in need of a thorough assessment of our children's 
collection andprogram. Thepast years service as a school library room 
have exacted a toll on both. We feel most fortunate that the school de- 
partmenthad the wisdom to establish the Intermediate School Library as. 
soon as they possibly could, allowing us now to develop a collection and 
program meeting only public library needs. 


This library and school system supports the statements that: 


1. The public library does not take the place of the school library; 
rather it is the source of the school library program. 

2. Within the school building the library functions entirely as a de- 
partment of the school administration. 


3. Coordination of school library service under the public library 
minimizes delay and provides teachers and pupils with materials and 
services when they need them. 

4, By this coordination more reference books, including encyclope- 
dias, are available to the schools. 

5. Thepublic and school libraries operating independently as to pur- 
pose and function under one administration represent the public and 
school library coordinated effort which is reeommended so strongly . 
6. Most important, pupils begin to learn in grade school that the use 
of a library can continue throughout their lives. The incentive for a- 
dult education, born in elementary school, is nurtured throughout the 
school library system. 


Without the interest and guidance furnished by the school committee, 
school administrators and faculty members we could not undertake the 
work we do with any hope of success. Without the untiring efforts of a 
most competent library staff we could not hope to make our library ser- 
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vice effective andhelpful. Without the judgement and consideration of the 
trustees on problems of policy we could not hope to develop a long range 
plan of improvement. Without the enthusiastic patronage and support of 
the townspeople we could not continue. That we do have all this support 
makes the work meaningful and the librarian deeply grateful.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To The Board of Selectmen and to the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Commission's major problem this year has been the development 
of acquired land for recreational pruposes. This takes money. There 
are, reportedly, agencies that can render assistance. Wehave been seek- 
ing these sources, - county, state, and federal. By name they are as 
follows: Mass. Public Access Board, Mass. Department of Natural Re- 
sources, Mass. Association of Conservation Commissions, Old Colony 
Planning Council and the U.S. Soil Conservation Service. 


These agencies do not act with great speed but we can report progress 
both atthe Captain's Pond area and at Robins Pond. We are also hopeful 
of a canoe launching site on the Satucket River. 


The Phillips Wildlife Area was dedicated and a stone marker commem- 
orating the gift of land was unveiled October 12. State, town and civic 
club officials assisted. About 100 persons attended. This was the Com- 
mission's first direct contact with the general public. 


The passing into law of the Inland Wetland Bill should provide new op- 
portunities of securing swamp and meadow areas of open space for town 
ownership without seriously effecting the tax base. The importance of 
these areas was dramatically shownlast March when they held back water 
which would have caused tremendous damage. There is work here for 
both the Planning Board and the Conservation Commission. 


We lost the valuable services of Atty. Richard Blackman when he be- 
came Town Counselor. Dominic Marini appointed to fill the spot brings 
a wealth of experience from allied public agencies. 


We wish again to express our appreciation for the help and friendly 
cooperation the Commission has received from the town officials and de- 
partments. 


May we here extend an urgent invitation to anyone who has a parcel of 
land which he would like to have preserved forever as a beauty spot or as 
a memorial to some loved one, call any one of the members below.

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PHILLIPS WILDLIFE AREA IS DEDICATED 


Nearly 100 interested persons, including young people, attended the 
dedication of the 18-acre Lot Phillips Wildlife Recreation area recently 
given the town by the Lot Phillips Corp. of West Hanover. 


Frank Backoff of the Mass. Dept. of Natural Resources and chairman 
of the Rockland Conservation Commission, complimented the East Bridge- 
water commission for the number of young people taking part and cited 
youth activity in conservation as one constructive way of countering the 
"Hippie" influence. 


The speaker made various suggestions for improving the area includ- 
ing some clearing, picnic areas, encouraging fishing, hunting, bird watch- 
ing and general nature studies by youngsters. He brought the compli- 
ments of Robert L. Yasi, state commissioner of natural resources, to 
the town on the project and assured the local commission of his depart- 
ment's full co-operation. 


He introduced 18-year-old Francis Tirrell, 551 West Water St., Rock- 
land, nowamember of the Rockland Conservation Commission, and sug- 
gestedthata boy or girl similarly interested in conservation might make 
a fine addition to the local commission as a way of building interest and 
spurring activities. 


Assisting with the ceremonies was Miss Eileen Winsor, 13-year-old 
daughter of Robert K. Winsor, local Conservation Commission member 
and chairman of arrangements, who unveiled the plaque saying "Phillips 
Wildlife Area - 1968." 


Several members of Squanto Council No. 32 and Squanto Council No. 
90 Boy Scouts, and Plymouth Bay Council No. 301, Girl Scouts, helped 
guide those attending. 


A prime example of this youth participation cited by Backoff was the 
help givenon the landin preparation for the dedication day by many neigh- 
borhood youngsters as well as their parents. Several additional visitors 
came to the area on Sunday also. 


Backoff was introduced by Harry C. Darling, local commission chair- 
man andalsohead of the Advisory Board, State Division of Fisheries and 
Game, who emphasized that hunting and fishing are allowed in this Phil- 
ips Wildlife Area. Darling outlined the objective of the commission to 
acquire as much open landas possible for the future, declaring that every- 
one needs a place of quietness and that this area represented a rare op- 
portunity for bird watchers, campers, hikers, nature walkers, fisher- 
men, hunters, horseback riders using the trails and other recreation en- 
thusiasts. 
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Darling warned that this 18.57 acre plot with an 1,800 foot river front- 
age can revert back to the donor if it is no longer used for conservation 
wildlife purposes. He thanked the Phillips Co. for its generous gift. A 
map of the area prepared by Mrs. Marjorie Winsor, an ardent conserva- 
tionist who has assisted the commission on many occasions, was placed 
at the entrance of the plot down the old stage coach road, known as the 
cart path from Bennett Lane, Plymouth St. and the Cotton Gin on Route 
106. Darling thankedthe commission members and others who assisted. 


Ralph Davidson, Selectman, who introduced Darling, pointed out the 
Commission had been organized in 1964 and commented on the large at- 
tendance of young people present as a good omen for the future. 


Mrs. Frank Van Ummersen, president of the East Bridgewater Wom- 
en's Club and a Commission member, told of the breadth of her club's 
interest in this Wildlife area. She recalled how the East Bridgewater 
Women's Club had been the first women's club in the state to establish a 
George Washington Forest back in 1931. This forest lies on Bridge St., 
the picnic tables there have been in use, through the Conservation Com- 
mission, for the past two years, and recently 3 1/2 acres more of wet- 
land adjoining the town forest was donated to the commission. 


Mrs. Ebba Peterson, president of the East Bridgewater Garden Club, 
was introduced by John Grant, Commission secretary. 


Mrs. Peterson declared her club's real wish to help, and she placed 
the first shovel-full of dirt on the new flowering crab apple planted over- 
looking the Satucket River near the site of the "Old Apple" which now is 
gone. Thetree had been obtained by August J. Dube, Jr., town forester 
and commission member and was pruned during the ceremony by Dominic 
A. Marini, newest member of the commission, and also Plymouth County 
Extensionagent. Wesley Osborne of Norwell donated the tree, Dube said. 


Lawrence Burrill, assessor, recalled he had swum at the "Old Apple" 
50 vearsago. Grant commented now there is a "New Apple" to mark the 
spot and that swimming still takes place in this Class B stream over two 
miles downstream from Robbins Pond. Commissionmembers found three 
young apple trees growning in the nearby meadow. 


Arrangements made by Darling, Winsor, Grant and Mrs. VanUmmer- 
son. Other commission members are Dube, Richard H. Perkins and 
Marini. Richard E. Bachman, former commission member and town 
counsel, also attended with his children. 


The commission's goal is to acquire the broad river frontage and de- 
velop it for improved fishing, boating and general outdoor use. Any per- 
sons owning landin this area are invited to come talk to the commission. 
The next meeting will be Thursday, Oct. 24, but the normal meeting dates 
are the third Thursday of each month at the selectmen's office in the Town 
Hall at 7:30 P.M. 
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Report of the Moth Superintendent 


To the Board of Selectmen 
and the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The Moth Department is responsible by law and by monetary appro- 
priationsfor specific tree insects and diseases. It can expend money on 
the control of these insects and diseases and only these insects and dis- 
eases. The department is ever willing to advise the townspeople on con- 
trol methods for tree insects and diseases not under its jurisdiction; how- 
ever, it cannot do the actual control work. The department must "draw 
the line" at certain points or else the requests for spraying and other ser- 
vices would be too numerous to fulfill. 


The main responsibilities of the Moth Department are the control of 
the Dutch Elm Disease, the control of certain other tree insects and tree 
diseases, and the control of poison ivy. All of these control measures 
are done on town property; however, some are also allowed by law to be 
done on private property. The use of insecticides is kept to a minimum 
when possible. Spraying is carried out only when heavy infestations of 
certain insects and/or diseases are evident. In some instances situations 
are or will be rectified by the course of nature and spraying is not neces- 
sary. 


A dormant spray of Methoxychlor was applied in April to the majority 
of the town's Elm trees in an effort to control the Elm Bark Beetle, the 
carrier of the Dutch Elm Disease. This application was made by heli- 
copter, being the second year this method of dormant spraying has been 
utilized. Afine jobof application was done by the pilot, and, in my opin- 
ion, thistype of spraying for this particular situation is the best possible 
at this time as it is faster, safer (insecticide drift-wise) and more eco- 
nomical than previous methods. 


Tent catapillars were sprayed during the spring in those areas of 
town that were infested. This insect like many others, have a cycle in 
which infestations are heavy for a period of 3 years and then they are rel- 
atively insignificant for the next several years. It is felt that the tent 
catapillar reached its peak during the spring of 1967 and will not be as 
prevalentinthe coming year. A vigil will be maintained during the spring 
of 1969 so as to control this insect if infestations deem spraying neces- 
sary. 


The spraying of poison ivy was done asusual during the months of June, 
July, and August. This spraying was carried out along the streets and 
on private property, where requested, and this nuisance was eliminated 
from those areas sprayed. This operation will be carried on in the com- 
ing year as there are still many areas that are abundant with poison ivy. 


The department received many calls regarding hornet and wasp nests. 
In most cases these nests were sprayedand removed by the department. 
As these insects areaharmful factor to the general public the department 
felt justified in performing this service. 
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The Moth Department asks that all requests for mosquito spraying in 
the town by the townspeople be reported directly to the Plymouth County 
Mosquito Control Project which is alloted a sum of money each year by 
the town for this purpose. This organization has co-operated when ne- 
cessary with the Moth Department during the past year in a very fine man- 
ner. 


In closing, I wish to express my sincere thanks to my employees, all 
other town departments and officials, and the townspeople for their sup- 
port, co-operation, and understanding in my labors in the past year.

Through you Iwill submit to the residents of East Bridgewater my re- 
port as Dog Officer for the year ending December 31, 1968. At this time 
may I also express my appreciation to my fellow residents for their kind 
assistance to this department; and especially, the complete cooperation 
shown me by your office and the East Bridgewater Police Department. 


This year we purchased from the National Live Trap Corporation a 
single-door, rigid dog trap. I have found it indispensable in helping me 
break up dog packs and catching unlicensed dogs that are being a nui- 
sance. 


I am concerned about the licensing of dogs. Most of the dogs Iam 
called upon to pick up have no markings and thus must be considered 
strays. Many of these dogs are never claimed by their owners. Every 
dog owner has the responsibility of caring for his animal so that his neigh- 
bors are not disturbed.

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Report of the Tree Warden 


To the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


I wish to take this opportunity, at the beginning of my report, to in- 
form the townspeople of the fine co-operation that the Tree Department 
receives from the other town departments. When assistance is needed 
inour operations, from any department, especially the Highway, Water, 
and Police Departments, it is excellent and greatly appreciated. It is 
worthy to note that this excellent interdepartmental co-operation, at many 
times, saves tax dollars by getting work done faster, easier, and safer, 
and still allows each department to operate as an independent unit. 


Assistance to the Tree Department from the Brockton Edison Co. is 
another area of dollar saving co-operation that is little known to the towns- 
people. A tree crew, paid for soley by the Edison Co., trimmed town 
trees along all electric utility lines in the town of East Bridgewater dur- 
ing 1968. This trimming is done periodically; approximately every 5 
years. Each deador potentially dangerous town tree involving or tending 
to involve Brockton Edison Co. electric lines are topped, at no charge to 
the town, by private tree crews with the assistance of the Tree Depart- 
ment. 


A total of 67 trees were removed along town streets during the year 
of 1968 because of danger to persons and/or property and for various oth- 
er necessary reasons. Several species were removed. However, 50% 
of the trees removed were Elms that had succumbed to the Dutch Elm 
Disease; while another 25% of the total were Maples which succumbed 
from a combination of several environmental conditions. In many instan- 
ces the location of a tree that has been removed is unsatisfactory for the 
replanting of another. In the departments continuous effort to replace 
trees removed and provide future shade a total of 100 trees were planted 
along town streets in acceptable locations. The majority of trees planted 
were Norway Maples; while a smaller amount of Sugar and Red Maples, 
Mountain Ash, and Littleleaf Linden were planted. 


The control of brush along the roadsides continued during 1968. Ap- 
proximately 8 miles of brush was cut and sprayed during the year, and 
herbicides were also applied to several other areas of brush cut during 
1966 and 1967. Approximately 50% of the town roadsides with brush has 
been cut, bringing the total to about 22 miles of this growth removed dur- 
ingthe past3 years. Itis hoped that with a continuing effort brush growth 
along town streets may be reduced to a point, within the next few years, 
where spraying alone will control this sometimes hazardous growth along 
the roadsides. 


A new heating system, mainly a new boiler, was installed during the 
fallinthe building now occupied by the Tree Department on the corner of 
West and Bedford Street. Several other minor changes and repairs were 
also made to this building to conform with fire and insurance laws. 


Along with the afore mentioned activities, the department performed 
its routine duties of pruning, cabling, bolting, surgery, and tree feeding; 
maintaining the Town Nursery during the summer months, repairing and 
maintaining its own equipment when possible, responding to emergency 
calls during storms, and performing other miscellaneous tasks. 
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Many thanks are again due to my experienced employees, town depart- 
ments and officials, and the townspeople for their understanding and co- 
operation, which has made it easier for the Tree Department to fullfill 


its obligations.

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Plymouth County Mosquito Project 
East Bridgewater Annual Report 1968 


Spring weather conditions in 1968 were comparable to those of 1967, 
causing a flooding of "muck-lands" which contributed to another heavy 
mosquito infestation in May and June. We cannot control this condition, 
as there are over 70,000 acres of registered 'muck-lands" in our coun- 
try. An attempt to larvacide these large swamps would exhaust our en- 
tire budget. Mosttowns are aware of this condition, and are supplement- 
ing adult control measures of their own to allow this Project to conduct 
more extensive permanent control work. This was the original intent of 
these Projects. Hundreds ofcalls still come into this office for backyard 
spraying service. Manyofthese are referred by Health Departments and 
other town officers. These calls are a constant drain on our funds and 
personnel. 


Monies will only allow for very limited aerial applications. Consid- 
eration of possible harm to our environment will always limit us as to 
areas treated and types of insecticides applied. We will also continue to 
work closely with the State Pesticide Board, Health Departments, and 
Natural Resource Interests regarding pesticide recommendations. We 
will also continue our cooperation with the Lakeville Field Station, in 
their most important research regarding equine encephalitis. 


Icannot over-emphasize the obligation of the homeowner and commer- 
cial entities regarding the elimination of breeding sites on their proper- 
ties. A few minutes spent ridding properties of containers holding stag- 
nant water during the summer months will reduce the mosquito population 
by millions. Any water container is suspect, as old tires, wading pools, 
car bodies, clogged gutters, sewage violations, and open disposal recepta- 
cles are just a few of the breeding sites of the Culex, or summer mos- 
quito. A frequent changing of water in birdbaths and other beneficial 
water containers will accomplish the same purpose. 


Evening activities under floodlights will attract mosquitoes from a dis- 
tance. Perfumes and lotions compound this problem, as they are also 
attractants. Wecannotbe expected to provide service to these thousands 
of events, any more than we can to individual properties for insect-free 
cookouts. 


Our yearly program of ice-dusting to small breeding areas will con- 
tinue, as will our spring larvaciding program. Fogging and mist-blow- 
ing of municipal sewage areas, school and playgrounds, and dumping ar- 
eas will also be scheduled. We will do what we can with our services. 
We just do not have the monies, tools, and personnel to provide insect- 
free leisure hours to every taxpayer in the country. 


Our backhoes are still our choice weapons for permanent control meas- 
ures. Thousands of feet were trenched both on the salt marshes and in- 
land wet-lands, We do not get into every single one of the twenty towns 
each year, but we eventually give each town their share of this phase con- 
trol. 
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We wish to again thank the town officers, and especially your highway 
supervisors and health officers for their concern and cooperation.

Report of the Sanitary Inspector 


Control program of on site subsurface sewage disposal systems con- 
sists of soil evaluation to depth of 7 ft. in proposed leach area, percola- 
tion tests to determine drainage limits. Design of required sewage dis- 
posal system is made by Sanitary Inspector and inspection made of in- 
stallation before backfill. Progress inspections are made when consid- 
ered to be advisable. The results of this program have been very good 
in assuring proper operative sewage disposal systems. Septic tanks 
should be pumped clean on annual basis to prevent damage to leach field 
from sludge, this care is good economy. No paper products should be 
disposed of into septic tank system except toilet paper. 


Repair or additions to older existing sewage disposal systems are al- 
so supervised by Sanitary Inspector andcomplaints investigated promptly. 


Bacteriological water analysisis made of Town supply, swimming ar- 
eas in season and drainage problems as well as water pollution control 
program of streams. 


Inspections of eating and drinking establishments, school lunch facil- 
ities and markets were made on quarterly basis. Bacteria swab counts 
were made of eating and drinking utensils used by public. Reports are 
made to operator and copy to Board of Health. Any unsatisfactory con- 
ditions are rechecked and corrections resolved. 


Analysis of milk and cream on quarterly basis has shown very good 
standards.

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Report of the Board of Health 


The Disposal Area ''D. A." has been one of the more important prob- 
lems of the Board this year. Through the cooperation of the citizens of 
the Town the 67 acres off Bridge St. was acquired. Ata Special Town 
Meeting funds were appropriated for the installation of water, which the 
Board of Water Commissioners agreedto. With the assistance of the Ed- 
ison Co. a flood-light and electric service were provided. In the spring 
the help of the Girl and Boy Scouts was offered to clean up the litter along 
Bridge St. and inside the fences. The JC's assisted in the erection of 
fencing to try to contain the blowing papers and the service of Chief Silva 
and members of the Fire Dept. were helpful in burning several areas to 
reduce the fire hazard. The cooperation of the townspeople in obtaining 
"Resident Permit" stickers and the help given by the Police Dept. in is- 
suing them, has greatly reducedthe use of the area by out of town people. 
The excellent work done by "Charlie" Cavanagh, Custodian, and by James 
Matta, the holder of the contract for bull-dozing and gravelling, has great- 
ly improved and made more accessible this property for the use of the 
townspeople. The prevailing west winds, sometimes up to 45 miles an 
hour, have many times blown papers beyond the "traps" and have given 
the area a very untidy appearance. It is hoped this may be corrected in 
the spring. 

A request by Mr. Dube, Tree Warden, for use of a portion of the prop- 
erty was discussed with the Board of Selectmen and he was given the use 
of the area within the two gates to establish a tree nursery from which he 
will provide the trees for future highway planting. 


Some of the 'Premature Infant" cases were of considerable expense 
to the Town, requiring a transfer of funds from the Finance Committee 
to cover the costs. 


The Board was involved in several incidents of having overflowing sewage 
systemscorrected. Someare still pending and may require Court action. 
If residents would follow Sec. 5.16 of the Sanitary Code "SEPTIC TANKS 
(and Cesspools) SHOULD BE INSPECTED ANNUALLY" and "ANNUAL 
PUMPING IS DESIRABLE" some of these problems could be prevented. 


Mr. Steele, Agent for the Board has made several inspections of the 
swimming areas and the results of his water analyses showed the areas 
satisfactory. Stream pollutionis another problem for the Board and Mr. 
Steele has taken samples along Matfield River at the Brockton Treatment 
Plant, down to No. Central. The results have not been good. Samples 
were also taken from Meadow Brook from Auburn St. to Union St., and 
the results were given to the Whitman Board of Health, which resulted in 
a State order that the development on Auburn St. must be included in the 
plan for the proposed sewerage system in Whitman. 


As the Board is responsible for the removal of all animals killed on 
the highways and the price of this service has materially increased, an 
item in the budgethas been set up separately, "Disposal of animals killed 
on highways." 
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This Boardtakes this opportunity to thank all the Departments and in- 
dividuals in the Town for their cooperation during 1968.

Well Baby Clinics - Only 2 were held this year. This service has been 
terminated after 44 years of service. It no longer fits the needs of com- 
munity. We hope to plan other types of pre-school clinics next year. 


The East Bridgewater Public Health Nursing Association has been ap- 
proved as a qualified Agency to give home health care under Title 18 of 
the Social Security Act. 


Our services now include skilled nursing services at home, on a part 
time basis, under Medical Supervision and health education visits to new 
mothers, babies and pre-school children, as usual, plus these other ser- 
vices, which are available thru contracts with other Agencies. At the 
current rate of $8.00 — $10.00 per visit, a Trained registered physio- 
therapist, occupational therapist or speech therapist will visit the patient 
at home to furnish whichever service is prescribed by the patient's doc- 
tor. These services are required by Medicare but they are available to 
all people in town who need them. The services can be charged to Med- 
icare, Blue Cross and/or patient's family. 


A Home Health Aide program will furnish an aide to help with unskilled 
nursing and light housekeeping on a per hour basis, for families needing 
this service, when an aide is available. The current rate is $2.50 per 
hour. 


Blue Cross has another new service which is just starting. This is 
called Coordinated Home Health Care. It is a plan for furnishing Nursing 
and Medical care to people, ages 21 - 65 who have long term illnesses, 
which can be cared for at home. 


All these services are now available thru our Nursing Office. We will 
be gladtotalkto anyone who needs them. The fee for these services will 
be changed as the contracts are renewed.

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Report of the Water Department 


The annual report of the East Bridgewater Water Department, for year 
ending December 31, 1968 is hereby presented: 


Forty-three new services were installed and seventeen renewals were 
made. Nine hydrants were installed and water lines laid to Nursing Home 
and Home for the Elderly. 


Because of extreme river pollution, the Brockton Edison Company on 
Spring Street, has requested an additional 1, 000,000 gallons of water per 
month to operate their plant. The Brockton Edison Company is now paying 
$145, 384. 70 intaxesand without the use of this additional water per month 
from the townof East Bridgewater, the Edison Co. may be forced into large 
expenditures of money to treat this polluted water, which may or may not 
curtail operations at their plant. 


The Town is presently being supplied with water from a single gravel 
packed well constructed in 1965 and placed in operation in January 1966. 
The water consumption for 1967 averaged about 500, 000 gallons per day, 
while in 1968, the consumption increased 40% to an average of about 700, 000 
gallons per day. The welloperates between 18 and 19 hours per day, while 
during the past summer the well occasionally’ operated for 24 hours per 
day producing nearly 900, 000gallons of water. Since the existing well was 
originally designed to deliver an average of 430, 000 gallons per day and a 
maximum of 850, 000 gallons per day, itis apparent thatthe well has reached 
its safe yield in 1967 and now is being overpumped. A well could operate 
24 hours a day for a short period of time but they are designed to operate 
anaverage of 12 hours a day with a maximum of 18 hours during peak con- 
sumption periods. An important consideration is whether or not the well 
supply canmeet maximum consumer demands during the summer months, 


Atthe last annual Town Meeting, money was appropriated for the pur- 
pose of purchasing the potential well site on Crescent Street. This site 
can yield about 350 gallons per minute and coupled with the existing supply 
of 600 gallons per minute the Town will have additional water, not only for 
the increase in domestic consumption, but also for added fire protection. 


The total construction cost for the well, pumping station, water mains 
to connect to the existing system, engineering contingencies and construc- 
tion supervision would be about $214,000.00, exclusive of land, 


The proposed water mains on Crescent and Cedar Streets would not 
only carry water to the existing system, but would also provide water to 
home owners on Crescent Street. It may be pointed out that construction 
costs are increasing at a great rate and that prolonging the construction 
will mean added cost in the future. 


Water mains are also proposed on Crescent Street and Winter Street 
which would carry water to new consumers and would handle some of the 
added hydraulic load imposed by the new well. The total project for these 
mains would be about $59, 050. 00. 
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The new construction consisting of the gravel packed well adjacent to 
Crescent Street, pumping station and water mains is a necessary step in 
maintaining a growing water system that will continue to meet consumer 
demands. 


The Commissioners and Department deeply regret the loss of John J. 
Clarity, who gave his services and long experience over the many years 
he served as a Water Commissioner. He will be sadly missed.

Personnel Relations Review Board 


At the first meeting of the Personnel Relations Review Board on Jan- 
uary 11, 1968 it was unanimously voted by the committee to request the 
sum of $1, 500. 00 to hire a consultant-to prepare a classification and sala- 
ry plan for town employees. 


With the authorization to proceed, a meeting was held with Mr. T. 
Kinney O'Rourke, executive director of Massachusetts League of Cities 
and Towns. Mr. O'Rourke provided a list of firms available to do such 
workandasample of an Invitation to Bid on such work. Two full meetings 
were spent preparing the forms and thirteen letters sent. On September 
4,1968, all bids were opened in the presence of the full committee. Select- 
ing to interview only those three firms whose price fell within the budget 
figure prescribed, the committee scheduled interviews with representa- 
tivesofeach. From these interviews two choices were made and the chair- 
man was instructed to sign a contract with either after consulting with the 
director of the League of Cities and Towns. The selection of the firmof 
Sumner D,. Charm Associates of Bostonwas made. Dated October 2, 1968, 
the first letter went out from the committee introducing the firm to town 
employees and asking cooperation in gathering data for the project. The 
committee and Charm Associate representative have been meeting regu- 
larly and the interim reports have been finalized. The final report is pres- 
ently (1-10-69) being studied before presentation to the voters. 


The committee feels a good beginning has been made to provide a stan- 
dard by which the town and the town employees may know what to anticipate 
for stabilized working conditions and wages under an orderly program. 
The committee is very grateful for the cooperation of everyone involved in 
preparing this study.

New subdivision plans considered and acted on by the Board during the 
year were as follows: 


(1) Aone lot subdivision of land on Washington Street was disapproved 
pending required changes. 


(2) A one lot subdivision of land of the East Bridgewater Housing Au- 
thority off Central Street, was approved in accordance with zoning and sub- 
division rules and regulations. 


(3) A one lot subdivision of land off North Bedford Street was disap- 
proved as not conforming to regulations. 


Several plans were signed by the Board as not requiring approval un- 
der the Subdivision Control Law, the largest of which concerned land at 
the corner of Elm and Belmont Streets.

Report of the Director of Veteran’s 


Services and Veteran’s Agent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The demand for various services from our Veterans and their depen- 
dents continued on the increase during 1968, ‘There were over three thou- 
sand contacts from Veterans and their dependents for services, informa- 
tion and assistance in one form or another during 1968. 


These facts are born out and reflected in our budget that was exceeded 
againfor the third successive year. It was necessary to request addition- 
alfunds in the amount of $7,000. 00 at a special town meeting in the fall of 
1968. Due to the high cost of hospital and medical expenses this amount 
was insufficient and we have approximately $2,000. 00 in unpaid medical 
bills. 


The total expenditures for 1968 (not including unpaid medical bills) was 
$49,803.49. With additional medical bills to be paid of approximately 
$2,000.00. The total expenditure would be $51, 803.49. 


Almosthalf of this expenditure was for hospital, medical and Nursing 
Home expenses, The amount of $30,311.11 was for subsistance allowan- 
ces and burial benefits. However, 50% of these exnenditures exclusive of 
administration cost are reimbursed to the Town by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, 


In view of the continued increased cost in medical expenses, Nursing 
Homes and Hospitals for 1969 our recommendations for 1969 had to be in- 
creased, 


With the Federal and State laws making many more service men and 
women eligible for services and benefits, our work has doubled, During 
1968 more than three hundred applications were completed for the Vietnam 
State Bonus. Federal benefits for disabilities, schooling, home loans and 
pensions have more than doubled as the number of Veterans and dependents 
are increased. 


Itis important to note that those who served in the Armed Forces from 
September 16, 1940 to the present time and their dependents are eligible 
for various Federal and State benefits. Also those who served in W. W. I.

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Report of the Southeastern Regional 
School District Committee 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


When the Southeastern Regional Vocational Technical School opened in 
September 1968 for its second year of operation, approximately 810 stu- 
dents were enrolled. This represented an increase of 300 students from 
the previous year and means that the school is close to its capacity. 


The Regional School Committee, realizing that the School will, in the 
future, need expanded facilities, purchased land abutting the school prop- 
erty, This additional acreage can provide building sites when needed. 


The School Committee also appointed a Planning Sub-Committee whose 
responsibility is, inpart, to study the future needs of the Regional District 
and submit plans to meet these needs, 


At present, the school is able to accept only one application of the 3-4 
thatare made, This indicates the interest shown throughout the Region in 
the Southeastern Vocational Technical School and also points up the need 
for expanded facilities. It is not possible to accept more applications than 
the School facilities can handle, 


Plumbing has beenaddedto the curriculum. The students are building 
the facility to house this trade. This is one way that students in various 
trades, have the opportunity to gain valuable practical experience. The 
building should be ready for occupancy by the Fall of 1969. 


As in business and industry, the cost of ''doing business" goes UP each 
year. Andsoitis with Education of our young people! The operating costs 
keepgoingup. But the reason for our increased cost this year is obvious. 
The school enrollment has gone from 500 to 800 students and this means 
more shop teachers--more related subject teachers--more gym/athletic 
instructors--more supervisors-—more school buses, drivers, etc.

Since its beginning, the Extension Service has served all citizens of 
Plymouth County interested in Agriculture--Home Economics and 4—H Club 
Work, Often with the cooperation of personnel from the University of Mass- 
achusetts, our Agents/Specialists have conducted meetings--seminars-- 
schools--demonstrations and tours for interested citizens. The resources

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


We hereby submit the following report of the activities of the Board of 
Public Welfare during the first six months of 1968. As of July 1, 1968 the 
State Department of Public Welfare took over full control of all local wel- 
fare departments throughout the State of Massachusetts. As a result of the 
transition the full cost of all public assistance categories will be borne by 
the State and the Federal Government. At this time, however, we are still 
in the process of paying vendor payments which occurred prior to July 1, 
1968, We have balances available in each category to cover these expenses, 


MEDICAL ASSISTANCE 


During the first six months of the year 153 new applications were pro- 
cessed for Medical Assistance and of this amount 89 were approved. We 
expended a total of $111, 536, 23 invendor medical payments for the six-month 
period and received $41,518.28 Federal reimbursement and $17, 939. 45 
from the Commonwealth. Asof 6/30/68 we had 313 active Medical Assist- 
ance cases, 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


A total of 30 cases were in receipt of Old Age Assistance the first six 
months ata cost of $19,917.87. Ofthis amount we were reimbursed $7, 205 
from the Federal Government and $4, 866.73 by the Commonwealth, 


DISABILITY ASSISTANCE 


On January 1, 1968 we had 5 active Disability Assistance cases and 
received 3 new applications. During the first six months, three cases were 
closed and as of 7/1/68 five were being aided. The total cost of assistance 
rendered was $2,333. 27 and we received $750. 00 from the Federal Govern- 
ment and $181.70 from the State. 


AID TO FAMILIES WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


As of January 1, 1968 we had 15 active cases on the A. F.D.C. pro- 
gram and 17 new applications were taken, At the close of the six month 
period 28 cases were in receipt of assistance. The total amount expended — 
during the period of time was $24, 620.39 of which we received $7,232.00 
from the Federal Government and $4,974. 32 from the Commonwealth, 


GENERAL RELIEF 


For the General Relief program, which is one of short duration, we 
expended $809.49 for a total of 10 cases. We were reimbursed $733. 00 
by the Commonwealth, Thereis no Federal participation on this program.

Report of the School Committee 


Itis with great pleasure and great hope that we submit this annual re- 
port to the citizens of East Bridgewater. 


To say that the year 1968 was a busy one would be putting it very mildly. 
With acontinued increase in school population and teachers, opening of our 
new Junior High School, tremendous advancement in educational programs, 
and our first comprehensive teacher contract, the School Committee and 
Administration have been exceptionally busy. To be sure, our new Assist- 
ant Superintendent GordonW. Mitchell has been a tremendous help in these 
areas. 


Starting the week before school opened, the School Committee and 
Teachers Negotiating Committee have been meeting atleast once, and some- 
times two or three times a week, attempting to reach agreement in the areas 
of salaries, hours, and other conditions of employment. The Teachers 
Association has been negotiating for teachers, principals and directors of 
special subjects. As of December 11, 1968, we were at an impasse, and 
at the time of writing, are awaiting mediation and fact finding. Also, the 
Association and the Committee must negotiate contracts for the cafeteria 
workers, secretaries and custodians. 


The new Junior High School has been atremendous source of educational 
opportunity and stimulation for both students and faculty of grades 7, 8, and 
9. Wedon't think it would be impractical to be thinking of an addition to the 
high school and/or anew school insome formor other before too many years 
have passed, especially as we are faced with a public kindergarten by 1973 
as required by State Law. 


A Federally Funded project, Project Contemporary Competitiveness, 
was in effect this summer and seventeen local students from grades 8 and 
9 attended the State College at Bridgewater for a period of six weeks. This 
program consisted of coursesinmathematics, English, Foreign languages, 
and biology on an accelerated basis. Many of our students were at the top 
of their respective classes. A very satisfactory evaluation was submitted 
by all concerned. 


For the first time we have a speech therapist serving grades one through 
twelve in the person of Mrs. Holly Hansen. Mrs. Hansen is evaluating and 
providing remedial speech training to all who have a need for this service, 
with concentration at the elementary level. 


The School Committee has renovated a room at the Intermediate School 
to be used as a Library. At the High School, the Committee has provided 
an additional room for library use. This room houses equipment and mat- 
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erials of a non-print resource nature. As in the past, all school libraries 
are staffed andoperatedby the Public Library. This is in the best interest 
of the town economically, as well as providing the best service to the student. 


Summer kindergarten which was held again this summer was very suc- 
cessful, and is showing its worth in grades one and two. Summer school 
was offeredthis year, asin the past, with excellent help for those who par- 
ticipated. Evening Practical Arts was expanded this year to include personal 
typing. 


With school enrollment at 2100, 112 teachers, four buildings, numerous 
administrative personnel, the complexities of education and the scope of 
running a school system, the School Committee felt a great need for an 
Assistant Superintendent of Schools. Mr. Gordon W. Mitchell, formerly 
a teacher and elementary principal in Hanover, and most recently an edu- 
cational consultant in the areas of curriculum and instruction to school sys- 
tems throughout the northeast, was appointed to this position in late July. 


It is the hope of the School Committee that the progress of the system 
with the help of taxpayers, administrators, faculty and students will con- 
tinue.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the members of the School Committee and the Citizens of East Bridge- 
water: I respectfully submit my twelfth annual report as Superintendent of 
the East Bridgewater Public Schools. 


One of the most pressing problems which faced the East Bridgewater 
Public Schools during 1968 has been the implementation of the provisions 
of Chapter 763 - the collective bargaining statute. This act requires that 
the School Committee shall meet with the employees' representatives and 
bargainin good faith on the matter of hours, wages and other conditions of 
employment. 


Numerous meetings and discussions, involvinguntold man-hours, were 
held with the various employee groups to effect contractual agreements that 
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hopefully, would serve the best interests of the school system and, at the 
same time, would not be inconsistent with the financial capabilities of the 
town. The employee groups include the following: East Bridgewater 
Teachers Association, Unit A (all teachers); East Bridgewater Teachers 
Association, Unit B (all principals and assistant principals, directors, 
coaches, secretaries, cafeteria employees andcustodial staff). On Decem- 
ber 11, 1968 the School Committee and the Teachers Association reached 
animpasse in negotiations and both sides have agreed to fact-finding through 
the State Board of Arbitration and Conciliation. 


Following this first full year of collective bargaining procedures, it is 
obvious to your Superintendent that the 'Bargaining Act" has very serious 
implications for the future of public education at the community level. In 
his opinion the following conditions have evolvedor will develop as presently 
defined in Chapter 763: (1) a gradual erosion of the fiscal autonomy of the 
School Committee; (2) a tendency to focus too much attention on the peripheral 
issues of education at the expense of the more substantive education prob- 
lems; (3) aneed for the School Committee to have professional consultative 
and legal service; and (4) a more definitive interpretation, either through 
actual negotiations or judicial review ofthe matters. that come within the 
scope of this act. 


Although collective bargaining has been the most pressing issue during 
1968 there were several other problems of equal importance. The state 
sales tax has failed to produce the amount of revenue anticipated at time of 
adoption of the limited sales tax. The problem of fiscal responsibility and 
support is further compounded by the Willis-Harrington report to extend 
present curricular programs and to introduce new offerings. The new state 
proposals set new standards of forty teachers per thousand pupils plus ten 
non-classroom professional personnel for elementary school classes. At 
the high school this standard is one teacher to seventeen pupils or sixty 
classroom teachers per thousand pupils plus fifteen non-classroom pro- 
fessional personnel. 


Recognizing that the duties and problems of the office of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools have more than tripled in the last ten years the School 
Committee created the position of Assistant Superintendent of Schools and 
chose Mr. GordonW. Mitchell to fill the position as of September 1, 1968. 
It is a pleasure to state that Mr. Mitchell is sharing the workload well, 
resulting in an improvement in the educational program of the entire system. 


I wish to pay tribute to Miss Mary Sullivan, teacher of Latin and French, 
who retired after 46 years of faithful service to the youth of East Bridge- 
water. Her understanding of the needs of boys and girls and her interest in 
pupil development made her an outstanding and respected teacher. In her 
retirement Miss Sullivan carries the best wishes of all who have been priv- 
ileged to know her. 
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The reports of the principals and directors that follow touch upon some 
of the highlights of the past school year. I would be pleased to provide addi- 
tional information to any resident who is interested in a specific program, 
policy, or procedure. 


In closing, I would like to extend my sincere appreciation to everyone 
who has contributed to the success of our educational program. The con- 
scientious and dedicated service of our teachers and administrators has 
been of inestimable value in the progress of our public schools in 1968. 
The cooperation rendered by the Town Departments has facilitated the oper- 
ation of our schools, and the untiring effort of the Public School Librarians 
is most appreciated. lam gratefulto my secretarial staff for their efficient 
service. I would also like to thank the organizations which award scholar- 
ships, the Service Clubs for their valuable contributions in the interest of 
our student body. 


Finally, lam especially grateful and I know the community joins me in 
expressing thanks to our School Committee members for their service and 
leader ship in behalf of our schools. With new state requirements to be met, 
negotiations with teachers and other employees, and new federal education 
programs to understand and adopt, the usual work of a School Committee 
member has increased greatly in recent years. Our Committee is meeting 
this challenge and will continue its efforts to provide good schools for the 
youth of East Bridgewater.

Kast Bridgewater High School Report 
Dear Mr. Goldman, 

Iam pleased to submit this yearly report of activities of the high school. 

As of September, 1968, we became a three year high school, encom- 
passing grades 10, 11, and12. The ninth grade was relocated in the new 
Junior High and the fifth grade returned to "'their" school. 

Following are the Departmental Reports: 


Report of the Social Studies Department 


The following changes have been executed in the Social Studies Depart- 
ment. 
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1. Acombination seminar-instructional type approach is being exper- 
imented with-in International Relations. More stress is placed on 
individual study, research and responsibility. This class has been 
taken out of atypical classroom situation and meets regularly in the 
library. 


2. Greater stress is being placed on individual research and more ex- 
tensive use of the library and its facilities in all areas of the social 
studies. 


3. Very special attention has been given to the up-dating and improve- 
ment of the social studies curriculum with the goal of expanding the 
number of courses offeredin keeping with the needs of our students 
and society. The department head has made several professional 
visits to other school systems and to state and federal agencies. 
It should be understood that curriculum revision will be part of a 
long-range plan. 


4, Plans are being formulated toward the inclusion in the curriculum 
of an American Studies class that will incorporate a team-teaching 
approach and which will provide in-depth study and stress individual 
research, study, and responsibility. It is hoped that the facilities 
and staff of the State College at Bridgewater can be utilized in this 
program. 


5. The department head, in cooperation with Dr. Jordan Fiore of the 
State College and Mrs. Anne Hynes of the school library, has be- 
gun ataping program of important historical records and events at 
virtually no cost to the town of East Bridgewater. 


6. The department head has submitted a project that will expand the 
instructional materials facilities of the secondary schools. This 
is a federal project that is now pending approval by the State De- 
partment of Education. 


7. Close attentionhas beengivento ordering material that can be used 
by both secondary schools. These are transparencies, tapes, film- 
strips, records, films, film-loops, and slides. As a result there 
will be agreat saving in expenditure due to the elimination of dupli- 
cation. 


8. An experimental approach is being used in the Senior offerings of 
Comparative Political and Economic Systems. This is a problem- 
solving approach based on the Fenton method of inductive learning. 


Report of the Business Education Department 


1. OnMarch 26, 1968, there was processed an application for equip- 
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mentunder Vocational Education Act of 1963 (Public Law 88-210). 
On June 10, 1968, approval was received, dated May 8, 1968, pro- 
ject No. BOE67-060, in the amount of $2193. As of this date, all 
of the equipment requested has been received. 


On May 18, 1968, four students from this department participated 
in a tri-state business skills invitational meet at Johnson & Wales 
Junior College of Business, in shorthand and bookkeeping. The 
actual contests were of about one hour's duration. The group rep- 
resenting this school tied for third placein the aggregated class and 
our shorthand competitor was the winner of the gold first-place a- 
ward in her class. A Business Education Department auditorium 
program was held during May, 1968, featuring a speaker from 
Control Data Institute (a recent graduate of this school), describ- 
ing opportunities in electronic data processing. 


Maintenance of rooms and equipment is being accomplished on a 
continuing basis with minor repairs to desks, blinds, and machines. 
Due to an increase in ''Typing" student enrollments, Room 201 was 
converted to a typing and machine room by the purchase of 16 desks 
and chairs and arrangement of machine operating stations with elec- 
tric outlets. Six additional typewriters were procured, completing 
the conversion. With30typing stations in Room 202 and 16 stations 
in Room 201, the Business Education Department typing facilities 
can accommodate a total of 322 typing enrollees. Considering the 
increasing desir ability for a college student to have a working know- 
ledge of typing in the pursuit of better grades, plus the continuing 
need for competent typists in the business world, it is felt that max- 
imum use should be made of available facilities. 


Report of the Science Department 


i 


New courses inhealth and non-college chemistry are now being of- 
fered. All juniors are required to attend two health discussions 
each week. Non-college chemistry, a course which meets five 
periods each week, provides students with a basic descriptive back- 
ground inchemistry minimizing the complex mathematical concepts 
which a course in college preparatory chemistry would explore. 
Human physiology, another course, is taken by seniors and meets 
three times weekly. 


Several departmental members have attended special workshops in 
drug abuse, innovative programs, and laboratory safety. The lab- 
oratory safety workshop was also attended by two students. In addi- 
tion to attendance at workshops, two department members are pur- 
suing studies in National Science Foundation In-Service Institutes 
held once a week at Bridgewater State College: James Rowell, 
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Physics and Earle Hanna, Organic Chemistry. Charles Hunt is 
also completing a Master's Program in Psychology at Northeastern 
University. 


The recent addition of film loop projectors to the audio-visual de- 
partment will greatly enhance the teaching of science. Some film 
loops on various science topics are available and it is hoped that 
more canbe added in the immediate future. Other items which are 
used in the laboratory and demonstration work are being received 
continually. 


Report of the Mathematics Department

In order to make effective use of our increased materials the Math- 
ematics Departmenthas written a "Course of Study" stating its ob- 
jective and course content. 


In this course of study new offerings have been added to give each > 
student a wide-range of selections from which to choose. These 
are Review Mathematics and College Preparatory Mathematics. 


The department head attended a workshop on individual programmed 
instructionin Newton, Massachusetts and a workshop in Middletown, 
Connecticut in use of the computer and programmed instructional 
materials in the high school. 


We in the Mathematics Department are continually searching for new and 
better instructional methods and materials. 


Report from the Industrial Arts Department

The Industrial Arts program consists of sewing, cooking, home- 
making, mechanical, and architectual drawing, woodworking, metal 
working, automotive, and furniture design and refinishing. 


The cooking and sewing programs are primarily for girls, but many 
boys have elected cooking with excellent results. Homemaking is 
limited to senior girls with previous experience in sewing and cook- 
ing classes. 


Additions to the Industrial Arts program were made in September 
of 1968, which included architectual drawing, automotive shop, and for 
junior and senior girls, aspecial course in furniture design and re- 
finishing. This is entirely new, and the enthusiasm and quality of 
workmanship of this group have more than justified this new course 
offering. The Industrial Arts program will continue in its endeavor 
to meet the desires and needs of the students. 
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Report of the Foreign Language Department

The department head considers himself exceptionally fortunate in 
his staffthis year. We have a fine "esprit de corps" in the depart- 
ment, a fact which is greatly aided by the department classrooms 
all being in one section of the building. 


During 1968 expenses were quite minimal. Some new books were 
needed to meet increased enrollment, and there were language lab 
repairs. Some pupil practice records were purchased as were some 
recording tapes needed for duplicating purposes. These latter two 
items were purchased with the aid of NDEA funds. 


The complete course of study of the Foreign Language Department 
has beencompleted. It includes among other things, the philosophy 
of the department, course descriptions, suggestions to teachers for 
covering various kinds of material, and bibliographies of method- 
ology, texts and library books available. All language courses, 
both at the high school and the junior high levels, are included. 


The department head wishes to inform the citizens of East Bridge- 
water that he feels that the Foreign Language Department is oper- 
ating ona very efficient economic basis. For example, Miss Sullivan 
and the department head spent many hours duplicating about 150 
A-LMtapes for use at the junior high. While this takes much time, 
it also saves much money when compared with the cost of buying 
complete new sets of tapes. In addition, teachers duplicate the 
A-LM standardized tests to be given to pupils, saving more than 
$200. 00-per year. 


It is with regret that we note the retirement of Miss Sullivan after 
nearly a half century of teaching inthe East Bridgewater Public 
Schools. 


Report of the Fnglish Department 


: 


Significant changes in the English Department this year have in- 
volved both improvement and expansionof curriculum. The summer 
of 1968 saw the completion of an integrated course of study for all 
phases of English instruction in grades 10-12. In effect since 
September, this plan provides requirements and direction, not only 
in terms of what will be studied, but also in terms of desired out- 
comes of the studies andthe quantity of time or balance of emphasis 
relegated to each of the various language arts areas. Added to the 
regular college-preparatory Fnglish curriculum this year are Lit- 
erary criticism and World Literature, eachtaughtfor one semester 
of the Senior year. In addition to Journalism, the department also 
has added electives in Creative Writing, Speech, and Drama this 
year.

9. Further improvement in English instruction this year has been made 
possible through increased emphasis upon and utilization of library 
facilities. Through the imaginative assistance of Mrs. Anne Hynes, 
Librarian, and the expanded facilities and resources of the library, 
the total English curriculum has been made significantly more effect- 
ive. 

3. Currently, all members of the department are engaged in projects 
involving expansion and revision of the curriculum, planning of new 
courses within the English Department andin cooperation with other 
academic departments, and further expansion of audio-visual in- 
structional materials inventories. 


4. Generally, through cooperation of the administration, faculty, 
Library, the department has functioned with more cohesion and 
smoothness than ever. 


High School Report continues: 


Most of our students and most of our teachers returned to us to take 
up where they left off, the previous June. There are, however, several 
differences in the building from last year. A new Physics laboratory is in 
use. This additional laboratory was made necessary because of the in- 
creasing number of students selecting a greater variety of subjects, a con- 
ditionwe must expect and make provisions for if weexpectto grow educa- 
tionally. Also, an instructional media center was instituted adjacent to the 
library. Mrs. Grace Eastman and Mrs. Anne Hynes were most helpful in 
planning and placing the new center into immediate operation. Their con- 
tinued interest inthis ventureis most appreciated. More facilities for more 
student participation through the effort of the library staff continues to help 
us grow. 


This year we held our graduation exercises outdoors. Again, coopera- 
tion between the school, local citizens, local organizations, and local 
churches made the graduation a beautiful, memorable one. 


This year wehave a full complement of experienced Department Heads 
and the expanded curriculum offerings reflect their wide ranges of educa- 
tional approaches in several areas. 


In keeping with modern educational trends, we continually strive to 
offer meaningful experiences to our students as well as to other students. 
This year we are the host school for an exchange student from Chile, South 
America. Heis attending regular classes at the High School. Through the 
efforts of our Student Council, under the direction of Mr. Charles Hunt of 
our faculty, Pedro Verais assured of a meaningful High School experience. 
His "mother" and "father"’ are Mr. & Mrs. Fred Rugg who opened their 
homes andhearts to him. We are sure that when Pedro leaves us in March 
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he will take with him many memories and a part of us will go with him, an 
ambassador of good will from East Bridgewater, Massachusetts, to Con- 
cepcieon, Chile, South America. 


Parent-teacher discussion groups met during this past year. Additional 
meetings are planned for the future so that the community and the school 
will become more closely related to the education of their children. 


Girls in shop? Why not? A waiting list is the best way to describe 
the successinanew venture this year, for girls only - furniture design and 
furniture refinishing. 


Auditorium programs, seminars, workshops on Drugs, Narcotics, 
Health, and Alcoholism were part of the students' and teachers' exposure 
during the year. 


Working together, Mr. Gordon Mitchell, the Assistant Superintendent 
and Mrs. Jean Bumgardner, the Director of Guidance have embarked on a 
system-wide testing program in order to assess ourselves and establish 
guidelines onalocalbasisto more closely measure growth within the aca- 
demic atmosphere of our own area as well as on a national basis. 


For the future we look forward eagerly each day to tomorrow. Weekly 
curriculum and weekly staff meetings stress the importance of articulation 
between all schools and all parties concerned. New approaches in teaching 
are being investigated and placed into practice on a limited basis. Long 
range plans aimed toward the day when this building will be too small for 
the ever increasing student body are being formulated. By 1975 our pro- 
jected enrollment is 875 students, for instance, ingrades 9 through 12 based 
on current growth patterns. 


Systematic painting, renovating, and refurnishing will keep our build- 
ing intop condition, physically. This year we painted most of the corridors 
onall floors and the entire cafeteria. Committees on the curriculum, plant 
expansion and program evaluation all help form a unified approach to that 
kindof education which we believe is best for our East Bridgewater youth. 


Your continued support of our program is solicited and your comments 
are invited. Special thanks are due to the dedicated members of the East 
Bridgewater School Committee; the Superintendent of Schools, Mr. Stanley 
Goldman; the Assistant Superintendent, Mr. Gordon Mitchell; and Library 
Staff, headed by Mrs. Grace Eastman, the faculty, the cafeteria staff, and 
the custodial staff. 


Together, as a team, let us move forward remembering the words 
spoken by Ted Kennedy at his brother's eulogy, "Some people see things as 
they are and say "why?" I dream things that never were and say, "why 
not?"

Report of the Principal 
of the Junior High School 


Dear Mr. Goldman, 


With pleasure, I submit my second annual report as principal of the 
Junior High School. At the present time, 494 students are enrolled in this 
school. The students have been carefully placed in classes which are de- 
signed to provide instruction suited to their abilities. With the additional 
space and staff provided in the new building, we are able to flexibly group 
to better meet the needs of the student. In grades 7 and 8, there are sev- 
eral levels in each subject area and the students are involved in the level 
that challenges them as individuals. Grade 9 curriculum reflects the selec- 
tion of course offerings made by the student and his parents. In the various 
fields, we have ability grouping so we may move the students along at their 
own pace. Thus, we have taken strides to eliminate the sameness in the 
education of all students and, in an age when education is largely concerned 
with equality, we are making areal attempt to provide for the individual 
differences of our students. 


In the area of curriculum improvement, the faculty is presently engaged 
ina study of the subject matter within each department, with the emphasis 
on the development of an articulated curriculum. We have also undertaken 
new programs in Literature and Social Studies. 


The Literature program revolves around the needs of the student in 
reading. Eachonehas been tested, andwe have placed him into one of three 
categories; advanced, grade level, or remedial. The material within each 
classroom reflects the particular emphasis a class takes, either apprecia- 
tion, developmental reading, or both. 


In the Social Studies area, we have incorporated the Fenton materials 
insome of the ninth grade Civics classes. These are primary source mat- 
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erials, and the student is exposed to them and to the logical processes of 
inductive reasoning. This "inquiry'' method is designed to develop active 
participation inthe classroom, establish adequate value patterns consistent 
with our democratic creed, and transfer a body of conceptual knowledge 
which will aid our students in life. 


The Junior High also was involved in two federally funded programs 
this year. Project Contemporary Competitiveness was an area project, and 
nine of our students attended a summer institute at Bridgewater State College 
for Advanced Studies. Itis pleasing to note with great satisfaction how well 
these students progressed during the summer, and the Junior High takes 
justifiable pride in their achievement. 


A second project, entitled, Project Expression, was funded under Title 
I of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act and was held here this 
past summer. Mr. Richard Dow and Mr. Louis Sault cooperated in an in- 
terrelated Industrial Arts and Social Studies program designed to develop 
agreater awareness on the participant's part of the electoral processes in 
the society in which they live. 


Of course, all of these new programs could not have come into existence 
without the new building and its facilities. The Staff and student personnel 
are delighted with the building and its educational advantages. The physical 
plantis most adequate, and we have been able to equip the departments and 
library quite well. The Audio-Visual center is complete, with equipment 
ranging from cameras to a complete video tape system. Thus, we are able 
to combine a multi-media instructional approach with a flexibly grouped 
student body. 


We have been most fortunate in securing the services of the following 
staff members: Mrs. Eliza Gauthier, teacher of Mathematics and Science, 
graduate of Bridgewater State College; Mr. Richard Gothage, teacher of 
Mathematics, graduate of University of Massachusetts; Mr. Fred Cushing, 
teacher of Biology, graduate of Bridgewater State College; Miss Michele 
Perrotta, teacher of Special Education, graduate of Boston College; Mr. 
KarlS. Crowell, teacher of English, graduate of Bridgewater State College; 
Mr. Edward Denon, teacher of Music, Boston University; and Mrs. Ellen 
Kulick, Guidance Department, part time, graduate of Stonehill College. 


A sincere note of thanks must be extended to Mrs. Allene Hamilton and 
Mrs. Grace Eastman for the library services provided for our staff and 
students. 


Inconclusion, I would like to extend my thanks to the School Committee, 
Mr. Goldman, Mr. Mitchell for their assistance this year. A special com- 
mendation should be afforded the staff of the Junior High who have consistently 
extended time and effort in providing an excellent program that will, I'm 
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sure, produce the type of student and citizen East Bridgewater will claim 
with pride.

Report of the Principal 
of the Intermediate School 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my second annual report as Principal 
of the Intermediate School. 


Our enrollment as of this September was as follows: Grade 5, 188 stu- 
dents; Grade 6, 192 students; Special Class, 6 students. 


Due to the increased enrollment and the availability of space created 
by the opening of the new Junior High School, we were able to expand our 
teaching staff by adding an additional teacher at each grade level. 


To fill these additional positions, Mrs. Philip Prophett (Grade 5), a 
1965 graduate of the State College at Bridgewater and Mr. Gerard Provost 
(Grade 6), 21968 graduate of the State College at Bridgewater, were hired. 
Mrs. Prophett comes to us having completed three years of teaching in 
Connecticut. 


We are also fortunate to have three more new teachers with us this 
year who were hired as replacements for teachers who had either left the 
system or transferred. They are: Miss Jeanne Carlson (Grade 5), a 1968 
graduate of Bridgewater; Mr. Raymond Cabana (Grade 6), a 1968 graduate 
of Bridgewater, and Mr. Richard Pollino (Grade 6), a 1968 graduate of 
Fitchburg. 


In our special subject areas, we also welcomed the following new mem- 
bers to our staff: 


Miss Carolyn Crompton, Sargent College and Boston University, Phys- 
ical Education; Mrs. Joel Hansen, Emerson College, Speech Therapy; Mr. 
Gerald Farmer, State College, Lowell and University of Oregon, Instru- 
mental Music; Mr. Edward Denon, Boston University, Sixth grade Music; 
Mr. Edmond Byrne, Jr., West Chester State College, Fifth grade Music; 
and Miss Marion Hollis, Instrumental Music. 
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With the opening of the Junior High School last February, and the con- 
solidation of the fifth and sixth grade classes under one roof, many advan- 
tages have been forthcoming. Not only has the transition been beneficial 
for the children in providing them with a stable situation and environment, 
but also, the teachers have been able to work much closer than previously 
for the benefit of the children. 


One of the greatest improvements, due to added personnel and consol- 
idation, has been in the areas of reading and mathematics. In these two 
areas, we have been able to group the children more accurately according 
to achievement and recognizable needs. With the teachers continually dis- 
cussing and appraising the childrens' progress, it is possible to provide for 
each child's needs in greater depth. 


The teachers and Ihave found this grouping for reading and mathematics 
to be very profitable for the pupils. Not only does it provide the children 
an opportunity to move from class to class, thereby learning to adjust to 
different personalities and methods, but it also gives them the opportunity 
to progress at their own level of ability. | 


It is with a great deal of pleasure that I am able to report the many 
significant building improvements which have taken place this past year. 
Mr. Wallace Brotherton, of the Maintenance Department, together with the 
able custodial staff of the Intermediate School, Mr. Frederick Brown and 
Mr. Donald Kerrigan, have completed many undertakings. 


Our new walk-infreezer, steam table, tray rail, exhaust fan and floor 
tiling have up-dated the cafeteria. There has alsobeen a great deal of paint- 
ing done throughout the building which has brightened the corridors and 
rooms and makes for a more relaxed atmosphere. 


The renewal of parts of the heating system which was begun this year 
and will continue, will undoubtably save in fuel costs and eventually provide 
for more even temperature distribution throughout the building. 


One of the major projects, which has recently been completed, is our 
new library. With the able assistance of Mrs. Grace Eastman, Town Lib- 
rarian, Mrs. Ina May Marland, newly appointed Intermediate School Libra- 
rian, and the cooperative staff of the Public Library, we now have a room 
which will eventually meet many of our needs. The Library Staff was able 
to purchase approximately 1500 volumes along with the transparencies, 
records, andfilmstrips withfunds from Title II of the Elementary and Sec- 
ondary Education Act (ESEA). We still have a great amount of materials 
and books to purchase, but we are fortunate to have a substantial beginning.

Report of the Principal 
of the Central School 


Dear Mr. Goldman: 


Iam pleased to submit the following report of activities of the Central 
School for the year 1968. The total enrollment remained fairly constant 
since January when the total number of pupils in Grades one tnrough four 
was 793 pupils. The enrollment in September remained the same but by 
December it had risen to 806. The pupils were distributed as follows: 
Grade One, nine classes; Grade Two, seven classes; Grade Three, seven 
classes; Grade Four, six classes; Special Instruction, one class. 


Many meetings, workshops, conferences and consultations were held 
during the year in reading. Miss Louise Crowley and Miss Theresa 
Hanley conducted workshops during the early part of the year. The group- 
ing of pupils in reading into basic and corrective groups was organized. 
Three first grade classes were grouped to give more attention to the needs 
of the pupils on an individual basis and through a multi-media approach. 
Greater emphasis has been given generally to the use of audio-visual mat- 
erials inthe reading area, especially. A program to help the slower pupils 
inthe regular reading program was started in Grade One and will continue 
in Grade Two. Miss Frances Barrett, a consultant from Scott, Foresman 
Company met with the teachers to help with the presentation of the materials. 


Principals and teachers have met on numerous occasions with Mr. 
Gordon Mitchell, Assistant Superintendent, to discuss curriculum needs. 
A Social Studies Committee has met throughout the year. This committee 
comprised teachers and administrators in Grades One through Six. 


Parents and the general public were invited to an Open House on Nov- 
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ember 14. Pupil work was displayed in the classrooms and teaching tools 
were exhibited in the Cafeteria. Teachers and parents had an opportunity 
to meet together in the Cafeteria. 


A Conference Day and Night, held on November 25, again proved valu- 
able as ameans for parents to talk with the teachers at a scheduled confer- 
ence time. Teachers explained a new form for reporting pupil progress 
and parents were givena questionnaire on which to give suggestions for re- 
visionoftheform. The Report Card Committee organized in the early part 
of the year has screened the replies carefully and revised the reporting 
form for use in January. 


Individual pupils showing symptoms of perceptual difficulties were re- 
ferred to Mr. Robert Guillette of the Guidance Department. Pupils were 
tested and screened to determine their needs. 


Pupils needing special instruction have been located in classrooms with 
pupils of their own age-level. The pupils are scheduled throughout the day 
to go to the special teacher for individual help. This plan allows the child 
to be in the regular classroom for activities he can perform and leave for 
special assistance in subjects in which he may need special help. 


New personnel added to the staff in September included the following 
teachers: Miss Mary Lou Sherwood, Grade One; Miss Dorothy McCarthy, 
Grade One; Miss Edythe Brown, Grade Two; Miss Priscilla Morris, Grade 
‘Three; Mrs. Diane Buckley, Special Class; Miss Carolyn Crompton, Phys- 
ical Education; Mr. Edmond Byrne, Jr. , Music;Mrs. Holly Hansen, Speech. 


Mr. Byrne and Mr. Gerald Farmer, Director of Music, conducted in- 
strumental lessons for the pupils of Grade Four before school each morn- 
ing. InNovember, Miss Marion Hollis was engaged to teach violin lessons 
one day a week. 


In cooperation with the State College at Bridgewater, several student 
teachers taught at the Central School during the year. Miss Linda Dyer 
trainedin Grade Two with Mrs. Nicolas; Mrs. Diane Buckley worked with 
Mrs. Horsleyin Grade Two and Mrs. Shippeein Special Class; Miss Dorothy 
Sprague was assigned to Grade Three with Miss Querzoli; Miss Barbara 
Johnson trained with Miss Roupenian in Grade Three. 


On November 21, as part of their social studies and reading programs 
the pupils of Grade Three traveled with their teachers to Plimoth Plantation 
in Plymouth tolearn more of the activities of the early New England settlers 
and of the problems they faced in the New World. 


Pupils needing help with speech problems were given an opportunity to 
meet individually andin small groups with the speech therapist. The Teach- 
ers' Lounge was equipped with a large mirror, tape recorders, and other 
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audio-visual materials to assist Mrs. Hansen in her corrective speech pro- 
gram. Pupils are scheduled to have speech training on a daily and weekly 
basis. 


To allow the teachers a half-hour lunch time Mrs. Edith Morton and 
Mrs. Violet Stone were employed as lunchroom aides beginning in Septem- 
ber. The lunchroom aides supervise the pupils in the Cafeteria during the 
three lunch periods. 


The need for well-qualified substitute teachers has been a constant con- 
cern. This has been especially true with long-term substitute work. We 
are especially grateful to the following teachers who have served as sub- 
stitutes when we have had long teacher absences to meet: Miss Margaret 
Keith, Mrs. Dorothy Poland, Mrs. Marion Hornstra, Mrs. Margaret Wiggin. 


A more extensive art program has been made possible by the renova- 
tion of the general storageroominto alarge art room. New sinks, adequate 
fluorescent lights, tables, chalkboards, tack boards, and storage shelves 
have been major improvements. Each class meets with Miss Judy Ann 
Sprague on a weekly schedule. 


During the year conferences were held with teachers, parents, social 
workers, andrepresentatives of other educational services to assist in re- 
solving problems that affect the normal progress of the child in his school 
life. Many hours have been spentinremedial teaching, counseling, parental 
conferences, testing, and communication with private and public facilities 
toreduce behavior problems that result in low achievement and poorly ad- 
justed future citizens.

Report of the Director of Guidance 
Dear Mr. Goldman: 
I submit herewith my report for the year 1968: 
On February 27, fifty Junior students took the National Merit Scholar- 


ship Qualifying Test. Roberta Hardman was entered in the Semifinalist 
competition and Sandra Eaton, Judith Hogue and Susan Roan were recipients 
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of a National Merit Letter of Commendation signifying that they scored in 
the upper two percent of 39, 000 students who will graduate from high school 
in1969. The Commended students rank just below the 15, 000 Semifinalists. 


On February 29, ten Freshmen and twenty-two Sophomores took the 
National Educational Development Test. Ellena Adcock, Paul Cooper, Jane 
Jezard, Gary Kingston, Janice Lincoln, Marilyn Schadler, Nancy Young of 
Grade 10 and Patrice Darche, Michael Hall, Jeanette Krolewicz, Robert 
Perkins, Nancy Vernonof Grade 9 received recognition of outstanding per- 
formance in the form of a certificate. 


The Lorge-Thorndike Intelligence Test and the Tests of Academic 
Progress were administered to 137 Seniors on May 27, 28 and 29 and as a 
whole did very well. 


The Guidance Office was kept very busy readying application forms, 
transcripts and students for admissionto college. Forty-one colleges noti- 
fied sixty-seven Seniors of 117 acceptances, with better than $100, 000 of- 
fered in scholarships. 


In September, the United States Air Force administered the Armed 
Services Vocational Aptitude Battery to the Senior Class. 


During October, all Seniors were seen on an individual basis for voca- 
tional counseling. Juniors and Seniors were administered the Preliminary 
Scholastic Aptitude Test and scored well. 


November was busy as we administered the Iowa Test of Educational 
Development to 154 Freshmen and 133 Juniors. The results will be used 
primarily for curriculum development but the test results were interpreted 
to the students on an individual basis. 


Guidance continues to assist all phases of our educational system to 
facilitate its goalin more effectively reaching every pupil. I conclude with 
sincere thanks to a dedicated administration and teaching staff for their co- 
operation.

Itis apleasure to report the activities and events of the Music Depart- 
ment of 1968. 
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Nineteen sixty-eight began with the participation of six band students in 
the Southeast District Concert Festival in Falmouth, January 20. In Feb- 
ruary a student group attended the Boston Globe Jazz Festival, featuring 
Duke Ellington, with much appreciated financial augmentation by the Wo- 
man's Club of East.Bridgewater. March activity saw the largest student 
participation in music activity in some time. Thirteen students performed 
intheS. E. M.S. B. A. Concert Festivalin Plymouth, March 24. Band mem- 
bers held seven first chairs in their respective instrument sections; an 
outstanding accomplishment for one school. Three students attended the 
All New England Festival in Barre, Vermont on March 30. An outstanding 
effort was presented the same weekendin Michael J. McCarthy Auditorium. 
"Bye, Bye, Birdie, '’ a musical comedy performed by the Drama Club and 
music students, under the direction of Miss Deborah Cohee, was very well 
received by nearly capacity audiences for two evenings. 


Six students successfully auditioned for Massachusetts All-State on 
April 6 at West Springfield. Two students achieved first chairs in the orch- 
estra ranking first in the state on their instruments; Licia Weare, oboe, 
and Rebecca Eldredge, bassoon. 


The bands started off the Boys' League Baseball season with participa- 
tion in their parade on April 28. 


In May the social and fraternal organizations of East Bridgewater com- 
bined their efforts with the Music Parents Organization and General Chair- 
man, Mr. Lester Stone, toproduce the Southeast District Audition Festival. 
The affair was outstanding and music educators in this area are still talking 
about the contribution of somany groups to such a program. The Music De- 
partment wishes to thank all who assisted in any way: particularly the Sachem 
Young Woman's Club, programs; Boosters Club, concessions; American 
Legion, parade; Boys' League, special transportation; John Brooks, Public 
Address System; Music Parents, The Teachers Association and students 
who acted as guides in each building; Mrs. Tarantino, luncheon; and the cus- 
todians. The custodians did an outstanding job in setting up each audition 
site andin transporting equipment that had to be borrowed from other school 
systems. The materials were taken down and returned without disruption of 
any school'sclass schedule. These men have always done a first-class job 
in support of music activity and the music department wishes to extend a 
special word of thanks. Additional support from the Youth Center, the Po- 
lice Department, Firemen and members of the Commercial Club and church 
organizations was greatly appreciated. 


The month ended with a Pops Concert at the Junior High School with 
both bands and the High School Chorus. The chorus appreciated the special 
rehearsal periods in order to take part in this performance. 


Three new staff members comprise the music department as of Septem- 
ber, 1968. Mr. Edmund Byrne has assumed the duties of classroom music 
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for grades1 - 5. Mr. Edward Denonis teaching Junior High general music, 
the Junior Band and all the 6th grade music classes. Mr. Gerald J. Farmer 
directs the High School Band and Chorus, Intermediate Band, Junior Chorus, 
and teaches the instrumental program in grades 4 - 6. The addition of a 
part-time string teacher, Miss Marion Hollis, has made it possible for 
many new string students to become actively involved in the string program. 
Since September the High Schoolband and majorettes performed at six foot- 
ball games, three rallies, a parade, an assembly, and the Christmas con- 
cert. The High School chorus has performed at an assembly and the Christ- 
masconcert. The Junior High School Band has performed in a parade, two 
assemblies and the Christmas concert. The Intermediate Band performed 
Christmas music at an assembly. The newly-formed String Ensemble per- 
formed at an Intermediate School assembly. 


Many talented students have successfully auditioned for the Southeast 
District Concert Festival, and three have been selected to audition for the 
All-State Concert Festival. Many thanks to the East Bridgewater Music 
Parents, who will financially sponsor these students at the festivals. 


Our thanks to the administration at all levels for their support of the 
various music programs.

Dear Mr. Goldman: 


Iherewith submit the following annual report for the School Dental De- 
partment. 


The pre-school dental examinations completed by Mrs. Blanche Flint, 
Dental Hygienist in June 1968 were as follows: 


55 examinations 
33 needed dental work 
22 no dental defects 


198 


In September 1968, 2097 pupils in Grades 1 - 12 were examined by Dr. 
Sowsy using Type Four Method (dental mirror, explorer and adequate illum- 
ination). 


These examinations required approximately 23 hours. The examination 
of pupils absent on the appointed days by Dr. Sowsy were completed by the 
school dental hygienist. . 


These dental findings were sent home for parents' information and sig- 
nature. They were returned to the dental office and recorded in the dental 
health department records. 


The results of those dental examinations were as follows:

Chairside and classroom instruction in daily care of teeth and equip- 
ment by the child himself were given, also group instruction with film strips 
and audio-visual equipment in dental health and diet.

Director of School Lunches 
To Mr. Goldman: 


With the opening ofthe new Junior High School on February 26, we now 
have four kitchens operating the School Lunch Program. Included in the 
equipment at the Junior High is a vertical cutter mixer and two convection 
ovens helping to speed the operation. Separate walk-in refrigerator and 
freezer units make for efficient storage. The dishroom is an entire unit in 
itself. 


The cafeteria staff served refreshments at the Open House and were 
very pleased to be able to show their kitchen. Townspeople who were un- 
able to attend the opening are welcome to visit the kitchen during working 
hours, 8AM to 2PM. 


Special equipmentfor bread making is also included in this kitchen - a 
bun cutting machine and a dough conditioner. Bread making has been an 
important feature of the School Lunch this year in all schools. 


There are thirty women employed in the program, hours are varied, 
from afull day of six hours to two hours. Employees must be residents of 
East Bridgewater. Asubstitute list is kept in the Director's office - people 
onthis list are given a chance to work into the program. Application in the 
form of a letter to the Superintendent of Schools is all that is necessary to 
be considered for this interesting work.

26 1/2 man hours daily at the Intermediate School

Participation - 74. 8% plus average of 90 sandwiches per day, a la carte

In April I attended the three day Conference of the School Lunch at the 
John Hancock Building in Boston during vacation, and at the end of June 
attended the Annual Summer Conference Week for Supervisors and Managers 
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at the University of Massachusetts in Amherst and attended the advanced 
course in Nutrition Education and Good Business Practices. 


Mrs. Mary Davidson, Mrs. Emily Rocha, Mrs. Leila Curley, and I 
attended the course given for School Lunch at Stonehill College in August. 
The three-day Conference of the Massachusetts Schools Foods Service Asso- 
ciation was heldin October at the New Ocean House in Swampscott - I attend- 
edthis. Mrs. Rochaand I are the only members of this organization in our 
system. 


In November several of the personnel from all schools attended a meet- 
ing and food demonstration at the Silver Lake Junior High School. 


Each year Irepeat the basic nutritional requirements for the benefit of 
mothers - our School Lunch provides one-third of the daily need which is: 


2 ounces cooked lean meat or other protein food 

3/4 cup serving of 2 or more vegetables or fruit (juice may count for 
1/4 of requirement) 

1 slice enriched bread or equivalent 

2 teaspoons butter or fortified margarine 

1/2 pint whole unflavored milk 

A Vitamin C rich food every day 

Vitamin A twice a week 

Several foods for iron every day 


The goal of the National School Lunch Act passed in 1946 is that "we 
should make good school nutrition programs available to all children." How 
to do this is our problem.
